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Senior Board Member To Replace Mayor 
Pahl: Zettek Is A Seasoned Executive 


"Charles Zettek will do an outstanding 


job as village president," predicted Jack 
Pahl yesterday. 


Calling Zettek a "seasoned executive" 


recognized by his place of employment 
Pahl said the village board used good 
judgement in picking Zettek to replace 
him as mayor. 


A 14-year resident, Zettek, of 44 Wood- 


crest Ln. is an executive at Western 
Electric Company's Cicero plant. He has 
been employed by the firm for 20 years, 
currently In the position of an assistant 
manager. 


Pahl announced his resignation publi- 


cly on Tuesday, little more than three 
hours after he told the village trustees he 
wanted to resign effective Monday be- 


cause of personal reasons. 


ZETTEK, THE SENIOR member of 


the board, was chosen to replace Pahl 
shortly thereafter at a closed session of 
the board. 


Pahl said Zettek recognized his respon- 


sibility and agreed to accept the position 
for the next 23 months. His seat on the 
board of trustees will be vacated Tues- 
day at the board's regular meeting. The 
board has agreed to fill the opening with 
an appointment. 


The father of three children, Zettek has 


been elected to the board as a trustee 
three times in the last 10 years. He was 
one of the first to move into the commu- 
nity in 1957. 


Originally from the Lawndale-Craw- 


ford area of Chicago, Zettek said yester-, 
day he had received several calls of con- 
gratulations on his new role. Well-wish- 
ers also expressed surprise over the res- 
ignation of Pahl, the mayor for the last 
six years... 


Zettek said he would not become as 


involved in matters that extend to the 
state and national levels .as Pahl has 
done and that he would confine his con- 
cerns closer to home. 


HE ALSO SAID he may run the village 


differently and that he would be "more 
direct and perhaps more demanding." 


Zettek currently serves as the board's 


chairman of the personnel and budget 
committees. He is a member of the Com- 
munity Service and Mental Health 
Board. 


Zettek, 44, was instrumental in starting 


Little League baseball, now Elk Grove 
Boys Baseball. He was once active in the 
Jaycees and still umpires baseball 
games.

"I'm Herm and I'm a compulsive 


gambler." 


"Hi, Herm," answer the other com- 


pulsive gamblers who gather weekly at 
Gamblers Anonymous (GA) to share 
their experiences, strenghts and hopes to 
help solve their common problem. 


Herm has been attending GA meetings 


for nine weeks, "t figure I'm clean since 
the day Arlington Park opened this year. 
I us-'d to go three and four times a week 
to the track. I could leave the track with 
$5,000, but the money would go into a 
separate account my wife didn't know 
about. I never paid the loan companies 
with it," be said. 


Since coining to GA he can stay away 


from the track, he's eliminating his debts 
and his ulcer no longer bothers him, 
Herm said. 


GA has a single requirement for mem- 


bership: the desire to stop gambling. 
There are no dues or fees and it is not 
allied with any sect, denomination, poli- 
tics, organization or institution. Started 
in Los Angeles in 1957, GA now has about 
150 chapters throughout the United 
States, Canada, Great Britain and Aus-

GA estimates there are more than 6 


million compulsive gamblers in the 
United States. The organization, pat- 
terned after Alcoholics Anonymous, re- 
gards compulsive gambling as an illness, 
progressive in its nature, which can nev- 
er be cured, but arrested. 


The GA concept is that the compulsive 


gambler is a sick person who can recov- 
er if he will follow to the best of his abili- 
ty, a simple 12-point recovery program. 


Most of the members came to GA 


when their addiction caused growing and 
continuing problems — loss of jobs, loss 
of business and threat of divorce. 


The 22 men who gathered at the Catho- 


lic Charities building in Chicago Tuesday 
varied in age from 24 to 65; some owned 
their own business, some had college de- 
grees, some were hourly wage earners. 
They came from all over the Chicago 
area, including the suburbs. 


Sitting around a table, each spoke of 


his problem. 


George said he's been coming to GA 


for 15 months. For five years before that, 
he booked. "My wife brought me here. I 
didn't want to lose her and the kids," he 
said. His advice to new members: stop 
lying and be honest with yourself. 


Another member said he bankrupted 


his business and lost $500,000 before he 
came to GA. "I was immature and in- 
secure. Since I came to GA 17 months 
ago, it's a new life all the way around. 
It's real living now." 


Bill, a member for only two months, 


said he'd been gambling since he was 14. 
His debts now total $300,000 and there 
were once 84 subpoenas issued against 
him. He has a degree in finance, but his 
gambling reduced him to being a profes- 
sional thief. He said he's trying to solve 
his problems now and has his first legiti- 
mate job since 1968, thanks to GA. 


John said he'd been a gambler for 30 


or 35 years. "I worked two jobs, some- 
times three, for about 12 years to keep 
going," he said. He said he'd been to 
psychiatrists, counselors and priests for 
help, but couldn't stop until he came to 
GA. 


John said he stopped coming to GA a 


while back because he thought his addic- 
tion had ended. He thought he could con- 
trol his gambling. He said he'd been 
working overtime to accumulate money 
to pay bills. But when he collected his 
checks, instead of paying the bills, he 
gambled and lost it all. 


"I couldn't drive my car to work today 


because I have no money for gas. My 12- 
year-old son has a paper route and he 
gave me the money to come here 
tonight," John said. He vowed he'd be 
back next week. 


Steve is 24 and Tuesday was his first 


GA meeting. He said his parents aren't 
speaking to him, his wife is ready to 


leave him. "I got $800 income tax refund 
and went to Vegas as soon as I could. 
That's when my mother called GA." 


Joel had been coming to GA for eight 


months. "I think about gambling every 
day. I want to, but I can't handle it. I've 
been gambling for 21 years. Regardless 
of what I must do, I'll combat it" 


Not all the GA members are money 


losers. Ray, a GA member for one year, 
said, "I can't remember the last tune I 
lost in poker. It was probably nine years 
ago. I never had to go hi debt." 


He told of winning $28,000 in a gin 


game and being unhappy with himself 


for not making the stakes higher. "There 
are a lot of things you can lose besides 
'money," he said, alluding to family dis- 
cord. 


Another member said he was not in 


debt. "I came here because I was tired 
of wasting time. Gambling is a big waste 
of time. You can never win enough. The 
most painful part of it is that people re- 
spond to the problem, but not to your 
feelings. I have great fears for the fu- 
ture. What's going to replace my gam- 
bling. It could be worse," he said.

James D. Perry, G. Kenneth Andeen and 
John Upton, have also left the college to 
accept college presidencies. 


Harvey, an Arlington Heights resident, 


received a Ph.D. on counseling and guid- 
ance in 1960 from Michigan State Univer- 
sity, where he also earned his M.A. in 
educational administration. 


He is listed in the 1970 edition of Who's 


Who in American College and University 


Administration, and is married, with 


four children ranging in age from 5 to 16 
years of age.

What's Future 
For Jack Pahl?

Now is the time for the speculators to 


begin speculating about the future of one 
Jack D. Pahl, soon to be ex-mayor of Elk 
Grove Village. 


"What has Jack got up his sleeve?" 


they're asking. "What does he want?" 


There are some thoughts that Pahl will 


go on to higher public office though he 
denies that he would do this immediate- 
ly. 


He is available and if approached prop- 


erly he could probably be convinced to 
seek public office again, possibly in the 
General Assembly. 


Also, maybe he is thinking about get- 


ting out of his insurance business and 
going into government full time. Maybe 
he is going to accept a political appoint- 
ment although a check yesterday with 
Gov. Richard Ogilvie's press secretary's 
office indicated no such appointment at 
the present time. 


Pahl said he wanted to revise his pri- 


orities and indicated that his family and 
business were rated pretty high on the 
list. If so, this could keep him out of pub- 
lic life for a while — give him a chance 
to decide what he want's to do — before 
he returns to public affairs again. 


PAUL IS 48, an age that makes him 


ripe for more involvement in govern- 
ment. He's experienced in local govern- 
ment and extremely active in the affairs 
of intergovernmental matters. 


His personality is one that does not 


alienate many people. Pahl is likable 
and popular. It would be difficult to see 
how he could avoid seeking or being ap- 
proached for public office. 


What makes one suspicious of his im- 


pending resignation is the suddenness 
with which it came. Why, after six years 
in the president's chair, should he break 


it off so abruptly? 


There may have been a lot less specu- 


lation about his resignation if it came 
about gradually. The sudden breakoff 
only makes for more shocking headlines. 


"I still don't believe it myself," said 


Jerry Smiley, a resident. "I feel I have 
to talk to him in order to believe it." 


ROBERT ATCHER, mayor of neigh- 


boring Schaumburg, said: "I'm as- 
tounded. I thought he was really enjoying 
the work he's doing." 


While Pahl may have been enjoying 


his work, he may have become frustra- 
ted with the slowness of government, es- 
pecially at the inter-governmental levels. 


He indicated that this may have been 


the case with his attempt to re-organize 
the Illinois Municipal League. The gears 
are now in motion for reorganization, he 
said, but it took a long time in coming. 


A man just can't drop out completely 


from something he was so intensely in- 
terested in and Pahl will not. He does 
plan to remain active in at least three 
important groups that will keep him in 
touch with local affairs at the regional 
level. These are the Commission on Ur- 
ban Area Government, the Cook County 
Committee on Criminal Justice, and the 
Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan 


Open Communities. 


Pahl may no longer be mayor after 


Tuesday night but he will not lose con- 
tact with local government.

Link Juveniles To Bombings 


A series of minor bombings in Arling- 


ton Heights over the past 6 weeks was 
solved 
by Arlington Heights Police 


Wednesday night with the apprehension 
of three juveniles. 


The names of the juveniles, boys aged 


14 and 15, are being withheld because of 
their age. 


Two other juveniles, including a 15- 


year-old girl, were said to have knowl- 
edge of the bombings, but were not be- 
lieved to have participated. They were 
also released. 


L. W. Calderwood, police chief, said no 


decision has been made yet regarding 
possible charges1 against the youths. 


Calderwood said the youths are be- 


lieved to be responsible for 13 explosions. 


Det. Rodney Kath, police juvenile offi- 


cer, said the boys started the series of 
explosions by making life-inch bombs in 
sections of conduit pipe. 


POLICE REQUESTED the source of 


the explosive powder not be made public 
because they feared disclosure might en- 
courage further experimentation. The 
pipe used reportedly was gathered by 
rummaging through refuse piled along 
village streets during Clean Up Week. 


Kath said the first bombs were set- off 


between homes in the neighborhood and 
at Pioneer Park. 


The first incident reported to police oc- 


curred at the home of Richard Schenck, 
412 S. Patton Ave., April 14. 


Schenck reported finding a 5-inch black 


powder bomb on the handle of his garage 
door that day. Police said the fuse to the 
bomb had been lit, but had gone out be- 
fore reaching the powder. 


The most serious incident occurred 


May 15 at the home of Joseph Calderone, 
320 N. Patton Ave. 
' Police said a boml) placed on a win- 
dowsill at the rear of the home exploded, 
blowing pieces of glass, window sill and 
interior trim into the home. No one was 
injured in the blast. An air conditioner in 
the window was also said to be damaged. 
Calderone told police other explosions 
had occurred near his home May 7 and 
May 13 


POLICE SAID THE Calderone home 


was apparently picked by the youths be- 
cause of personal differences with Calde- 
rone's children. 


Also chosen as a prime target for the 


bombings was the home of Tom Wal- 
thouse, a coach and physical education 
instructor at Arlington High School. 


Walthouse told police his home at 226 


S. Reuter Dr., was the scene of bombings 
May 17 and May 24. He said the latter 
incident caused the bark to be blown out 
of the crotch of a tree of his property. He 
said he found a 4-inch section of pipe fol- 
lowing the explosion. 


Police said they pieced together the 


story in interviews with the five youths. 


Calderwood said detectives will again 


meet with the three boys and their par- 
ents June 2 before reaching a decision on 
the disposition of the matter. 


Harvey Urges OK 
Of Referendum 


An appeal to support the passage of 


'the June 12 referendum in Elk Grove 
Township Elementary School Dist. 59 
was made Tuesday by Harold Harvey, 
school board president. 


Speaking before the village board, Har- 


vey asked that the trustees support the 
27-cent tax hike as "individuals." He did 
not ask for an endorsement by the board. 


Harvey said the district win be more 


than $750,000 short because of a recent 
Circuit Court ruling outlawing the per- 
sonal property tax on corporations. 


The result of the decision, now'being 


appealed to the state Supreme Court, 
may result in a loss in the district's bor-- 
rowing power as well as tax revenues. 
Harvey added that the decision is not 
likely to be overruled. 


The school board has a choice of mak- 


ing cuts in the new budget or maintain- 
ing the same level of education with a 27- 
cent increase per $100 of assessed valu- 
ation with the passage of the tax referen- 
dum, he said. 


Harvey noted the proposed tax in- 


crease did not include increases in teach- 
er salaries yet to be negotiated. 


He said that if the referendum failed 


there '"probably would be an increase in 
class size "next year and a reduction in 
teaching staff." 


IN OTHER business, the board did not 


take action on a salary package provid- 
ing for three per cent increases for mu- 
nicipal employes. 


Trustee Charles Zettek, chairman of 


the budget committee, indicated he pre- 
ferred to wait until more progress was 
made on the 1971-72 municipal budget. 


He said there is a possibility that sala- 


ries may be increased "more or less" 
than 3 per cent. 


Last year salary increases ranged 


from 10 to 25 per cent. 


Edward Hofert, village attorney, ad- 


vised that if the board intends to enforce 
ordinances requiring that the shopping 
centers be kept clean communications 
should be directed to shopping center 
owners. Village action, though not suc- 
cessful in some cases, has been aimed at 
shopkeepers. 


Trustees Charles Zettek and Edward 


Kenna supported closing businesses that 
are in violation of local ordinances. Zet- 
tek said if large shopping centers such as 
Oak Brook and Randhurst can be kept 
clean then so can the smaller centers in 
the village. 


Kenna said if one store js closed be- 


cause of poor housekeeping practices 
other merchants will follow by cleaning 
up their areas. 


IN OTHER action, the board approved

A piece in good condition would be 
expected to have an accumulation of sur- 
face abrasions and a counterfeit bearing 
irregularities would be hard to detect. 


Common garden variety counterfeiters 


rarely attempt to produce a "fake" in 
uncirculated or proof condition. Prices 
for genuine specimens of the 1802 half- 
dime leave Httte doubt as to its counter- 
feiting potential but oddly enough few 
fakes of this date are known. Under the 
half-dime chapter of "Cowles Complete 
Encyclopedia of U. S. Coins" only the 
1796,1797 and the 1800 are listed as hav- 
ing been countefeited. 


However, just recently two illegal re- 


productions have made their appearance. 
The one I examined was a perfect ex- 
ample of the siHcon mold casting made 
under extreme centrifugal force. It lack- 
ed all of the inconsistencies common 
among cast counterfeits. 


There was a noticeable absence of the 


granular groupings usually found be- 
tween the inscriptions and the inner rim 
of a fake, and the dry weight was close 
enough for that particular coin in a cir- 
culated condition. But once submitted to 
a specific gravity test the farce became 
obvious. 


THIS IS THE beauty of specific grav- 


ity as a deterrent against an increasing 


illegal com market. A coin may be cast 
or stamped from the same composition 
used in the production of our legal cur- 
rency, but while the weight may be abso- 
lutely correct in grains, the specific 
gravity value will expose the piece for 
what it is 


In time, hopefully, counterfeiting will 


be reduced to a bare minimum. 


We can all help by not buying coins or 


paper currency from someone we do not 
know and demanding a certification of 
authenticity from those we do know.

Dew Dr. Limb - What is the differ- 


ence between a hernia, a rupture and a 
femoral? I went to an appliance store 
and they told me I have a rupture but 
my doctor says I have a hernia. I have a 
new cushion but it does not hold my rup- 
ture. It still comes out. It's as large as 
an apple, so I He down and put it back 
up. I just don't think it's the right cush- 
ion for it. 


Dear Reader — The term rupture is 


often used by lay people for a hernia. 
Strictly speaking you can have a rupture 
of almost anything, including a rupture 
of a blister of the stomach, rupture of the 
bladder, ruptured appendix, all of which 
really means a break or tear. 


A hernia is a protrusion of a portion of 


the body through a tear or opening. Your 
letter Indicates you have one of the more 
common forms in which you probably 
have a breakdown or tear in the muscles 
and tissues that hold your intestines in 
the abdominal cavity. Through a hole or 
tear a portion of the small intestine slips 
out of the abdominal cavity. This is what 
you feel. 


I am not very enthusiastic about cush- 


ions or other devices used to apply ex- 
ternal pressure to a hernia. In almost 
every instance the proper medical ap- 
proach is a surgical repair. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I read your column 


regarding the enlargement of the pros- 
tate gland. My brother has a similar 
condition and the doctor said it is malig- 
nant. Do you advise an operation in this 
case? 


Dear Reader — A decision to operate 


or not depends on the total picture of the 
patient. Sometimes there are enough 
complications associated with the prob- 
lem to rule out surgery. In addition to 


doing surgery on the prostate gland it- 
self when a cancer is present, sometimes 
the testicles are removed and a female 
hormone is administered. 


All of these measures are designed to 


decrease the growth of prostate tissue 
and any tumors that may have developed 
from the dissemination of the malignan- 
cy to other parts of the body, if any 
have. 


Whether or not these measures are 


necessary must be judged on the basis of 
a comprehensive medical examination. 
Proper adequate treatment early enough 
often produces a marked remission in 
the malignancy and gives a person many 
years of useful life. 


I would like to emphasize however, 


that most enlarged prostate glands are 
not malignant but cause trouble by 
blocking off urine flow from the bladder.

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Virginia Dodge Leaves 
Duties As Postmaster

When Virginia Dodge was named post- 


master of the office serving Arlington 
Heights, Elk Grove and Rolling Mead- 
ows, she said, "I am ready for my job. It 
will be my aim to give as good service 
as possible." 


After 36 years and one month in her 


job, she says, "It's never been hard for 
me to come to work in the morning. 
There's always work to do and always a 
challenge." 


However, after today, she will stop 


coming to work. Her voluntary retire- 
ment will become effective on Memorial 
Day. 


A reception for Mrs. Dodge will be 


held at the post office, 909 W. Euclid, Ar- 
lington Heights, from 3 to S p.m. today. 
The reception is open to the public. If all 
the people in the area served by the post 
office attend the reception, more than 
110,000 wiU be there. 


Operations from the Arlington Heights 


Post Office include branch offices in 
Roiling Meadows and Elk Grove Village 
which were established to "better serve 
the public," Mrs. Dodge said. 


WHEN MRS. DODGE was appointed 


postmaster, she was president of the 
Women's Division of the Wheeling Town- 
ship Regular Democratic Club and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was president. 
Since then, she has seen five more presi- 
dents take office and the post office itself 
has been relocated a number of times. 


The changing of the man hi the White 


House hasn't affected the postmaster. 
"We have never felt any changes out 
here whatsoever," she said. In 1940, Mrs. 
Dodge qualified for the position under 
the new Civil Service. 


Mrs. Dodge was the first woman to 


serve as postmaster of the Arlington 
Heights office, according to the May 3, 
1935, issue of the Arlington Heights Her- 
ald. She still lives at the same address in 
the village that she lived at then. She 
and her retired husband, Thurman, have 
a daughter who lives in California. 


The Arlington Heights postmaster posi- 


tion is the largest operation headed by a 
woman in the state, she said. 


During her service, the post office op- 


erations have grown from a corps of 10 
employes to the present level of 291. 


THE AREA HAS exploded with 


growth, perhaps "too much growth, don't 
you think?" she asked. 


The present volume of mail handled by 


the post office totals more than 12.5 mil- 
lion pieces per month. During the Christ- 
mas rush season which lasts only about 
10 days, the volume is about 17 million, 
she said. 


The grey-haired woman, who declined 


to give her age, said she had never had 
any problems because of being a woman. 
She said her situation was "unique in 
many ways because I've been here long- 
er than any one else here." 


Mrs, 
Dodge said it-was relatively 


recently she decided to voluntarily re- 
tire. Postal operations will change to a 
corporation as of July 1 and she thinks it 
is "a good time to go now. I came in 
under the postal department and decided 
it would be nice to go out under the post* 
al department." 


The retiree said she has many things 


she wants to do around her house and 
thinks she and her husband may even- 
tually go to the Southwest. • 


She said she will miss her job very 


much. "A lot of people seem to work for 
the day they retire. I didn't," she said.

Time For GOP 
Reassessment 


j Until candidates have been an- 
jiounced and issues begin to take 
Jhape, any comment on the still- 
Distant 1972 elections is somewhat 
premature. 


', But this being an off-year, and 
flow just about half way through 
the year, it is not premature to 
iomment on what the two political 
parties are doing in the wake of 
last year's elections and in prepa- 
ration for the presidential, guber- 
natorial and United States Senate 
campaigns in Illinois next year. 


Traditionally, it has been our be- 


lief that an effective two-party sys- 
tem is essential to good govern- 
ment; we have strongly advocated 
, such a system. 


In most instances, the lack of a 


two-party system in the suburbs 
has been attributed to the weak- 
ness of the Democratic Party out- 
side the city of Chicago. Republi- 
cans ruled with ease in the sub- 
urbs, and the Republican plural- 
ities In Congressional and state 
contests in this area were substan- 
tial enough to even make Mayor 
Daley drool. 


But the Democratic Party in the 


.suburbs has shown new signs of 
;iife in recent years, particularly as 
Evidenced last year by the strong 
! showing of Adlai E. Stevenson III 
'and Michael J. Bakalis in the 
Northwest area. 
! Democrats and others who wish 
!to see a closer balance between the 
.'parties in the suburbs should be en- 
couraged by last year's results. 
[Suburban voters demonstrated that 
party lines do not mean as much as 
the qualifications of the candidates 
and this indicates that in the fu- 
ture, both parties will have to pre- 
sent the best candidates available 
U they expect to win. That, after 
all. is the way an effective two-par- 
ty system should work. 


But just as we have been con- 


cerned with the performance of the 
Democratic Party in the suburbs 
in the past, there appears to be 
reason for concern over the Re- 
publican Party in Illinois in the fu- 
ture. 


A United Press International 


survey of Republican county chair- 
men in Illinois last month showed 


that most chairmen do not think 
Governor Ogilvie can be reelected. 
Newsweek magazine this week 
said President Nixon is becoming 
increasingly more concerned with 
his chances of winning Illinois in 
1972. 


Although it is much too early to 


say whether the state and nation 
would be best served by the reelec- 
tion of the governor and the Presi- 
dent, not knowing what the alterna- 
tives would be, it is not too early to 
suggest to the GOP that it had best 
take a long hard look at itself in 
the near future. 


For while we do not want to see 


one-party domination in the sub- 
urbs, neither do we want to see 
one-party domination in the state. 


A possible starting point for such 


a look might be the proposals of- 
fered last week by William H. 
Rentschler, who twice has run in 
state-wide GOP primaries and who 
directed the successful 
Illinois 


campaign for President Nixon in 
1968. 


Because he challenged former 


Sen. Ralph T. Smith in the Republi- 
can primary last year, Rentschler 
has not been in the best possible 
standing in the party. 


But the 17-point program he out- 


lined for the party contains several 
excellent points aimed at opening 
the Republican Party to all, chang- 
ing its image and providing fresh 
new ideas. 


Republicans need only look to 


last year's election results and the 
gloomy predictions for 1972 to real- 
ize that some changes are needed 
and needed soon. 


We do not view Rentschler as a 


gallant knight on a white horse 
coming to save the party, but we 
do think he is a voice the party 
should listen to, despite some of his 
negative views. 


The unfortunate 
thing 
about 


Rentschler's relationship with the 
p a r t y is that his comments 
frequently are ignored or rejected 
because they come from him, 
which is very much akin to the par- 
ty cutting off its nose to spite its 
face. We hope the party will listen 
to him and other reformers before 
the knife also cuts off the head. 


The Ethics Of Wives On Payroll 


A disturbing ethical question was 


raised this week by the disclosure 
that three High School Dist 214 
b,oard members have wives on the 
District's payroll. 


* There's no question that the 
Wives of Jack Costello, Joseph 
Schiffhauer and Jack Matthews 
are capable instructional assist- 
ahts. That's not the question. 
; The question is, do wives on the 
district's payroll compromise the 
effectiveness of the district and the 
bbard itself. We believe it does. 
! First, subtle pressure rests on 


t&e shoulders of any supervisor of 
ejnployes 
whose 
husbands 
are 


board members. We wonder how 
willing such a supervisor would be 
to' offer a negative evaluation of 
such an employe. 


Second, a board member com- 


promises his role as a public ser- 
vant when he votes "pass" on any 
matter. It is a board member's job 
to[make decisions; it would be 
preferable if the question of con- 


flict-of-interest did not even have 
to cross his mind, much less ne- 
gate his individual vote. 


Third, we wonder if a board 


member can vote, in good con- 
science, on programs which could 
indirectly affect his salary-earning 
wife. In other words, there are eth- 
ical questions beyond a once- 
a-year vote on salaries. 


Legal opinions from state and 


Dist. 214 attorneys have missed the 
point on the entire matter. The 
point is not whether a wife can be 
forced out of a job in the district 
because of her sex; it is'whether 
the board members and other dis- 
trict employes are compromised 
by a wife working for a salary in 
the district. 


The Dist. 214 board has produced 


a solid record of service to this 
community in producing high qual- 
ity high school education. It should 
move as competently to police its 
own ranks to eliminate such a 
questionable practice.

'72 ELECTION FIXIT SHOP 
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Illinois9 Republicans In Trouble

The question has been posed frequently 


to many Illinois politicians and political 
observers: What would happen if the No- 
vember, 1972, elections were held next 
Tuesday, rather than in 1972? 


The answers 
have ranged 
from, 


"Ogilvie would be dumped, Nixon would 
lose Illinois and Percy would win," to 
"that's a hypothetical question, the elec- 
tions will not be held next Tuesday and 
there's no way to tell what will happen 
between now and November 1972." 


Both responses reflect the same feel- 


ing, that, as Newsweek said this week, 
Illinois is going to be a problem for the 
Republican Party in 1972. 


The optimists in the GOP stress the 


fact that election day is still a healthy 17 
months away and, they hope, a lot can 
and will happen in those months to get 
the party off what looks like the road to 
defeat 


But just as 17 months can hold a lot of 


blessings for the Republicans, they also 
could prove to be months of misfortune 
ensuring a massive defeat in 1972. 


For the author of this column, the 1972 


elections might just as well be held next 
Tuesday because this is the final "State 
Report" from this particular typewriter. 
We won't have a chance to comment dur- 
ing those 17 months, so we'll beg toler- 
ance of the readers for yet another as- 
sessment of politics in Illinois and the 
nation. 


The negative appraisals of the Republi- 


can Party in Illinois right now probably 
are true. Based on the party's showing 
last fall in the state, its pathetic efforts 
in Chicago last month, and its apparent 
failure to understand and correct its 
problems, it seems certain that Governor 
Ogilvie, President Nixon and a handful 
of other Republicans would be out of of- 
fice next Wednesday if elections were 
held Tuesday. 


This is not to say that Democrats hold 


the solutions to the problems of the state 
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and nation. There obviously are as many 
faults in the Democratic Party as there 
are in the GOP, some of them much 
more glaring. 


But if we have noticed anything during 


the past five years, it has been the ef- 
forts by Democrats to broaden the base 
of their party, while Republicans have 
done the exact opposite and intentionally 
excluded segments of the population. 


Historically, there have been more reg- 


istered Democrats than registered Re- 
publicans, which means Republicans 
must rely on independent voters and 
Democrats who have grown disenchanted 


with their own party. 


Yet since 1968 the Republican Party 


has wilfully antagonized large segments 
of the population through its attacks on 
liberals, on the press and broadcast 
media and through its rejection of some 
of its own members, most notably for- 
mer Sen. Charles Goodell of New York. 
There are many Republicans in Illinois 
who probably would like to see Sen. 
Charles Percy get the same treatment in 
1972. 


The defense for this policy is that those 


excluded from the party are not really 
Republicans, or at least not good Re- 
publicans, and are therefore expendable. 


That seems like a very faulty argu- 


ment from a minority party. 


The Goodells, the Percys and the oth- 


ers have chosen the Republican Party 
because they prefer it to the Democratic 
Party. That would seem to indicate that 
they prefer the Republican philosophy to 
the Democratic philosophy, even if they 
do not subscribe to it in every instance. 


Those who favor a narrow philosophy 


for the party, whether a strict con- 
servative philosophy or a strict liberal 
philosophy with no deviation, fail to rec- 
ognize that it takes votes, many votes, to 
translate a personal or party philosophy 
into the government's philosophy. It re- 
quires electing to office people from a 
particular party, and the sad truth for 
those hard-line party members is that

the votes and support of the soft-liners 
also is needed. 


The Democratic Party has made room 


for everyone and would welcome the 
Percys, the Goodells and others ostra- 
cized from the GOP. That is one of the 
reasons why there is a Democratic Con- 
gress, with liberals and conservatives, 
and it's one of the reasons why the 
Democratic Party did so well last year. 


For the Republicans, it seems the 


choice is between living with some 
party members who may not be the most 
desirable, yet using them to help broaden 
the base and win votes, or ostracizing 
them to keep the party philosophy pure 
but relegating it to a minority status and 
never knowing if the party philosophy, 
whether pure or tarnished, could work.

'Volunteer' Should Mean No Salaries

the Herald of May 21, "Volunteers who 
are registered with the Volunteer Service 
Bureau of Northwest Cook County will be

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NEW YORK (UPI) - The companies 


(hit risked their future last summer on 
performance contracts to make public 
school children learn faster appear con- 
fident the first year's gambles have paid 
off. 


The companies contacted, for the most 


part, to enable grade school youngsters, 
by special drilling methods, to gain a full 
y e a r in mathematics 
and reading 


achievement. Their contract remunera- 
tion will be docked for every child who 
fails to achieve that. 


Six firms had performance contracts in 


schools in 19 cities under grants totalling 
$5.7 million from the U.S. Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity. The same companies 
and other firms had many other con- 
tracts they negotiated directly with 
schools. 


The most ambitious single perform- 


ance contract was that of Behavioural 
Research Laboratories, Inc., of Palo 
Alto., Calif. It took over the entire Ban- 
neker Elementary School at Gary, Ind., 
the only project reported so far to have 
run into substantial problems. 


Dr. Alan Calvin of BRL said the com- 


pany Is confident of fulfilling the pro- 
gram at Banneker despite some prob- 
lems. He said that first tests made in 
December showed the pupils making up 
an average of 4.3 months progress in 
reading and 4.7 months in mathematics. 


Jeff Schiller of the OEO's Evaluation 


Department says none of the 19 projects 
his office sponsored ran into serious trou- 
bles. "Things went fairly smoothly," 
Schiller said, "and such opposition as de- 


veloped from the teaching establishment 
diminished steadily as the year went 
by." 


But Schiller said his office has re- 


ceived no official interim reports from 
the companies, therefore 'he will not 
know for certain how successful the con- 
tractors have been until the results of the 
post-performance tests now under way 
are received and evaluated in midsum- 
mer. "There's talk around here," he 
said, "of getting up a betting pool on 
which company's pupils will score high- 
est." 


Spokesmen for several of the OEO per- 


formance contractors told United Press 
International they are quite confident 
their pupils have made up a full year in 
math and reading through the remedial 
drills. 


William E. Davies of Learning Founda- 


tions, Inc., Athens, Ga., which has con- 
tracts in The Bronx in New York City 
and in Jacksonville, Fla., and Hammond, 
Ind., said his company's projects have 
been "extremely successful." 


President James C. Gillis Jr., of Quali- 


ty Educational Development, Inc., Wash- 
ington, said that, even though his com- 
pany does not wholly approve of the 
standards prescribed by the OEO for the 
post-performance tests, he is sure QED's 
pupils in OEO performance contracts at 
Dallas, Rockland, Me., and Anchorage, 
Alaska, will do well. 


Daniel Layer of Singer-Graflex Corp., 


Rochester, N.Y., which has contracts at 
Portland, Maine, McComb, Miss., and 
Seattle, said: "I'm confident we've done 
a good job. Our post-performance tests 
are being made for us by Battelle Me- 
morial Laboratory of Columbus, Ohio."

It hardly seemed fair that a wife could 


land in the soup, along with her husband, 
for putting her signature on a joint tax 
return when she didn't know what was in 
it.. .and especially didn't know that hub- 
by had been trying to save a bit of mon- 
ey by not reporting all his taxable in- 
come.

ly, The law held a spouse liable for tax 
shortages when she signed the return, 
whether or not she knew a fraud was 
being perpetrated.

$100,000, that the tax on this "income" — 
which he hadn't paid — was her liability. 


Women's Lib hasn't claimed credit for 


it so far. but recent legislation, known in 
tax circles as the "innocent spouse 
change." lets the innocent wife off the 
hook, except for small, family-style 
fudging. If the concealed income is more 
than 25 per cent of the income reported, 
sheS no longer liable. 


So tell your husband that if he's doing 


any secret income-tax cheating, for 
heaven's sake, think big.

Would you believe one more piece of 


good news: that a "temporary" tax first 
passed by Congress in 1917 is now sched- 
uled to expire In only 11 more years? 


It's the manufacturer's excise tax on 
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automobiles. It started out at 3 per cent 
in 1917, as a World War I tax. Thouhg it 
lapsed for four years early in the De- 
pression, it's proved for 50 years that 
you can't keep a good tax down. 


It was raised from 7 to 10 per cent as a 


Korean War tax. Congress extended it 
"temporarily" in 1965, at 7 per cent — as 
a Vietnamese War tax this time — only 
for five years. The tax was to be dropped 
in 1970. 


But 1970 came and went, and in the 


last session of Congress you could have 
heard Sen. Philip A. Hart (D-Mich.), op- 
posing a further extension of the tax, 
telling his colleagues that "we vowed the 
tax would expire by the end of 1972. Now 
we are telling the people this was only a 
pie-in-the-sky dream, not to be taken se- 
riously." 


So now it's been vowed that the tax 


will expire in 1982... but, as the Tax 
Foundation says in relating the history of 
this terribly persistent temporary tax — 
"don't count on it."

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I/OP Tells 
Purchase Of 
3 Companies 


M. P. Venema, chairman of Universal 


Oil Products Co, in Des Plaines, an- 
nounced that UOP has acquired, for an 
undisclosed amount of common stock, a 
group of three Canadian companies 
which produce hardwood veneer and di- 
mension lumber. 


Known as the Staniforth group, the 


companies include the Staniforth Lumber 
& Veneer Company, Kiosk, Ontario; 
Booth Lumber Limited, Tee Lake, Que- 
bec, and Booth Veneer Limited, Lachute, 
Quebec. 


John 0. Logan, UOP president, said 


the operations of the companies will 
come under UOP's Goodman Division 
management which is headquartered in 
Escanaba, Michigan, and produces sim- 
ilar products. The Goodman Division is 
part of UOP's C & H Group under 
Vice President R. N. Speer. 


Logan described the acquisition as "an 


unusually good combination of timber 
supply and manufacturing facilities." 


The companies hold sizeable timber 


cutting rights to Crown land in Quebec 
and Ontario Provinces of Canada, under 
renewable- licenses with the provinces. A 
prime requisite of license renewal is the 
adherence to good forestry practices. 


Laws of the Provinces of Ontario and 


Quebec require that timber cut on Crown 
land in those provinces be processed 
there, thus assisting employment. Only 
processed timber products can be export- 
ed from the provinces. 


The closing contracts' were signed 


by Mr. Venema and Harold F. Sta- 
niforth, representing the three privately 
held companies. Other principal officers 
are his brothers, W. Donald and Robert 
D. Staniforth. 


Logan said the Goodman Division pio- 


neered the ecology-minded program of 
"sustained yield cutting" more than 40 
years ago. 


Sustained yield cutting is based on 


mathematical estimates of forest growth. 
Under the program, selective cutting of 
trees must not exctad estimated annual 
growth. The program is practiced and 
maintained by apejoles, size and age from 
seedlings to mature trees. 


Logan also said that "manufacturing 


I n n o v a t i o n s already practiced and 
achieved by th» Goodman Division" will 
be phased into the newly acquired Cana- 
dian operations.

The teamwork of the 
rebounding 


American economy and the gradual 
winding down of the Vietnam war will 
shift the economic spotlight to the envi- 
ronment, mass transportation and other 
domestic problems in the next year, 
predicts a private economist. 


The economic recovery will gain mo- 


mentum this year, despite the inter- 
national monetary situation, said Dr. 
James J. O'Leary, speaking in Des 
Plaines last Wednesday. He addressed a 
group of Northwest suburban business- 
men at an economic seminar presented 
by the First National Bank of Des 
Plaines. 


"There is a difference in the degree of 


optimism between the private and the 
government economist," said O'Leary. 
He explained several aspects of the inter- 
national monetary situation, adding that 
this should not seriously affect the pic- 
ture in the United States economy. 


O'Leary said the U. S. has had a defi- 


cit of foreign payments since 1950, with 
the exception of 1957. This resulted from 
trade activities, as well as the Viet Nam 
war, investments and other overseas 
commitments. 


THE CURRENT international mone- 


tary situation distinguished by its direct 
relationship to the flow of short-term 
funds, O'Leary said. This was caused by 
the decline in short-term rates (such as 
U. S. Treasury bills) during the recent 
recession, as rates were hiked in foreign 
countries experiencing expansion and in- 
flation. The result was a heavy outflow 
of these funds to other countries. 


In an effort to curb the resultant heavy 


borrowing by U.S. institutions in the Eu- 
rodollar' market, and the possibility of 
foreign central banks asking for in- 
creased gold shipments or the revalua- 
tion of currency, American monetary au- 
thorities acted in mid-March to close the 
gap. The Federal Reserve Board raised 
the treasury bill rates slightly, but this 
didn't do the job, O'Leary said. He said 
the Fed is now taking a second step, by 
again raising these short term rates. He 
predicts that they will reach the 5 per 
cent level within a month. 


"In this way, the U.S. is assuring the 


Euorpean countries that we are making 
an effort to correct this situation," said 
O'Leary. He added that there is an inher- 
ent upward bias in long-term interest 
rates. 


The implication of the Fed's actions is 


that short-term rates will move up, ac- 
cording to O'Leary. He added that long- 
term rates, such as mortgage com- 
mitments have already started to, creep 
upward. 


LOOKING AHEAD, O'Leary said that 


economic forces now at work are pro- 
moting a recovery this year. This will 
swing into a "very good" economic pic- 
ture in 1972, in line with the political pe- 
riod, he said. He expects the Gross Na- 
tional Product (GNP) to increase 7-8 per 
cent this year, of which 4% per cent will 
be price increases and the rest, a real 
increase. By 1972, the GNP should climb 
10ft per cent, of which 4% per cent will 
also reflect price increases. 


O'Leary added that the economy, in 


real terms, has the capacity to grow 6 
per cent annually, but the money supply 
has the capacity to grow at two or three 
times this rate. 


Several indicators point to the tx- 


of the U.S. economy, said 


O'Leary. He cited the pickup in the num- 
ber of bousing starts, expenditures by 
state and local governments for capital 
improvements and increased consumer 
spending. 


"The big element in consumer spend- 


ing is consumer confidence," he said, ad- 
ding that it is related to concern about 
inflation and the budget. 


CAPITAL EXPENDITURES by busi- 


ness and industry will remain flat, or at 
a low level, he predicted. The prime rate 
will rise in the near future, with another 
increase to follow later in the year, he 
concluded. 


Asked about the economic effect of the 


U.S. withdrawal from Vietnam, O'Leary 
said the winding down of the war win be 
a gradual process. "Unemployment is of- 
ten related to a reduction in defense 
spending," he said. This withdrawal will 
also permit the shifting of resources to 
domestic issues, said O'Leary, citing ur- 
ban renewal, mass transportation and 
problems of the environment as likely 
targets.

Last of a Series 


A woman needs help finding a place to 


live for a 78 year old friend. 


"I thought of calling the Salvation 


Army," she says, "because the Army 
helped me find a place to live when I 
was a refugee from Russia in 1902." 


The Salvation Army sticks in people's 


minds like that. 


Old soldiers remember the Salvation 


Army from the wars. 


Children remember the Army from its 


Christmas messages and appeals. 


And now, in the suburbs, there is an- 


other reason to think of the Salvation 
Army. Since 1965 the Army has been the 
agency responsible for the Community 
Counseling Center in Des Plaines, the 
only such center in the Northwest sub- 
urbs which helps families and people 
with professional social workers. 


Social work in the suburbs? 
According to the social workers who 


now staff the Community Counseling 
Center, the suburbs have their own set of 
problems, their own sets of ills which 
only competent, professional skill can 
match. 


WHEN THE present Center was still in 


the planning stages, investigators found 
that marital problems ranked first in im- 
portance among troubled families, child 
guidance was the second problem, per- 
sonality adjustment was the third and 


problems of adolescence was the fourth 
problem of troubled families. 


Other families were seeking help in fi- 


nancial assistance, alcoholism, vocation- 
al guidance and advice about health. 
' Recently, a woman who directly bene- 
fited from the Center's program to help 
homemakers told of her situation to a 
group of clergymen. 


The woman had been hospitalized for 


18 weeks with severe depression. "I 
couldn't talk. I couldn't do anything. I 
was helpless," she said. 


She had two small children and was 


expecting a third when she was placed in 
a hospital. Atfer the baby was born, the 
Community Center placed an experi- 
enced homemaker with the woman and 
her children daily. Later, the woman 
said flatly that the service provided by 
the Center was the crucial difference to- 
ward her recovery. 


One month ago tomorrow, the Center 


Valuation Jumps In Two Districts 


High School Dlsts. 211 and 214 have 


both experienced increases in their total 
assessed valuation this year, statistics 
released from the Cook County clerk's 
office show. 


Though Dial. 214 has a greater dollar 


jump, Dist. 211's assessed valuation has 
increased by a greater percentage. 


Nineteen-seventy taxes in Dist. 214 will 


be based on an assessed valuation of 
$926.9 million compared to $860.3 million 
last year. In Dist. 211, the assessed valu- 
ation this year is $357.6 million compared 
tn $303 8 million last year. 


The $66.6 million increase in Dist. 214 


is a 7.6 per cent Increase over last year, 
while in Dist. 211, the $53.7 million in- 
crease is an 18 per cent jump in assessed 
valuation. 


Announcement of the figures makes 


budget planning for the 1971-72 school 
year easier, though both districts have 
been budgeting with an assessed valu- 
ation increase in mind. 


Final budget plans cannot be made, 


however, until tax rates are released by 
the clerk's office late today. 


Last year's school tax rates for Cook 


County show Dist. 211 fifth among 27 
high school districts with a tax rate of 
$2.70 per $100 assessed valuation. Dist. 
214 is 14th with a tax rate of $2.27 per 
$100 assessed valuation. 


The education fund tax rate, from 


which teachers' salaries and school sup- 


plies are paid, is 58 per cent of diat. 211's 
tax rate and 68 per cent of Dist. 214's. 


publicly launched a desperate drive for 
additional funds for its continuation in 
the Northwest suburbs. 


Clergymen from the areas served by 


the Center were asked to return to their 
congregations with a plea for contribu- 
tions from church budgets. 


THE CENTER'S search for help is 


based on its severe financial crisis which 
grew out of the recent freeze on the allo- 
cation of all township funds, and the gen- 
eral state of the national economy. 


"I 'don't know of any charitable in- 


stitutions which are not desperate for 
funds," said Miss Mary Young, Devel- 
opment Director of the Salvation Army's 
Suburban Project. 
„ 


"It may have been worse in the Depr- 


ession but I don't think so, because the 
feeling was different and there at least 
was the attitude that people were pulling 
together." 


If we can get through this one, we can 


get through anything." To Miss Young, 
getting through means raising about 
$15,000 to keep the Center alive for an 
additional year. That figure would allow 
the Center to continue servicing the 
whole Northwest suburban area without 
cutting back on part-time, semi-profes- 
sional or professional help.

Anticipated growth of the suburban 


communities now served by the Center 
shows a continuous need for more family 
counseling, according to social workers. 
The Community Counseling Center treats 
virtually every family or individual who 
seeks help. 


If a person cannot be helped at the 


Center, he is referred to various other 


agencies which specialize in particular 
areas of concern. 


The Center does not serve just indigent 


families of the suburbs. Families and in- 
dividuals are asked to contribute to the 
costs of the service. No one is turned 
away.. .but a person does not have to be 
on welfare to receive the aid of the coun- 
seling center.

SUBURBAN LIVING 


by ELEANOR RIVES 


When visitors to an art fair exclaim, 


"Wow! What a relief!", chances are they 
are viewing the creations of artist Kurt 
Mager. 


Mager's works in brass relief are 


eloquent in their simplicity, dynamic and 
forceful, thoroughly contemporary in 
their ancientness. He has a rare com- 
bination of abilities: the talent of a fine 
artist and the craftsmanship of a prac- 
tical technician who knows how to deal 
with metal. 


Mager utilizes only the most unso- 


phisticated of materials — brass, stone 
and wood — yet their variations are tre- 
mendous. In his hands, brass strips take 
on form, come to life. The rhythm and 
forcefulness of his design is all Mager. 


Each finished piece is made entirely of 


brass strips standing hi relief on a slate 
or wood background. "Wood is a happy 
marriage between the art and the 
frame," he said. "Like what a good 
dress can do for a lady." 


FOR SUBJECT matter, he turns to 


prehistoric cave drawings, to medieval 
history, to epic religious scenes. 


Kurt Mager (pronounced "Mahgger") 


came to the United States with his wife, 
Sofie, from the Black Forest of Germany 
in 1955. In 1962 they settled in Des 
Plaines. They have three 
children: 


Chris, 13; Monica Dee, 11; and Stefanie 
Anne, 9. As his profession, Mager illus- 
trates technical write-ups for a German 
machine manufacturer. 


Although he did not begin brass relief 


work until 1963, he has always enjoyed 
working with metal, particularly brass. 
He began making brass frames for cof- 
fee tables, experimenting with the idea 
of inlays in brass. But lack of tools and 
equipment discouraged him. 


HE BEGAN BRASS relief as an art 


form, using a simple design, a stone age 
cave drawing of a prehistoric bison. For 
a while it hung hi his living room. Then 
he gave it away. Then another. And still 
others. All to friends. 


Mager began working with more com- 


plex designs, but still utilized cave draw- 
ing type sketches. 


"I love the simplicity of their design," 


he said. "Some are so perfect, so modern 
and contemporary — they should not be 
modified in any way." 


His "Early Egyptian Dancing Girls" 


was a present to his wife. "She gave me 
a girl, I gave her this," he said, pointing 
to the wall. 


RECENTLY HE ventured into a field 


of greater magnitude: large, elaborate 
brass relief pieces for executive offices 
and conference rooms. One such piece is 
displayed in the Atlantis Airlines office 
in the John Hancock Building. He is cur- 
rently working on two other pieces, and 
eager to start a third — a dynamic de- 
piction of two knights dueling in tourna- 
ment. 


His most difficult piece was his rendi- 


tion of Columbus' ship, the "Santa 
Maria." He spent between 80 and 90 
hours completing it. But the one he en- 
joyed doing most was the simplest, "The 
Crucifixion." 


When Mager begins a new work of art, 


he researches his subject in many books, 
usually sketches the design himself, 
sometimes uses the help of another art- 
ist. 


"THEN I MUST 'think brass'," he 


said. "What lines must be removed? 
Modified? What will be free-standing? 
Where will the invisible connections be?" 


If, for example he is depicting a horse, 


every bone and muscle must be ex- 
pressed in small simple lines. 


When he is satisfied with the design, he 


has it blown up to various sizes photo- 
graphically to choose the most suitable. 
Then he decides which of two brass strip 
widths he will use. Seldom does he use 
more than one width in one relief. 


His tools and equipment are simple: 


pliers of all sizes and kinds, a vise, a 
file, a propane gas torch for soldering, a 
pan of water. 


USING THE approved design as a 


guide, Mager follows the lines with a 
small section of brass stripping, clipping 
it off at each break in the line, and shap-' 
ing it with pliers and vise. When he has 
three shaped strips, he solders them to- 
gether with silver wire and the blow- 
torch. He continues this method until the 
lines of the entire design have been cov- 
ered and all continuous lines soldered to- 
gether into one piece. Then both contin- 
uous pieces and free standing pieces 
must be equipped with obscure metal 
hooks which will attach the design to the 
wood or slate background. 


A rugged frame by Randall Voelker of 


Algonquin completes the work of art. 
"He has a way of blending the frame to 
the subject and background with remark- 
able effect," stated Mager. 


Kurt 'Mager belongs to both the Des 


P l a i n e s and Mount Prospect Art 
Leagues, has exhibited in art fairs, li- 
braries -and hospitals. His month-long ex- 
hibit in Northwest Community Hospital 
last year was most successful. His works 
range in price from the simplest, the 
small bison, at $65, to the more complex 
pieces such as the "Santa Maria" at $280 
to the larger, more expensive and elabo- 
rate works for business offices. 


FOLLOWING CLOSELY behind his fa- 


ther, young Chris Mager, a junior high 
student, has created a few small pieces, 
beautiful in their simplicity, such as his 
rendition of Christ bearing the cross. He 
has His own workbench, his own tools. 
Mostly he turns out peace symbols and 
pendants, attractive and original both in 
design and in their use of brass. The de- 
signs are his own. The letters of "Love," 
"Peace," "Truth," for example, are sty- 
lized to fit into an oval or circle, with 
striking effect. 


Will he go into this field? "Ill probably 


take it up," he said. "But it takes so 
much time, I'm going into art in high

school. And metal shop, too." 


Meanwhile his father will continue 


working with the metal he loves, creat- 
ing works of fantastic vigor and beauty 
from simple natural materials. 


"The simpler you can do it, the bet- 


ter," he said. "But always you must 
'think brass'."

MEANWHILE, Sharkey is not twiddl- 


ing his thumbs. Among his current work 
are two-plays in the making, one a come- 
dy based on the problems of getting a 
play produced. 


<A11 his free lance writing is dime in 
addition to his regular job, feature editor 


of Good Hands, a house publication by 
Allstate Insurance Company. 


Majoring in English and creative writ- 


ing in college, Sharkey went to New 
York about 13 years ago to make his for- 
tune by the pen. 
. "I starved for a year," he said, "and 
then things looked up. I wrote steadily 
for four years." 


Once established, Sharkey engaged his 


own agent to represent him in New York 
and returned to Chicago where he met 
his wife and married. Four years ago the 
couple moved to Elk Grove Village 
where they reside with their three chil- 
dren. 


SHARKEY DECIDED to take a steady 


job when he discovered that for a free 
lance writer, credit was difficult to es- 
tablish. Before joining Allstate, he was 
an editor for Playboy Magazine'. 


Sharkey's personal library — those 


books he has written — include mystery 
novels, anthology and science fiction sto- 
ries. 


Science is a side interest with 'him, and 


he is currently writing a series for Gal- 


axy Magazine. He is also the author of 
the "Adams Family," which he was 
asked to write following the debut of the 
television series. 


Sharkey writes at home where one of 


the bedrooms has been turned into an 
office for him. 


''1 ALMOST dread starting a book," he 


said. "Once I get going on a novel I tend 
to drop everything. I know I have to con- 
tinue. If I do stop, it's difficult for me to 
get back into it." 


His novels are never completely 


planned in advance and as far as hs 
mystery novels go. . . "it's a matter of 
putting clues in for readers without hit- 
ting them over the head," he said. 


Short stories are something else. They 


can be completed quickly. "I think of 
gimmicks for my short stories," said 
Sharkey. "I usually try to end them with 
a surprise ending." 


Jack's brother, .Tom, is also a writer, 


the author of "The Eating Man's Diet." 


SHARKEY'S ENTRANCE into play- 


writing began when he and his brother 
started analyzing comedies. 


"We discovered they all had one thing 


in common," said Sharkey. "There was 
always a lie involved. They would almost 
automatically come out funny." 


Sharkey found a producer for "Here 


Lies Jeremy Troy" three weeks upon its 
completion. 


Since first premiering with Darren 


McGavin and Will Hutchins in 1965 in 
Skowhegan, Maine, the comedy has had 
several road trips, one throughout Flor- 
ida with a cast including Sherri Lewis 
and Tom Poston and George Abbott as 
the producer. 


POINTING OUT mementos in a scrap- 


book filled with clippings concerning his 
play, Sharkey smiled and commented 
about the fun of brushing up against 
well-known figures. 


"I have some real good friendships go- 


ing," said Sharkey who whenever in New 
York stays with Tom Poston. 


"I enjoy writing a play. One can see a 


reaction. It's gratifying to see people 
happy and laughing." 


About his novels Sharkey added, "I 


really don't know how people feel about 
them, but they are nice to have on the 
shelf."

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Liberation Of East German 
Women Boosts Divorce Rate

BERLIN (UPD-The clashing views of 


Cast Germany's liberated women and its 
conventional men are boosting the na- 
tion's divorce rate and even causing a 
ruckus about advertising for soap flakes. 


The "lib" is worrying the government. 


The Communists are happy that women 
have turned their backs on the old Nazi 
slogan of "kinder, kuecho, kirche" (chil- 
dren,- kitchen, church) to such an extent 
that 75 per cent of all women are either 
'working or studying. In West Germany, 
the figure is 37 per cent. 


But the Communists call the family 


"the smallest cell of society", or the 
"smallest party cell" and they want lib- 
erated women to keep on being wives. 


Too often, women are deciding that a 


husband plus a job is too much of a bur- 
'tlen and are discarding the husband. Or, 
their refusal to do all of the household 
chores alone after a hard day's work 
causes a quarrel that ends in the divorce, 
court. 


SINCE 1958. the East German divorce 


rate has increased from 1.3 per 1,000 per- 
sons to 1.7 per 1,000 and Dr. Franz 
.Thorns. East German Supreme Court 
justice, says It will go still higher. 


Why? 


Because the emancipated woman often 


feels she does not need a husband. And, 
because many men have developed infe- 
riority complexes as their wives' earning 
power surpasses their own. 


Thorns, in a study of divorces, con- 


cludes that "the vast majority of those 
suing... are women." 


East German leaders probably did not 


realize how emancipated their women 
were until they brought out a new soap 
flakes called "Spee." Te soap box had a 
picture of a woman — an attractive 
young woman — on it. 


THE MANUFACTURERS, newspapers 


and government agencies were deluged 
with letters. A sample: 


Gerlinde Bigesse, of Potsdam, wrote, 


"Such a relapse in the past to accom- 
pany a new product. The woman belongs 
at the wash tub and the precious man is 
to be waited on hand and foot. . . The 
smiling girl on the Spee box is nothing 
more than a justification of this out- 
moded theory." 


A marriage counselor, Dr. Franz Irro, 


said divorces are increasing because 
"women are doubly burdened by occupa- 
tion and household and husbands often 
show little understanding for the result- 
ing physical and mental stress."

Ruminations while peeking over newly- 


planted vegetable gardens: 


Let milk cartons water your plants. 


•Punch a small hole on each of the four 
sides of a one-gallon milk carton, close to 
•the bottom. Bury the container between 
•the peppers or tomatoes (or whatever) 
'with just the neck protruding. 
' Fill the jug with a garden hose twice a 
week and provide the root systems with 
plenty of water. This method is more ex- 
pedient than attempting to soak the 
ground for long periods in order to reach 
the roots. 


Plant rows north and south to get best 


benefit of sun and help prevent shading 
of smaller plants by larger ones. 


Leave plenty of room for tomatoes, as 


well as pumpkins, squash, cucumbers, 
melons and other vine crops. 


YOU'LL GET higher quality garden 


vegetables if you don't let weeds com- 
pete for moisture, nutrients, water and 
light. Severe competition from weeds 
may result in low quality vegetables. 
Growth stress causes fiber to develop in 
such vegetables as lettuce, beans, chard 
and spinach — all grown for their imma- 
ture plant parts. 


Mulching or smothering weeds is the 


best control method. Mulching prevents 
light from reaching the weed seedlings 
and ultimately results in the death of 
weeds. A cheap mulch is wet newspapers 
or paper rolls held down with grass clip- 
pings. 


An additional point in favor of mulch- 


ing Ls that weed control lasts longer than 


when weeds are removed by cultivation. 
Mulching also conserves moisture, stabi- 
lizes soil temperatures, and keeps clean 
the above-ground edible plant parts, thus 
preventing disease. 


IF YOU SPADE or plow your garden 


when the soil is wet, you may have prob- 
lems all season long. Soil that is too wet 
when you work it will become cloddy and 
that can mean limited root development 
in your garden crops. If the soil breaks 
and crumbles easily when you form a 
soil ball in your hands, the soil is dry 
enough. If it sticks to the hoe, rake or 
shovel, it's too wet to work.

Middle Aged Couples In A Rut 


...But Comfortable 


Experts once warned that the middle 


years were a time of rising marital and 
family crisis — of divorces, ulcers, alco- 
holism and the "empty nest" blues. But 
a new study of middle class couples in 
their 40s and 60s reveals they are in what 
one wife describes as "a very comfort- 
able rut" and generally happy with their 
lot. 


Prof. Marjorie F. Lowenthal, director 


of the adult development program of the 
Langley Porter Neuropsychiatric * In- 
stitute, University of California's Medical 
Center, said preliminary findings in- 
dicate "little evidence for the existence 
of a mid-life crisis," 


There were a few exceptions — those 


faced with the problem of serious illness, 
for example — but David Chiriboga, re- 
search psychologist on the study, report- 
ed that 70 to 80 per cent of those ques- 
tioned were " 'pretty happy' to 'very 
happy' with then- lives." He described 
the couples in the study as typical 
middle, class, "stable and with relatively 
conservative attitudes about life. They 
are sort of average, no extremes are rep- 
resented." 


ALL OF THE 50 couples selected for 


the study had their youngest child in se- 
nior year of high school when the study 
began. The ages of the women average 
out to 48; that of the men, 51. The study 
covers their problems, frustrations, ex- 
pectations and ah evaluation of their 
lives. 


One finding is of particular interest to 


all married men whose home life is rela- 
tively free of marital spats and argu- 
ments. Many wives volunteered the rec- 
ipe for marital bliss: they placate their 
husbands and avoid touchy subjects. 
When couples do argue, the most 
frequent area of disagreement is the dis- 
cipline of their offspring. 
' If any issue is clouded, it is marital 
sex. At a ratio of 3-1, the men said their 
sex life is about the same or better. But 
that's not what their wives say. Mostly, 
their evaluation of their sex life was ei- 
ther negative or their responses were 
ambiguous. 


In evaluating all aspects of their past, 


present and future lives, the men, on the 
whole, tended to be more optimistic than 
their spouses. But psychiatrists say that 


men tend to handle their problems by 
"denying" their existence. They pay for 
this denial with higher rates for suicides, 
ulcers, heart attacks, alcoholism and 
mental illness. 


WHILE THERE WAS little evidence of 


crises in the middle years, there were 
problems and'difficulties. The men large- 
ly cited occupational and financial prob- 
lems; the women, difficulties with chil- 
dren. Women, more so than men, talked 
about personal shortcomings such as de- 
cline in health or energy, indecisiveness 
or inefficiency. 
,

When asked what achievements gave 


them satisfaction, men said they were 
proud of their marriage, their children 
and their family. Only five men stressed 
occupational attainments. Women de- 


rived satisfaction from family, children 
and friends but they weren't necessarily 
proud of their marriages. 


By and large, most of the subjects look 


back to their 20s and 30s as the best 
years of their lives. The prospect of the 
"empty nest" seems to pose no'threats 
for the women. Many women look for- 
ward to a happy marriage for then: chil- 
dren and freedom to travel in the years 
ahead. 


One woman summed up her attitude 


this way: "I live in a very comfortable 
rut and I really don't want to get out of 
it." 


According to David Chiriboga this 


woman had "no great ups and downs in 
her life, no great expectations. But she 
was happy." 
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Dear Dorothy: I was flipping through a

{ . w h i c h can almost be pinpointed 
from the years 1880-1914) that the best, 
most artistic, fiery and heavy cut glass 
Was made, and which is valuable today. 
ft was known as the Brilliant Period. 
Gutters were genuine artists and were 
hired and sought from company to com- 
pany for their skill. 
- What many people call cut glass is a 
fesser imitation, in which the pattern is 
pressed into the molten glass, to be fin- 
ished by hand, a much cheaper process. 
Some are etched with acid, or a com- 
bination of cutting, pressing and etching. 
Good cut glass was never cheap, but the 
imitations were sold in hardware and 
"dime" stores for very little. 


Brilliance in good cut glass is caused 


by the content of the lead, as well as the 


final hand polishing, with pumice or a 
wood wheel to give sparkle. Its many 
faceted surfaces break up the light like 
the facets on a diamond. Any good old 
cut glass contains 35 per cent to 45 per 
cent lead. Therefore, it is very heavy, 
and a pressed piece or a newer reproduc- 
tion will not be so heavy. Some larger 
fine Brilliant Period pieces are as much 
as a half inch thick on the uncut sur- 
faces. It was very susceptible to nicks 
and flakes, and even changes in tem- 
perature would cause it to crack. 


Prices are determined by whether a 


piece is "signed" (bears the maker's 
trademark, which was made by pressing 
a rubber stamp down on a pad saturated 
with a special acid formula, then trans- 
ferred to the glass, where it left a semi- 
permanent grayish mark.) A signed 
piece may bring double an unsigned one 
since it can be positively identified with 
the period. Pattern is important, too. Or- 
dinary designs such as pinwheel, hobstar 
and pineapple are not so desirable as 
strawberry, geometries and the famous 
"Russian cut" which looks like Daisy 
and Button. A piece with a flat cosmos- 
like flower acid-etched, even though it 
may have some cutting, is common. 


As 
with any collectible, 
educated 


fingers and eyes are a requisite, and this 
can be accomplished by visiting shops, 
shows and collections. The Corning Glass 
Museum at Corning, N. Y., or the Toledo 
Museum of Glass, Toledo, Ohio, are two 
places to put on your itinerary if your 
summer vacation includes those areas.

Student government — where does it 


stand In the eyes of the approximately 
l.l.m students attending the six Dist. 214 
high schools? 


Elections for Student Council and class 


officers In the past few weeks have 
brought this question to the attention of 
both students and teachers in the dis- 
trict, sometimes with discouraging re- 
sults. 


Student Council in high school original- 


ly was intended to be a link between the 
students and the administration. The stu- 
dents on Council supposedly represent 
the school as a whole.

THE ONLY way a group can be organ- 


ized to set specific goals and effectively 
meet some of them, as Student Council is 
meant to, is to have full support of the 
student body. Prospect High School is a 
good example of a "school in trouble"

Everyone at one time or another has 


seen a cheerleader cheering in action. 
This Is part of a cheerleader's life, but 
behind the lettered-sweaters and smiles 
is where the true emotions of a cheer- 
leader really are. 


I was a cheerleader for four years so 


perhaps I can share some of these emo- 
tions and experiences with you. 


When a girl becomes a cheerleader, it 


does become part of her life. She feels as 
if she belongs and soon she will even feel 
part of the teams she cheers for. She 
develops a special pride in the teams and 
her school. To her, victory and a good 
game mean as much as they do to the 
team, and it isn't unusual to see a 
cheerleader in tears after a hard loss. 


Cheerleading requires much hard prac- 


tice for planning pep assemblies and or- 
ganizing cheers. But many pep assem- 


blies have failed, largely because of at- 
titudes 
of the 
students. 
Sometimes 


cheerleaders work to create and develop 
new ideas but they don't go over at all 
with students, even after the old cheers 
have been complained about. 


THERE ARE OTHER frustrating mo- 


ments for a cheerleader. It's not unusual 
to be labeled "jocks," superficials, or 
phonies. It's kind of a rotten feeling to 
put your whole self into something and 
receive such negative responses. 


Probably the most exciting part of 


being a cheerleader is meeting people. 
There are so many places to go to make 
new friends and find different ideas, such 
as camps, away games, and clinics. 


Sure, it is an ego-trip to be out in front 


of hundreds of people, but a cheerlea- 
der's real pride is knowing that her hard 
efforts are worthwhile. It's a good feeling 
to. feel part of victory or even the sad- 
ness of a loss. 


The Christianity Seminar was held all 


day in the theater and tried to stress 
Christian principles. The Zericho Sing- 
ers, a rock-folk group from Trinity Col- 
lege in Deerfield, conducted the seminar. 


The Russian Culture Club, sponsored 


by Walter Bachir and Sheldon Hutchison, 
prepared 30 to 40 complete Russian din- 
ners, ranging from caviar to Russian 
cookies, for a Russian type of smorgas- 
borg. Russian music added to the atmos- 
phere which attracted more than the ex- 
pected number of students. 


The science department set up a model 


laser which showed the effects of a real 
laser. 


THE OUT-OF-SCHOOL activities con- 


sisted of field trips and the trans- 
portation. Students were not allowed to 
go on a field trip without a teacher or 
parent. Either a bus or car could be driv- 
en, but not by students. 


The field trips proved to be very suc- 


cessful. Students were eager to partici- 
pate, according to Scott. He added that 
the field trips were decided as to how 
beneficial and educational they were to 
students. 


The field trips to Brookfield Zoo, Pad- 


dock Publications, Indiana sand Dunes, 
and Museum of Science and Industry 
were some of the successful activities. 


Scott felt that the committees worked 


very hard to make this day a success. He 
was pleased that about two thirds of the 
student body participated and gained 
some knowledge from activities other 
than textbooks and classrooms. 


He added his disappointment to the 


other one third who didn't participate 
with any activities. He concluded that 
they could have benefited from the wide 
range of opportunity, but didn't show any 
desire. 


Burton L. Showers, advisor to Forest 


View's Representative Assembly, felt 
that the students did an excellent job of 
planning to make the day successful. He 
added, "It is disappointing that the com- 
munity has so many people who feel the 
only way one can get educated is from a 
textbook or formal academic class. "It is 
very apparent we needed the cooperation 
from everybody to make this day a suc- 
cess." 


due to lack of student body support. 


Many Prospect students feel Student 


Council is irrelevant and useless to the 
school. 


At Prospect, voting for Student Council 


officers takes place during the four lunch 
periods. Only the students who are sin- 
cerely interested in student government 
vote because the voting is completely 
voluntary. 


This method of voting accentuates the 


fact that there is a definite lack of inter- 
est. The voter turnout at elections this 
year was very disheartening to not only 
the candidates, but also to the sponsors 
of the classes and council. 


An alternative to voluntary voting is to 


vote in homerooms. This method makes 
voting mandatory for all students. Forest 
View High School uses homeroom voting. 
According to "Viewer" editor Ron Nor- 
berg, Forest View students seem to take 
the student government elections serious- 
ly. 


However, homeroom voting leaves 


little room for student maturity and 
judgment. Many students feel that by the 
time they are old enough to be in high 
school, they should be old enough to de- 
cide whether they want to vote. Many 
also feel that forcing a high school stu- 
dent to vote in homeroom will not make 
that student take the election seriously. 
In fact, homeroom voting could be worse 
than voluntary voting if any students 
blindly pick candidates and vote for 
them. Under this system, a well qualified 
candidate could easily lose an election. 


INDIVIDUAL class boards also are ex- 


periencing lack of support and interest 
from the student body. 


The goals of class board are usually to 


plan and carry out activities for the class 
and for the whole school. 


Since participation in class board is 


voluntary in most of the schools, the at- 
tendance at the meetings fluctuates 
greatly. 


It obviously is not possible for all mem- 


bers of the class to participate in every 
class-sponsored activity, and it isn't ex- 
pected of them. However, the support of 
class sponsored activities should be 
much better than it is. 


At Prospect, an average of 20 juniors 


attend each junior class board meeting. 
About 15 of these students attend regu- 
larly. 


A common complaint from non-partici- 


pants is that the same people are always 
given the choice jobs in the class. This 
complaint may be well-founded, but the 
same people are given jobs each year 
because no one else seems to want to do 
any of the important jobs. 


THE ANSWER to the problem of stu- 


dent apathy toward student government 
is definitely not to force them to partici- 
pate. Uninterested students could just 
hamper the progress of the class or the 
Student Council. 


The active students must be the ones 


to appeal to the rest to keep student gov- 
ernment alive. The uninterested ones 
must be convinced that Student Council 
is interested in their feelings and wishes 
and that the administration is vitally 
concerned. They must also be shown that 
only through active participation can the 
vital function of student government be 
kept alive. 


In this age of communication gaps, a 


meaningful link between the students 
and the administration of any high school 
is extremely important. Unless students 
begin to show interest and lend their sup- 
port, student government may slowly 
die. - 


If The Books Don't Get You, Pool Fever Might

Pool fever, that strange disease where 


"once you get going you can't quit," has 
found its way into Harper College. 


The symptoms of the pool-fever victim 


are usually "hurting" wallets and "hurt- 
ing" grades. 


One student spends about 10 hours a 


week playing pool in Harper's game 


room. He admits that his grades may 
suffer from it. 


Although gambling isn't allowed, this 


student says he "comes out even" by let- 
ting the loser pay for the table. 


Another student, who admits he's 


"hooked" on pool, spends at least one 
hour a day at the tables. 


HE SAYS his grades don't suffer, ("I 


work it so it doesn't hurt my grades") 
but he says he knows at least six stu- 


dents who have "flunked out" because of 
the pool-table disease. 


Only a few of the coeds play pool regu- 


larly. One has played about 10 games. 
She says she'd like to see more coeds at 
the tables. 


Most of the men would like that, too. 


But one admits that "girls distract you 
when you're playing for money." 


To date, there have been two in-

EARLIER IN the year, professional 


Frank Oliva provided free lessons to stu- 
dents, twice a week for six weeks. 


The pool hall has 10 tables and pro- 


vides almost 100 cue sticks. Most of the 
players rate the equipment as good. 
Some say that there are a few slanted 
tables and warped sticks. 


Many of the steady players think the 


college competition is good. 


One coed won first place in the Mid- 


west tournament for women. A man 
placed fifth in the ment's tournament. 


The facility is open, from 9 a.m. to 9 


p.m., Mondays through Thursdays. The 
schedule is trimmed one hour on Fri- 
days. 


The charge is $1 an hour, which one 


student says' "is the best price around." 
There's a two-hour limit for a table. 


During the day — from 9 a.m. to 1 


p.m. — the pool hall is run by Mrs. Rose- 
mary Weik. She lives in Rolling Mead- 
ows. 


HER JOB is to keep everything in or- 


der. 


Mrs. Weik, who didn't know anything 


about pool when she started a year and a 
half ago, says she now can help a player 
who's having problems. But she doesn't 
know how to shoot pool herself. She as- 
cribes that to a lack of coordination. 


The pool hall is self-supporting. It 


makes between $75 and $90 a day. This 
cash goes into the student activity fund 
to maintain the pool halls. This summer 
the tables will be recovered at a cost of 
$75 each. 


Besides Mrs. Weik, employees of the 


pool hall are students, earning $2.25 an 
hour. 


They check out pool tables and cues, 


chess and checker sets, playing cards 
and take student identification pictures.

Royko Sounds 
Off

The newspaper today is still the foun- 


dation of American journalism, accord- 
ing to columnist Mike Royko of the Chi- 
cago Daily News. 


Royko explained his views in a speak- 


er-phone telephone interview with a Har- 
per College journalism class. 


"Straight reporting with a minimum of 


commentary tells it best, he said. "In 
straight reporting, which I think is the 
best kind of journalism there is, you sim- 
ply get both sides, present them as clear- 
ly as possible, and assume the reader is 
smart enough to make up his mind. 


Royko said he likes all phases of news- 


paper work. He doesn't limit himself to 
any one field. A column gives him the 
freedom to "touch on a lot of things" he 
enjoys writing about. 


"There are some departments meant 


to entertain, others are meant to inform, 
others are meant to give opinions. Edito- 
rials are supposed to give opinions. All in 
all 1 try to do all that. I try to give an 
educated opinion," Royko said. 


. ROYKO HAS BEEN reporting for 16 


years. He worked on some small commu- 
nity papers before he worked with the 
City News Bureau. 


During these 16 years, he said he 


has seen few television anchormen on the 
scene. 


"I have never understood what makes 


these guys valuable," he said. "They are 
not reporters, they just read the news 
and they have their jobs, because they 
have pleasant faces that old ladies like." 


Royko added he doesn't know any 


newspaper editor or reporter who starts 
the day looking at the television. 


"Every television and radio station 


starts off by reading the newspapers to 
find out what is going on. They base 
their news judgment on the news- 
papers," he said. 


On television the reporters cover ac- 


tion stories, something they can get on 
film. Many important stories don't move, 
according to Royko. 


"They don't jump and they don't 


move," he said. 


ROYKO WENT on to say that there 


are a few good news reporters at the sta- 
tions who can get out and do a respon- 
sible job on a story. 


"Some of them — if they get in line — 


may even get a job on a newspaper," he 
said. 


Royko spends more time away from 


his job with politicians than with any oth- 
er kind of people. He likes their company 
and finds them to be interesting. 


"I prefer them for sheer amusement, 


than to be around reformers. I can enjoy 
the company of a politician a lot longer 
than a reformer," he said. 


He likes the traditional politician that 


makes up his mind and gets things done. 


.Royko doesn't see this in Chicago May- 


or Daley's administration and minces no 
words raying so. 


"HE CAME OFF to me as somewhat 


of a pious hypocrite, with a great deal of 
lust for power and a man who had op- 
portunities over the 16 years he has been 
mayor to do a great deal of many mar- 
velous things, because he has the pow- 
er," he said. 


Royko said Daley has not coped with 


the greatest issues of Chicago and has 
not come up with any solutions to the 
problems. 


"I can't judge him as a great mayor. 


He has done very little with the power 
and in the long run I think his adminis- 
tration will be found to have hurt Chi- 
cago more than it benefited," he said. 


Royko added he thinks Richard Fried- 


man would have been a good replace- 
ment for Daley, but he doesn't have a 
great deal of confidence in a public offi- 
cial until he sees what they can do. 


HE WOULD LIKE to see somebody as 


mayor who isn't part of the machine. 


"Because as long as you have a man 


whose primary loyalty is to this political 
machine within the city, the decisions 
made in the city are going to be made 
for the benefit of this political machine 
and not for the city," Royko said. 


Where would Royko like to work if he 


had the opportunity? 


"I would like to work on the Tahiti 


Blade. I'd like to cover politics there one 
day a week," he said.

special plant protectants and fertilizers 
alt formulated for use on vegetables.

Vegetable garden pests can be 
stopped before they take hold by careful 
application of new and safe garden care 
products.

BROCCOLI 


Broccoli is a delicious vegetable that's 


gaining in popularity from home gar- 
dens. It grows easily and can be har- 
vested for many weeks. 


To grow broccoli you need to allow for 


good spacing. Broccoli forms a head of 


closely massed flowers which are cut 
just as they reach the bud stage. 


For an early crop you should plant 


seeds in flats or in a hotbed in early 
Spring. Then set out the young plants in 
rows about two feet apart. The plants 
need lots of sun, frequent watering, and 
a good fertile soil. You will have to 
watch for chewing insects, but can ward 
them off with an all-purpose pesticide 
produced for use on vegetables. 


CHARD 


Chard is one of the simlpest of all 


vegetables to grow. Many gardeners, 
however, don't plant chard because they 
feel it isn't too tasty. The fact is that 
fresh-picked chard, properly cooked and 
seasoned is a delectable vegetable. 


Grow chard right from seed, following 


directions for planting provided on the 
packet. Plant as soon as the soil is work- 
able in rows about 30 inches apart. Thin 
the seedlings when they are about five 
or so inches high to one foot-spacing. 


Spray the plants as soon as they are 


well-established. Obey the instructions on 
the pesticide package exactly and allow 
for the proper interval between the last 
spraying and harvesting.

Zucchini is another easy-to-grow vege- 


table. It's becoming a favorite because it 
is a good producer and can be picked 
and eaten small, medium or large. Start 
zucchini early with successive plantings 
about every two or three weeks. 


For an extra growth boost, use a wa- 


ter-soluble, plant food like Ortho-Gro, as 
the plants begin to take strength. Water 
regularly and deeply, soaking soil at 
least two feet down.

coleus is most frequently found in gar- 
dens. 


Native to Africa and the East Indies, 


coleus is treated as a tender annual in 
most of the United States and Canada. 


Seeds may be sown indoors or in a 


coldframe. They are so tiny it is best to 
merely press them to a very fine soil. 


Move seedlings to small pots when 


handleable, then from pots to garden af- 
ter frost is gone. 


Or, seeds may be sown in the garden 


after frost danger is past. 


Coleus has 2 requirements which must 


be met — good soil and plenty of mois- 
ture. 


Thus the place where the plants are to 


grow must be prepared before they are 
set out. Mix granulated peat moss or 
some other form of organic matter with 
the existing soil to a depth of 6 inches

Pep Up Summer 
Gardens With Asters 


Just when the garden needs pepping 


up, in mid-to late summer, the asters 
start to bloom and give it just the touch 
of fresh, different color that it needs. 
That's the best reason for planting seeds. 


Plant them thinly, where you want the 


flowers to bloom. If you are careful then, 
you won't have to transplant crowded 
seedlings later. 


While asters respond to good soil and 


fertilizer, they will succeed in almost any 
soil if only the situation is in full sun. 


Since there are several different flower 


types in asters, you should choose care- 
fully when buying seeds to get your fa- 
vorite. For Instance, Crego asters are 
probably most popular. These are often 
called ostrich feathers because of their 
shaggy flowers — 4 to 5 inches across 
with curled and twisted ribbon-like pet- 
als. 


Check Roots 


Always check the condition of the 


package holding "packaged" plants. The 
wrapping should be intact and not torn. 
A tear in the package could mean dry 
roots Inside, 


Usually sold in mixture, they're also 


available in separate colors of crimson, 
royal blue, shell pink and white. The 
2-foot-high plants are wilt resistant — a 
most important point to note in the de- 
scription of any aster you buy. 


Aster wilt, a disease, is best avoided 


by purchasing only varieties resistant to 
it. 


Powderpuff asters are entirely differ- 


ent in flower form from Cregos. The cen- 
ter of each flower is crested with quilled 
petals and around these are several rows 
of the more usual broad petals. The 3 
inch wide blooms are borne so gener- 
ously on the upright, compact plants that 
an entire plant can be pulled and used as 
a bouquet! 


Pompon asters also have quilled petals 


and often only one or 2 rows of short, 
broad outer petals. These grow only 15 
inches high and, like the Powderpuffs, a 
plant makes a bouquet. 


There are also Early Bird asters, Per- 


fection asters, little asters only 8 inches 
high called Color Carpet, and a host of 
others Won't you have fun choosing the 
kind or kinds to brighten your midsum- 
mer garden!

From July until late fall the "golden 


flower" or chrysanthemum flourishes. 
For over 2,000 years the flower has been 
a symbol of royalty. At the same time it 
is one of the easiest garden plants to 
grow. 


Now is the ideal time to divide well 


established plants. Lift the large cluster 
of roots out of the soil. You may need to 
wash some of the soil from the roots so 
that you can easily see the new, smaller 
plants, each with its own thread-like 
roots surrounding the old plant. 


Separate the plants carefully, then 


plant the small ones or rosettes in a new 
bed. It is also a good time to take cut- 
tings from established plants. 


When the shoots from the base of the 


established plants are three to five 
inches high, cut off the top two to three 
inches of the shoots. Apply hormone pow- 
der to the bottom half inch of the cut- 
tings to stimulate root growth. 


Insert cuttings in clean sand or sterile 


rooting material such as vermiculite or 
perlite. Water immediately and keep wa- 
tering cuttings often. 


Roots should have formed after about 


two weeks. Pull a few cuttings and ex- 
amine the roots. When they are well de- 
veloped, dig up and plant in a permanent 
bed. 


Chrysanthemums are classified by 


their shape and the arrangement of the 
petals. The single chrysanthemum is 
characterized by its height and small 
daisylike flowers. 


The pompon variety is favored for its 


small, globular flowers. The Cushion is 
the gardener's delight, a shorter plant 
which often fl6wers through the summer, 
providing small "azalea" like blooms. 


Other varieties of chrysanthemums are 


the Anemone, with flowers similar to the 
single mum; the Decorative and the Spi- 
der, distinguished by its long petals with 
hooked ends.

Requires Investment Treatment

For most suburbanites summer furni- 


ture is a long-term investment. There- 
fore, it is essential that furniture mate- 
rials be both durable and repairable. One 
of the most popular types nf outdoor fur- 
niture today is constructed of redwood, a 
material that requires annual care. 


Bob Troester of the Garden House of 


Casual Furniture in Palatine suggests 
even twice a season staining to insure 
preservation of the wood. 


"One important factor," points out 


Troester, "is the difference between red- 
wood stain and a redwood paint or sea- 
ler. The stain is absorbed into the wood, 
preserving it while also renewing its col- 
oring. Redwood is notorious for splinter- 
ing and cracking, thus staining does help 
further preserve these spots from future 
deterioration." 


Redwood paint or sealer, while not hid- 


ing the grain of the wood, does seal the 
wood, making it waterproof and resistant 
to future staining. Before either staining 
or painting all rough spots and splinter- 
ings should be sanded. Painted wood that 
shows wear or blistering should be sand- 
ed and primed before the piece is re- 
painted. 


Natural cedar, according to Troester, 


is also gaining in popularity with local 
residents. Many unfinished casual pieces 
are available and these again may be 
finished in colors. Troester recommends 
staining, followed by an application of 
varnish or if preferred, paint. 


Metal furniture also requires some 


care annually. Each piece will at least 
need dusting, Most will need washing. 
Detergent and water will work well for 
plastic and painted metal. Scrub with a 
stiff brush. Aluminum may need more 
than this, if badly pitted. In such case, 
rub with fine steel wool. 


Any metal furniture that shows signs 


of rust should be cleaned thoroughly with 
a wire brush and then steel wool. While 
you are cleaning is the time to check the

The fine fescues so commonplace in 


lawnseed blends are still unfamiliar to 
many people. They are closely related to 
the Kentucky bluegrasses, and have 
much the same growth habits. Of course, 
that is why the two grasses are so com- 
patible in seed blends. Both have essen- 
tially the same seasonal cycle, and are 
mowed alike (moderately tall, an inch or 
higher). 


condition of the furniture for loose joints. 
Here it's a simple matter to tighten nuts 
and bolts as you go along. 


If screws or bolts are rusted or if the 


threads are stripped, then replace with 
new ones. Use corrosion-resistant faste- 
ners — plated steel for steel furniture, 
aluminum for aluminum furniture. A 
drop of oil will ease tightened folding 
joints and pivoting parts. 


With the furniture clean, it will be easy 


to see what else needs doing. Rusty spots 
on metal furniture should be rubbed 
down until the bare metal is shiny. Then 
prime with a rust-inhibiting paint before 
repainting. Spray paint makes this task 
easier and most colors can be matched. 


If new metal furniture is in order, Bob 


T r o e s t e r reminds that construction 
should be of prime consideration. The 
quality of wrought iron furnishings can 
best be recognized from the number of 
bracings that strengthen the piece. The 
metal that will require the least amount 
of attention is aluminum — either plain 
metallic or painted. Challenging alumi- 
num are the colorful tubular steel styles 
with plastic replaceable strings. For the 
family that will use their casual furni- 
ture indoors through the winter, many 
molded plastic ensembles are now avail- 
able, unproved for longer durability and 
multi-season use.

time is the new mixture of chrysanthe- 
mums named Autumn Glory, the first 
mums to grow from seeds, yet remain 
dwarf. 


Ideally seeds should have been sown 


indoors for an early start. However, 
seeds also may be sown directly in the 
ground. Late sewing will only mean flow- 
ers next year instead of this — so your 
efforts are not entirely wasted. 


Autumn Glory stands 6 to 8 inches with 


a spread from 18 to 24 inches and never 
requires pinching since they are self- 
branching. The variety offers double and 
semi-double blooms in all the usual chry- 
santhemum colors. 


Chrysanthemums 
are 
"short day 


plants," meaning that they flower best 
during the reduced daylight hours of fall. 
Covering the plants in the late afternoon 
will stimulate them to flower earlier in 
the season, if it is necessary for flower 
show or contest purposes. 


To keep plants from becoming too tall 


and rangy, pinching the growing tips is 
recommended. After you pinch off the 
light-green growing tips, new branches 
will develop along the stem. 


Pinching may be done about every two 


weeks until June 10 for early varieties, 
June 20 for mid-season varieties and July 
1 for late varieties. Flowers will not form 
if you continue to pinch too late into the 
summer. 


Chrysanthemums in the home garden 


cannot be expected to produce the large 
full blooms that" are produced in green- 
houses. But with special care some very 
fines specimens can be cultivated, par- 
ticularly the large-flowered varieties. 


Concentrate the growth in a few flow- 


ers by pinching out the growing tip. 
When new shoots develop along the stem, 
break off all but two or three. When flow- 
erbuds show, remove all except those on 
the top three inches of the branch. 


When the crown bud is well developed, 


pinch off all other buds on the branch. 
Carefully do this by bending the stem of 
the bud downward and sideward with 
your thumb. 


Should the crown bud appear un- 


healthy or in some way unformed, pinch 
it off and leave the second flowerbud 
from the tip. Continue to remove the side 
branches until flowering time. 


Although chrysanthemums are hardy 


in about any type of soil many diseases 
such as mildew, rust and leaf spot do 
attack them. They are rarely killed by 
these common garden diseases but the 
leaves and buds are frequently dis- 
figured. 


One of the most common diseases is 


mildew which causes grayish-white pow- 
dery patches on the leaves. Control this 
by dusting the plant weekly with a finely 


ground sulfur until buds begin to show 
color.'Rust may be treated in the same 
manner. 


There are a few diseases that cannot, 


be controlled. These include chryantbe- 
mum stunt, aster yellows and leaf nema- 
tode. The best way to identify these dis- 
eases is through the continuous dis- 
figurement of the flowers and stunted 
plants. The safest way to handle these 
diseases is to pun up the diseased plant 
and destroy it. 


In this area of the United States Sep- 


tember through October is the best time 
to see these plants at then- best. In Japan 
the Festival of the Chrysanthemums is 
an annual October event.

State Golf, Tennis, Track Meets 
Begin Today; Strong Area Entries 


by HERALD SPOBTS STAFF 


It's THE weekend in Illinois schoolboy 


sports' 


State championships will be deter- 


mined in golf, tennis, and track today 
and tomorrow as talented high school 


THE STARTER'S GUN cracked and 


the runners drove from the starting 
blocks, a perfect start. 


It 
was 
a 
sunny 
afternoon in 


Champaign, and the gun signaled the 
start of the 120 yard high hurdles at the 
1959 Illinois state track and field finals. 


Six youngsters flashed over the hur- 


dles, some gliding effortlessly, some 
straining, a few hurdles falling. They 
were bunched over the first two hurdles, 
and then they spread out. 


It was over quickly, and pre-meet fa- 


vorite Larry Howard of Proviso East hit 
the tape in 14,9, No surprise there. 


The next spot was filled by Ken Gor- 


don of Palatine, and that's where this 
story begins. Palatine was on the score- 
board. They haven't been off the board 
since. Palatine High School trackmen 
have scored In 12 consecutive state 
meets, an incredible record in any sport. 


Just think about that mark. For 12 


straight years a Palatine High athlete 
has scored in the state track meet. Even 
powerful Evanston can't make that state- 
ment. 


I checked the records, and Evanston 


has scored in 11 straight meets. Ironical- 
ly, they were shut out in 1959, the year 
Palatine's streak began. 


And when you talk about Evanston, 


you talk about 5.000 students. Palatine 
has 1,600 and, like most area schools, has 
been hit by splits. 


It was tense last spring for the Pirates 


until Guy Zajonc cleared 14 feet on his 
third and final try in the pole vault to 
finish fifth and give the Pirates their one 
point. Remember, a sixth place doesn't 
score. 


"There was tremendous pressure on 


Guy after those two misses, but he cer- 
tainly came through," Pirate coach Joe 
Johnson said after the 1970 finals. 


"We take a lot of pride in our streak 


that was started when Dick Welty was 
coach." 


It's going to be tense again today and 


tomorrow in Champaign. Palatine has 
some qualifiers but may not have the in- 
dividual strength to score. That's been 
said before so don't bet against their 
scoring. 


The top hopes appear to be Fred Miller 


in the 880, Brian Barnett in the mile run, 
and Jim Brandt in the high jump, but 
Johnson would be the first to admit that 
because the boys are all juniors, they 
may be a year away from counting in 
the pressure of a state meet. 


Miller has a 1:35.0 in the district 880 


yard run and while this admittedly was 
only the fourth best time at Prospect 
that evening, it was also the fifth best 
time recorded in any Illinois district. 
Fred finished behind Fremd's spectacu- 
lar Bill Jarocki and Mike Pitchell and 
Maine South's Kelly Murphy, and that 
trio posted the top three district times in 
the state. 


Barnett was third in the district mile 


but fourth among all state times with 
4:17.2. That shows what he can do, but 
he and Miller win be pushed into a quali- 
fying session today just to reach Satur- 
day's finals. It won't be an easy road. 


The preliminaries of the 880 yard run 


and mile run will be held this afternoon 
with 12 qualifiers in each event to run in 
Saturday's championship at 1:20 p.m. 


In the high Jump Palatine's Brandt has 


cleared 6-4 but so have about 20 other 
youngsters in the Illinois ranks. It's not 
likely a 6-4 will place, but Brandt has 
been a steady winner this spring, he 
knows what it feels like in those pressure 
situations, and he could be saving up 
that best jump for the biggest meet of 
the year. 


Although Palatine's chances right now 


for scoring in the state for a 13th straight 
year don't look that bright, they didn't 
look that bright last May either when 
Guy Zajonc carried his pole down on a 
third and final try at 14 feet in the vault. 


Zajonc cleared 14 feet, Palatine scored 


its point, and one of the most amazing 
records in Illinois' sports was still intact. 
• • • 


TRACK AND FIELD has come a long 


way. 


While I was examining that 1959 state 


meet, when Palatine launched its scoring 
string, I was amazed at some of the win- 
ning performances in the Illinois finals. 


These kids just keep getting better and 


better.

NEW YORK (UPI) -Babe Ruth. 
The name has something of a natural 


lyrical quality about it and for more than 
(our decades now it has come to sym- 
bolize baseball's Mount Olympus In the 
minds of millions: 


Anybody who ever had the pleasure of 


seeing this rather paunchy, pigeon-toed, 
perspiring man belt any one of his 714 
home runs and then run it out with those 
short, mincing, nearly chorus girl-like 
steps of his, couldn't ever possibly forget 
the sight. 


Even those who never had the opportu- 


nity to see him In person have carried 
away their own Impression of him. 


Hank Aaron happens to be one of these 


people. 


"1 never saw him play, I was too 


young, but I've seen pictures of him," 
saya Atlanta's 37-year-old superstar. 


Hank Aaron suddenly finds himself as- 


sociated with Babe Ruth, the same way 
Roger Maria did hi 1961, because his G06 
lifetime homers so far give him a good 
crack at the Babe's all-time 714. Willie 
Mays, with 636, also has a shot but he's 
40. three years older than Aaron, and 
time is such a factor here that Willie 
himself concedes Hank has the much bet- 
ter chance. 


The pressures on Roger Marls from all 


sides became so great 10 years ago when 
he was shooting at Ruth's record of 60 
homers In a single season that Maris 
suddenly discovered patches of his hah: 
falling out. The general ordeal was so 
great that Maris will still tell you today 
he'd never want to go through it again. 


Hank Aaron Is built differently. 
Nothing bothers him. Not even the 


prospect of some day erasing the one 
record many felt would stand for all 
time. 


Hank Aaron doesn't fake Ms feelings. 


They are real. He doesn't go around 
thinking Babe Ruth, Babe Ruth, Babe 
Rath every minute of the day and that 
was perfectly obvious when • guy came' 
over to Mm before a game with the Mets 
and began talking to Mm about Ruth's 
record. 


Later in the conversation Aaron was 


asked what his home run total stood at. 


"Fourteen," said the Braves' slugger. 
Typically, he had offered Ms total to 


far this season. When he discovered the 
subject under discussion was his lifetime 
total instead, he said: 


"Oh That! It's 605 or 606, I'm not 


sure." 


Aaron doesn't beat around the bush 


about Ruth's record. 


"I feel my chances are very good," he 


says. "But you take yesterday's game 
for example, (he had been walked twice 
intentionally), the closer you get, the 
more they're gonna pitch around you. If 
I get to the point where I need 10, they'll 
probably be the hardest 10 of my life. It's 
gonna all hinge on who hits behind me 
and in front of me. If Cepeda's still play- 
ing and Rico Carty comes back, that will 
help a lot." 


Aaron's prime concern now Is Ms right

Anthony Quinn Has a Winner!

This fall you will be seeing all kinds of movie stars on TV 


in their own series, and if the feature-length movie of 
Anthony Quinn's series The City is any indication as to the 
quality of his fall series, it may be one of the best. 


This fall, Quinn will star as Tom Alcala, the mayor of a 


medium-sized southwestern city. 


In many ways, the character of 


Alcala is one which Quinn has played 
before. He is earthy, very human, and 
often tough. 


But with this character transferred 


to an American city in a political 
setting, the acting of Quinn takes on a 
special luster that reminds me of a 
human quality one sees sometimes in 


v -^•-. 
':>a: 
movies and rarely on TV . 


In the pilot film of The City, Quinn 


solved a big problem of avoiding death by some people who 
want to kill him and solved a smaller problem involving some 
Indians and their parish priest. 


What appealed to me was that Tom Alcala stumbled along 


as well as he could, often making mistakes and often losing 
his cool, just as any person would who is not a superhuman. 


Many series have attempted to deal with political settings, 


and most of them have managed to last one season, as was 
the fate of The Senator last season and the excellent 
Siattery's People with Richard Crenna several seasons back. 


Perhaps one of the reasons imaginary politicians on TV 


have not fared very well is the general disgust people have for 
real politicians. 


If this theory is correct, I think it would be a shame for 


The City to fail in the ratings this fall because of the 
following factors: 


1 . Anthony Quinn is an extraordinary actor who breathes 


life into the character of Tom Alcala as I have seldom seen 
on the little screen. 


2. The City is filmed in New Mexico, and it is about time a 


TV series got out of New York or California and recognized 
that there is something out there. Even Mary Tyler Moore's 
Minneapolis location is phoney with a few brief shots of 
Minneapolis thrown in and the rest of the show filmed in 
Hollywood. The location shooting in The City is excellent 
and adds tremendously to the realism. 


3. The humanity and feeling conveyed in The City should 


be enough to overcome some people's misgivings about 
watching a series about a politician. 


If The City fullfills most of its promise this fall, ABC 


Television could have a real winner on its hands, and if it is as 
good as it promises to be, I hope viewers will see how it runs 
before they vote it down. 


* * * * * 
Somewhere along the way most television viewers have 


stumbled across Kup's Show, the number one talk show on 
Chicago television on Channel 5 Saturday evenings. 


Irv Kupcinet deserves the high ratings, because he usually 


does a pretty good job of interviewing and stepping back 
when the conversation is going well. 


He does, however, often step in where wiser men would 


hold back, especially in areas where he has little knowledge. 


Because of the diversity of his guests, Kup has to know 


too much about too many things, and he often commits gaffs 
in trying to dispute people who obviously know more about 
a particular topic than he does. 


Often, like Howard Miller, Kup will try to argue with a 


guest using his own opinions to dispute the guests* facts. One 
of the greatest signals that this is going to happen is the 
phrase, "But you'll have to admit, won't you, that..." 


Of course, the guest doesn't have to admit anything, and a 


leading question which is a counter-opinion rather than a real 
challenge to the guest often weakens interviews. 


One other real hang-up of Kup seems to be nudity and 


four-letter words. 


I doubt if there has been a Saturday that has gone by 


when Kup did not ask some show biz and even non-show biz 
guests what they thought about all of the nudity and 
four-letter words being used nowadays. 


One would suppose that after he has asked the same 


question one hundred times, he would have found the 
answer, or answers. 


Despite these shortcomings, Kup conducts one of the most 


lively and interesting talk shows in Chicago, and for those 
not engaged otherwise on a Saturday night at 10:30, it is 
usually a worthwhile effort.

Alternative 
Hospital 
Site Told 


An alternative hospital site to the one 


now being considered in Hoffman Es- 
tates was announced at Wednesday's 
plan commission meeting by Richard Re- 
gan, chairman. 


The site is on 35 acres at the north-east 


corner of Barrlngton and Bode Road on 
property zoned for multiple dwellings, 
which allows up to 40 per cent three bed- 
room development. 


Regan stressed the facility would de- 


velop as a not-for-profit health care cen- 
ter proposed by a group of doctors head- 
ed by Dr. Sanford Block. 


Dr. Block yesterday confirmed state- 


ments made by Regan, but was not free 
to discuss details of the project. 


The doctor's group has a letter of cred- 


it for $35 million from the Wisconsin 
State Bank of Milwaukee and is holding 
an option on the parcel, he added. Ken- 
roy Inc. now owns the land. 


BECAUSE THE site would be dedi- 


cated entirely for medicine oriented fa- 
cilities, Regan believes there's a possi- 
bility a para-professional medical train- 
ing center could be established there in 
conjunction with Harper Junior College. 


The school would train medical assist- 


ants capable of diagnosing minor dis- 
eases, setting fractures, and doing stitch- 
ing work, said Commissioner Carl Shoe- 
maker. 


The site is also advantageous because 


the hospital would develop on land where 
many school aged children would other- 
wise live if it were used for multiple de- 
velopment, added Commissioner Roger 
Bergstrom. 


The Block group's location comes in 


addition to a 25 acre site being consid- 
ered for a hospital by Robin Construction 
Co.', developers of Moon Lake Village. 


The Robin site is situated near the 


south east corner of Harrington and Hig- 
gins Road. 


A 20-ACRE hospital site is being con- 


sidered in Schaumburg along Schaum- 
burg Road west of Roselle Road. Action 
by village 
officials 
approving the 


Schaumburg location has been delayed 
until June 22. 


A joint meeting of Hoffman estates and. 


Schaumburg officials to work out con- 
flicts caused by the number of proposed 
locations has been requested by Schaum- 
burg Trustee Jack Larsen. 


Regan said Hoffman Estates people 


concerned with hospital development will 
be happy to meet with officials from 
Schaumburg. 


Both Larsen and Regan stressed the 


Importance of working with hospital offi- 
cials surrounding the Schaumburg Town- 
ship area and state hospital authorities.

Preserved As Historical Site 
Efforts 
To Save 


Cemetery Pay 
Off

A battle to preserve a cemetery over 


100 years old, in the midst of Hoffman 
Estates, is being won. 


Through an apparent error which oc- 


curred more than a century ago, the 
small family cemetery north of Higgins 
Road and just east of Harrington Road 
was recorded as county-owned land. 


The burial plot is located today be- 


tween two contemporary housing devel- 
opments. It was set aside as a resting 
place for the dead in the mid-1800's by 
Johann G. Greve who came to this coun- 
try following the failure of the German 
Revolution. 


The small fenced area contains head- 


stones which identify numerous Greve's, 
Meyer's, Volkening's, Wilkening's, Sun- 
derlage's and others who were among 
Schaumburg Township's first settlers. 


Family members said Greve immi- 


grated to Baltimore and later was one of 
the first settlers to work construction of 
the Illinois-Michigan Canal which later 
became part of the Chicago Canal sys- 
tem. 


In return for this labor, each man and 


his team of oxen earned $1.25 per day 
and helped to pay for their homesteads 
then selling for $1.25 per acre. 


GREVE, HIS WIFE, Sophia Charlotte, 


and other members of the family settled 
on land lying north of what is now known 
as Higgins Road. 


Equipped with their knowledge of 


farming coupled with skill in numerous 
other crafts, the Greve's, living in a log 
cabin, after years of difficult and tedious 
work, became prosperous for the times. 


Having decided to reserve a piece of 


land for a family cemetery, Greve went 
to John Fasse, an early German settler 
who was supervisor of Schaumburg 
Township. 


The error took place when Fasse, prob- 


ably through a misunderstanding, had 
the cemetery recorded as Cook County 
land. 


Members of the family were unaware 


of this until less than five years ago. 


It is also thought that Greve enacted a 


strong covenant which permits burial of 


only family members on the land, al- 
though, close neighbors and friends are 
also buried on the plot. 


"Ruhestale-Hier Ruhet in Gott" (liter- 


ally translated "Here lies resting in 
God") 
is the inscription on the grave 


marker 
of Christina 
Margretha A. 


Greve, Johann's mother who died in 1858 
at the age of 76. 


SHE IS BURIED next to her husband, 


Johann Wilhelm Greve, deceased in No- 
vember, 1851 at the age of 66. 


Separate markers indicate that Johann 


and Sophia buried a number of then- chil- 
dren, including a teenage sen, ten year 
old daughter, another son of only several 
months old and stillborn twins over the 
next several decades. 


Three children of parents identified 


only as A. and P. Sager were buried on 
the land between 1860 and 1863 as well as 
an A. J. Sager. 


' 
Family members believe that the Sa- 


ger's were close friends and neighbors of 
the Greve's. 


Johann Dietrich Meyer, and members 


of his family, young and old alike, and 
several 
Ottmann's, Sunderlage's and 


Dammerman's, friends who farmed the 
land now being developed as Hilldale Vil- 
lage are also buried in the plot. 


Mrs. Sarah Wilkening, a nearly 80-year 


old granddaughter of Johann Greve, said 
there is a five grave section at the north-

tioned the parking facilities in the plan 
and asked a 2 parking space per town- 
house unit ratio, diagonal parking, and 
one way access lanes. 


A spokesman for the development con- 


tended the 1.7 space per unit ratio is ade- 
quate. Members of the plan commission, 
developer's prepresentatives are to meet 
with the village's police chief to work 
out the problems. 


Guggemos, hoping to gain plan approv- 


al in the next few weeks said the first 
buildings could be ready in 90 to 120 days 
later and that the entire project is to be 
completed by early 1973.

Levitt and Sons, builders of Sheffield 


Towne and Strathmore developments in 
Sehaumburg, will decrease construction 
of three-bedroom apartments and town- 
houses at least three per cent annually 
over the next five year period.

remaining to be constructed. Several 
trustees questioned the effect of 25 per 
cent three bedroom should the remainder 
of the development fail to materialize. 


Mullins and other trustees were as- 


sured by Arthur Gingold, a Levitt vice- 
president, and Robert Craig, director of 
marketing for the firm, that the rest of 
the complex will materialize.

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Stavros Denies 
Charges About 
Zoning Case 


James Stems, former Wheeling Town- 


ship Democratic committeeman, has de- 
nied he used political influence to get the 
village of Wheeling to rezone property 
owned by his mother. 


A group of Buffalo Grove residents 


have filed suit against the village of 
Wheeling and Mrs. Helen Stavros, charg- 
ing political influence figured in a deci- 
sion to rezone Mrs. Stavros' property 
from single family residential to general 
business district. 


The charge refers to Stavros and to 


James L. McCnbe, attorney for Mrs'. 
Stavros and the current Wheeling Town- 
ship Democratic committeeman, accord- 
ing to Atty. Gene Igolka. He represents 
Buffalo Grove residents who own homes 
in Cambridge adjoining Mrs. Stavros' 
property in Wheeling. 


Stavros said he did not talk to village 


board or zoning board of appeals mem- 
bers about the case. "Why, I was in Flor- 
ida at the time they passed it," Stavros 
said. 


"I DON'T have to use my influence 


with the village board," Stavros said. 
"They're all intelligent men, more in- 
telligent than him (Igolka)." 


Stavros said he has no connection with 


the zoning case. "It's my mother's prop- 
erty. I've nothing to do with it. I'm a 
millionaire. I don't care." 


He also complained that since she won 


the zoning case, his mother has received 
insulting phone calls referring to the 
case. 


"Why 
don't they leave her alone," 


Stavros said. "She's 75, but she's tough 
enough herself. She doesn't need her sons 
to support her. We're going to court and 
we're going to win." 


McCabe, who represented Mrs. Stavros 


in the zoning case, could not be reached 
for comment. 


He had told the zoning board that Mrs. 


Stavros wanted the zoning change so a 
real estate office could be operated from 
her home on the property. Earlier, a 
document filed with the village said she 
wanted to build a small shoppping center 
on the property. The shopping center was 
the principal target of objections from 
Buffalo Grove residents. 


HOWEVER, STAVROS had a third ex- 


planation. He said he thinks his mother 
will spend the rest of her life in the 
house and that she has no plans to sell it. 


"But she's planted 5,000 tomato plants 


there," Stavros said. "She likes to sell 
tomatoes from her garage." 


In their suit, the Buffalo Grove resi- 


dents charged that "certann members of 
the village of Wheeling zoning board and 
village board are prejudiced 
either 


through political affiliation or past dis- 
putes with the plaintiffs." 


The suit asks that the Cook County zon- 


ing board, or a similar agency, make a 
final decision in the case. It also seeks 
an injunction to prevent construction on 
the property at 3115 N. Buffalo Grove 
Rd., Wheeling. 


The Wheeling village attorney is pre- 


paring a response to the suit.

Mosquito-Fighters Search Out Ponds

Through the long, dry spring, men with 


tanks of mineral oil strapped to their 
backs have been out fighting an unlikely 
enemy — the mosquito. 


While it's a bit early for most of us to 


be worrying about the pests, for the men 
of the Northwest Mosquito Abatement 
District, tiie job of fighting--mosquitoes 
reqires something just short of eternal 
vigilance. 


Donald Oemick, a district scientist, 


found his first mosquito of the year in a 
puddle of melted snow on St. Patrick's 
Day. And since earlier this month, dis- 
trict crews have been spraying sealed 
mineral oil on ponds and puddles that 
are the breeding grounds for mosquitoes. 


What Oemick found was a mosquito 


larva, an early stage in the development 
of the mosquito, but it is the larva, not 
full grown mosquitoes, that are the 
primary target of the mosquito abate- 
ment district. 


DISTRICT CREWS are most visible 


when they go into residential areas of the 
Northwest suburbs in the summer to 
spray airborne mosquitoes with in- 
secticides. However, most of their time 
is spent in out-of-the-way places, spray- 
ing mineral seal oil on mosquito breeding 
grounds. 


"The oil coats the water and the larva 


drowns in it, like a human would drown 
in water," according to Wilbur Mitchell, 
director of the mosquito abatement dis- 
trict. The oil does not harm other forms 
of life and it evaporates quickly after 
killing the mosquito larva, Mitchell said. 


In his office at 147 . W. Hintz Rd., 


Wheeling, Mitchell has a map of the dis- 
trict, which stretches from Hanover 
Park on the southwest to Park Ridge on 
the southeast to Wheeling on the north- 
east and Harrington on the northwest. 


The map is dotted with little colored 


areas, each a mosquito breeding ground. 
Beginning in April and continuing 
through the summer and into the fall, 
district work crews make the rounds of 
these areas. 


"THE DRIVERS GO to each spot once 


a week and check for larva," Mitchell

said. "If they find them, they spray the 
area/' 


The crews began making the rounds of 


the breeding grounds in April. Six crews 
are out now and in the summer the dis- 
trict, .which has only 10 year-round em- 
ployes, will have enlarged its staff to 40. 


While the spraying of breeding grounds 


continues to be the main job of the 
crews, some will spray airborne mos- 
quitoes later in the summer, while others 
are busy with the mosquito fish. 


The fish, according to Oemick, is the 


"only effective biological agent" in the 
fight against mosquitoes. Oemick, an 
entomologist or scientist who specializes 
in the study of insects, raises the fish in 
a large wading pool in the district head- 
quarters in Wheeling. This summer he 
plans to place 3,000 of them in ponds 
where mosquitoes breed. 


OEMICK IS reluctant to be tto critical 


of other methods of controlling mos- 
quitos, but he said he has seen no evi- 


dence that either purple martins, a bird 
that is supposed to feed on mosquitos, or 
only an aid," said Mitchell. 


The little fish gobbles up larvae which 


float on the water surface but it is not 
effective enough to do the job alone. "It's 
praying mantises are effective. 


"We have a mosquito trap in Palatine 


near where a woman has praying man- 
tises and the number of mosquitoes has 
actually increased," Oemick said. "But 
that may 'have been because we stopped

spraying there." 


Ten traps are spotted around the bor- 


ders of the district. They consist of a 
light bulb suspended over a metal cylin- 
der containing a fan. The bulb and fan 
goes on at night. Mosquitoes fly to the 
light and are sucked into the container. 


Oemick studies the insects to deter- 


mine what species are in the area and 
where the m9squitoes are concentrated. 


Since mosquitoes can carry diseases 


such as heartworm, which infects dogs, 
and malaria, Oemick thinks it is impor- 
tant to keep track of them. Although it is 
not a serious problem, Oemick points out 
that cases of malaria have been reported 
in Cook County. 


HE SPENDS MUCH of his time peer- 


ing at the insects under his microscope 
and raises some in his home. The scien- 
tist even shows a certain affection for 
the insects, even though he agrees that 
they are a nuisance. 


He is quick to ask visitors to look into 


his miscroscope at one species "a beau- 
tiful mosquito" that looks like it has tiny 
jewels on its body.

The Northwest Mosquito Abatement 


District will be prohibited from spraying 
Sehaumburg, but win be permitted to 
conduct other methods of control in- 
cluding larvacide. 


Terms of an ordinance, modeled on 


that recently adopted in Palatine, ban 
the mosquito spraying previously con- 
ducted at regular intervals and impose a 
maximum $500 fine for each offense.

May Postpone Jayne Case

Unexpected action by the Cook County 


Grand Jury could postpone a bond hear- 
ing this morning for the four defendants 
in the George Jayne murder case. 


Four men arrested last Saturday and 


charged with the Oct. 28. 1970, slaying 
are scheduled for a hearing before Crim- 
inal Court Judee Robert Sulski today. 


All four, including Jayne's 63-year old 


brother Silas, have been held at Cook 
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County Jail without bond since the arrest 
by combined units of state, county and 
local police. But attorneys for the de- 
fense said yesterday it would not "sur- 
prise" them if the prosecution announced 
indictments for murder had been re- 
turned by the county grand jury, or that 
the case is now under review by the jury, 
which would delay today's hearing. 


In addition to Silas, the owner of Jay- 


neville horse farm near Elgin, the de- 
fendants are Joseph LaPlaca, 48, of El- 
gin; Edwin Nefeld, 27, of Chicago 
Heights; and Julius Barnes, 37, of Chi- 
cago. 


ATTORNEYS FOR Jayne, LaPlaca 


and Nefeld expect grand jury action to 
Interfere with the bond hearing today. 
Barnes, the alleged triggerman, is still 
without legal representation, however. 


If the hearing does proceed, prosecutor 


Nicholas Motherway will rely heavily on 
testimony from the state's key witness, 
Melvin Adams, who has been linked to 
the murder conspiracy.

Adams owns the car seen at the mur- 


der scene on the night Jayne was shot at 
his 1918 Banbury Ln, home in Inverness. 
Authorities also found several thousand 
dollars in Adams possession upon ques- 
tioning. A finger print from one of those 
bills matches that of a defendant now in 
custody, police say. 


In addition, the .30 caliber rifle used to 


shoot Jayne was found hidden near 
Adams home in Posen, a south Chicago 
suburb.

Link Juveniles To Bombings 
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A series of minor bombings in Arling- 


ton Heights over the past 6 weeks was 
solved by Arlington Heights Police 
Wednesday night with the apprehension 
of three juveniles. 


The names of the juveniles, boys aged 


14 and 15, are being withheld because of 
then* age. 


Two other juveniles, including a 15- 


year-old girl, were said to have knowl- 
edge of the bombings, but were not be- 
lieved to have participated. They were 
also released. 


L. W. Calderwood, police chief, said no 


decision has been made yet regarding 
possible charges against the youths. 


Calderwood said the youths are be- 


lieved to be responsible for 13 explosions. 


Det. Rodney Kath, police juvenile offi- 


cer, said the boys started the series of 
explosions by making 1%-inch bombs in 
sections of conduit pipe. 


POLICE REQUESTED the source of 


the explosive powder not be made public 
because they feared disclosure might en- 
courage further experimentation. The 
pipe used reportedly was gathered by 
rummaging through refuse piled along 
village streets during Clean Up Week. 


Kath said the first bombs were set off 


between homes in the neighborhood and 
at Pioneer Park. 


The first incident reported to police oc- 


curred at the home of Richard Schenck, 
412 S. Patton Ave., April 14. 
v 


Schenck reported finding a 5-inch black 


powder bomb on the handle of his garage 
door that day. Police said the fuse to the 
bomb bad been lit, bat bad gone out be- 
fore reaching the powder. 


The most serious incident occurred 


May 15 at the home of Joseph CaWerone, 
320 N. Patton Ave. 


Police said a bomb placed on a win- 


dowsill at the rear of the home exploded, 
blowing pieces of glass, window sill and 
interior trim into the home. No one was 
injured in the blast. An air conditioner in 
the window was also said to be damaged. 
Calderone told police other explosions 
had occurred near his home May 7 and 
May 13 


POLICE SAID THE Calderone home 


was apparently picked by the youths be- 
cause of personal differences with Calde- 
rone's children. 


Also chosen as a prime target for the 


bombings was the home of Tom Wai- 
thouse, a coach and physical education 
instructor at Arlington High School 


Walthouse told police his home at 226 


S. Reuter Dr., was the scene of bombings 
May 17 and May 24. He said the latter 
incident caused the bark to be blown out 
of the crotch of a tree of his property. He 
said he found a 4-inch section of pipe fol- 
lowing the explosion. 


Police said they pieced together the 


story in interviews with the five youths.

Stavros Denies 
Charges About 
Zoning Case 


James Stavros, former Wheeling Town- 


ship Democratic committeeman, has de- 
nied he used political influence to get the 
village of Wheeling to rezone property 
owned by his mother. 


A group of Buffalo Grove residents 


have filed suit against the village of 
Wheeling and Mrs. Helen Stavros, charg- 
ing political influence figured in a deci- 
sion to rezone Mrs. Stavros' property 
from single family residential to general 
business district. 


The charge refers to Stavros and to 


James L. McCabe, attorney for Mrs. 
Stavros and the current Wheeling Town- 
ship Democratic committeeman, accord- 
ing to Atty. Gene Igolka. He represents 
Buffalo Grove residents who own homes 
in Cambridge adjoining Mrs. Stavros' 
property hi Wheeling. 


Stavros said he did not talk to village 


board or zoning board of appeals mem- 
bers about the case. "Why, I was in Flor- 
ida at the time they passed it," Stavros 
said. 


"1 DON'T have to use my influence 


with the village board," Stavros said. 
"They're all intelligent men, more in- 
telligent than him (Igolka)." 


Stavros said he has no connection with 


the zoning case. "It's my mother's prop- 
erty. I've nothing to do with it. I'm a 
millionaire. I don't care." 


He also complained that since she won 


the zoning case, his mother has received 
insulting phone calls referring to the 
case. 


"Why don't they leave her alone," 


Stavros said. "She's 75, but she's tough 
enough herself. She doesn't need her sons 
to support her. We're going to court and 
we're going to win." 


McCabe, who represented Mrs. Stavros 


in the zoning case, could not be reached 
for comment. 


He had told the zoning board that Mrs. 


Stavros wanted the zoning change so a 
real estate office could be operated from 
her home on the property. Earlier, a 
document filed with the village said she 
wanted to build a small shoppping center 
on the property. The shopping center was 
the principal target of objections from 
Buffalo Grove residents. 


HOWEVER, STAVROS had a third ex- 


planation. He said he thinks his mother 
will spend the rest of her life in the 
house and that she has no plans to sell it. 


"But she's planted 5,000 tomato plants 


there," Stavros said. "She likes to sell 
tomatoes from her garage." 


In their suit, the Buffalo Grove resi- 


dents charged that "certann members of 
the village of Wheeling zoning board and 
village board are prejudiced 
either 


through political affiliation or past dis- 
putes with the plaintiffs." 


The suit asks that the Cook County zon- 


ing board, or a similar agency, nrfake a 
final decision in the- case. It also seeks 
an injunction to prevent construction on 
the property at 3115 N. Buffalo Grove 
Rd., Wheeling. . 


The Wheeling village attorney is pre- 


paring a response to the suit. 


No Cause For Water Alarm 


The sprinkling restrictions now in ef- 


fect in Buffalo Grove are only preventive 
measures, and there is no indication that 
there will be a water shortage hi the vil- 
lage this summer, according to Bill 
Davies, director of public services. 


"This is nothing to alarm anybody," 


Davis said. "All municipalities have a 
sprinkling ordinance. It's normal proce- 
dure for a water system. It is better to 
be safe than sorry," Davis said. 


In Arlington Heights, the normal 


sprinkling regulations are the same as 
the sprinkling ban now in effect in Buf- 
falo Grove. For the last week, a total 
ban, with no sprinkling allowed at all, 
has been hi effect in Arlington Heights. 


UNDER THE SPRINKLING ban in 


Buffalo Grove, -persons living in houses 
with odd-numbered addresses can water 
their lawns on Monday, Wednesday and 
Saturday. Residents on the even-num- 
bered side of the street can water their 
lawns on Tuesday, Thursday and Sun- 
day, No watering is allowed on Fridays. 


According to Davis, three of the vil- 


lage's four wells are operating. The 
fourth well, on Arlington Heights Road in 
Lake County should be put into operation 
"within a week," he said. 


Currently the village water system is 


capable of pumping three million gallons 
of water a day. When the last well begins 
operation, the pumping capacity will be 
5,400,000 gallons daily.

Buffalo Grove residents who want to 


watch a Memorial Day parade will 
either have to go to Arlington Heights 
or to Wheeling this year. 


The Wheeling Parade which begins at

Mosquito-Fighters Search Out Ponds 


by PATRICK JOYCE 


Through the long, dry spring, men with 


tanks of mineral oil strapped to their 
backs have been out fighting an unlikely 
enemy — the mosquito. 


While it's a bit early for most of us. to 


be worrying about the pests, for the men 
of the Northwest Mosquito. Abatement 
District, the Job of fighting mosquitoes 
reqires something just short of eternal 
vigilance. 


Donald Oemick, a district scientist, 


found his first mosquito of the year in a 
puddle of melted snow on St. Patrick's 
Day. And since earlier this month, dis- 
trict crews have been spraying sealed 
mineral oil on ponds and puddles that 
are the breeding grounds for mosquitoes. 


What Oemick found was a mosquito 


larva, an early stage in the development 
of the mosquito, but it is the larva, not 
full grown mosquitoes, that are the 
primary target of the mosquito abate- 
ment district. 


DISTRICT CREWS are most visible 


when they go into residential areas of the 
Northwest suburbs in the summer to 
spray airborne mosquitoes with in- 
secticides. However, most of their time 
is spent in out-of-the-way places, spray- 
ing mineral seal oil on mosquito breeding 
grounds. 


"The oil coats the water and the larva 


drowns in it, like a human would drown 
in water," according to Wilbur Mitchell, 
director of the mosquito abatement dis- 
trict. The oil does not harm other forms 
of life and it evaporates quickly after 
killing the mosquito larva, Mitchell said. 


In his office at 147 W. Hintz Rd., 


Wheeling, Mitchell has a map of the dis- 
trict, which stretches from Hanover 
Park on the southwest to Park Ridge on 
the southeast to Wheeling on the north- 
east and Harrington on the northwest. 


The map is dotted with little colored 


areas, each a mosquito breeding ground. 
Beginning in April and continuing 
through the summer and into the fall, 
district work crews make the rounds of 
these areas. 


"THE DRIVERS GO to each spot once 


a week and chock for larva," Mitchell

said. "If they find them, they spray the 
area." 


The crews began making the rounds of 


the breeding grounds in April. Six crews 
are out now and in the summer the dis- 
trict, which has only 10 year-round em- 
ployes, will have enlarged its staff to 40. 


While the spraying of breeding grounds 


continues to be the main job of the 
crews, some will spray airborne mos- 
quitoes later in the summer, while others 
are busy with the mosquito fish. 


The fish, according to Oemick, is the 


"only effective biological agent" in the 
fight against mosquitoes. Oemick, an 
entomologist or scientist who specializes 
in the study of insects, raises the fish in 
a large wading pool in the district head- 
quarters in Wheeling. This summer, he 
plans to place 3,000 of them in ponds 
where mosquitoes breed. 


OEMICK IS reluctant to be tto critical 


of other methods of controlling mos- 
quitos, but he said he has seen no evi- 


dence that either purple martins, a bird 
that is supposed to feed on mosquitos, or 
only an aid," said Mitchell. 


The little fish gobbles up larvae which 


float on the water surface but it is not 
effective enough to do the job alone. "It's 
praying mantises are effective. 


"We have a mosquito trap in Palatine 


near where a woman has praying man- 
tises and the number of mosquitoes has 
actually increased," Oemick said. "But 
that may have been because we stopped

spraying there." 


Ten traps are spotted around the bor- 


ders of the district. They consist of a 
light bulb suspended over a metal cylin- 
der containing a fan. The bulb and fan 
goes on at night. Mosquitoes fly to the 
light and are sucked into the container. 


Oemick studies the insects to deter- 


mine what species are in the area and 
where the m9squitoes are concentrated. 


Since mosquitoes can carry diseases 


such as heartworm, which infects dogs, 
and malaria, Oemick thinks it is impor- 
tant to keep track of them. Although it is 
not a serious problem, Oemick points out 
that cases of malaria have been reported 
in Cook County. 


HE SPENDS MUCH of his time peer- 


ing at the insects under his microscope 
and raises some in his home. The scien- 
tist even shows a certain affection for 
the insects, even though he agrees that 
they are a nuisance. 


He is quick to ask visitors to look into 


his miscroscope at one species "a beau- 
tiful mosquito" that looks like it has tiny 
jewels on its body.

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County Jail without bond since the arrest 
by combined units of state, county and 
local police. But attorneys for the de- 
fense said yesterday it would not "sur- 
prise" them if the prosecution announced 
indictments for murder had been re- 
turned by the county grand jury, or that 
the case is now under review by the jury, 
which would delay today's hearing. 


In addition to Silas, the owner of Jay- 


neville horse farm near Elgin, the de- 
fendants are Joseph LaPlaca, 48, of El- 
gin; Edwin Nefeld, 27, of Chicago 
Heights; and Julius Barnes, 37, of Chi- 
cago. 


ATTORNEYS FOR Jayne, LaPlaca 


and Nefeld expect grand jury action to 
Interfere with the bond hearing today. 
Barnes, the alleged trigger man, is still 
without legal representation, however. 


If the hearing does proceed, prosecutor 


Nicholas Motherway will rely heavily on 
testimony from the state's key witness, 
Melvin Adams, who has been linked to 
the murder conspiracy.

Adams owns the car seen at the mur- 


der scene on the night Jayne was shot at 
his 1918 Banbury Ln. home in Inverness 
Authorities also found several thousand 
dollars in Adams possession upon ques- 
tioning.

tine and Rolling Meadows what they 
thought of all this coverage of the ar- 
rests, most said it was a little too much.

"There is more worthy news to publish 


than this murder," he said. "Its OK to 
print stuff like this on the Inside of a 
newspaper, but not on the front page." 


A Palatine woman who wished to re- 


main anonymous agreed with Peterson, 
stating that the murder didn't merit con- 
stant front page treatment. 


"It (the murder) doesn't deserve the 


treatment it la getting, but that is news 
today," she complained. "The bad news 
gets on page one while the good news is 
buried on the last page." 


Robert Cuss, 607 Wren Ave., Palatine, 


said it was up to an editor what gets the 
best coverage. He blamed the high inter- 
est in murders among the public for the 
story getting big play in the media. 


On the other side of the fence, some 


people said the current coverage of the 
Jayne murder and the arrests was just 
about right. Among them was Mrs. Nan- 
cy Shell, 1273 N. Ashland Ave., Palatine, 
who describe the murder's news cov- 
erage as "adequate " 


"The news people are giving this story 


all the coverage it deserves," she said. 


She even agreed that the arrest of 


Silas Jayne was worthy of WGN-TV in- 
terrupting a movie for an announcement. 


Mrs, Shall, who lives near the murder 


scene, said she agreed that the Palatine 
Police Dept. isn't getting the credit it de- 
serves. 


"When the crime was committed, they 


were right on the job trying their best to 
solve it," she said. "The Illinois Bureau 
of Investigation and the sheriff shouldn't 
he hogging all the credit now that arrests 
have been made." 


Mrs. Velda Harkins, 2108 Flicker Ln., 


Rolling Meadows, said she thought the 
coverage of the murder in the Herald, 
the only paper she reads, was about 
right. 


However, she disagreed that the story 


was Important enough to interrupt a 
movie.

The Peppertree Farms Homeowners 


Association has asked the Palatine Park 
District to annex the Peppertree Farms 
and Heatherlea subdivisions. 


Micharl Stronberg, representing the as- 


sociation before the district's board of 
commissioners Tuesday, said his subdivi- 
sion would like to join Palatine since it 
"desperately needs recreation facilities 
for children." 


Peppertree Farms is currently in the 


Palatine Rural Park District, which 
Stronberg said is doing little to meet 
this neighborhood's needs. 


Stronberg also requested that Heather- 


lea be annexed by the district since it 
stands between his subdivision and dis- 
trict boundaries. By statute, the district 
can only annex areas it touches, thus 
necessitating the Heatherlea annexa- 
tion first. 


BOTH SUBDIVISIONS are 
located 


north of Palatine in an area bordered by 
Hicks Road on the east, Dundee Road on 
the north, Plum Grove Road on the west 
and Palatine village boundaries on the 
south. Both have been built recently and 
neither have any park sites. 


If the park district annexes Peppertree 


Farms, the association would like it to 
buy two lots in the subdivision and turn 
them into park sites. 


According to Stronberg, the lots are 


owned by Kaufman and Broad, the con- 
tractor who built the subdivision. They 
both have water drainage problems and, 
by Stronberg's admission, are over- 
priced. 


However, residents would like to turn 


the lots into parks since they are the last 
vacant tracts in the area. He pointed out 
that the $17,000 Peppertree Farms 
would generate in tax revenue to the 
district each year would be more than 
enough to pay for the lots over a five- 
year period. 


PARK COM. WALDON Degner told 


the association that the district has a pol- 
icy of not annexing new areas unless the 
village annexed it first. Stronberg said 
that the village would annex the subdivi- 
sion in five to ten years, but that resi- 
dents want into the park district now. 


At present, the village of Palatine is 


not considering Peppertree Farms for 
annexation, due to the problem of water 
and sewerage in the area, he said. 


To get into the Palatine Park District, 


the residents of Peppertree Farms will 
have to petition out of the Palatine Rural 
Park District and' then petition to get 
into the village district. In most cases, 
this is a lengthy process.

League Survey Complete 
Communication Is 
Needed In Schools 


VIRGINIA DODGE, postmistress for 
Arlington Heights, Rolling Meadows 
and Elk Grov.e Village for 36 years, 
I month posed before the post offi- 


yesterday following her announce- 
ment that she is retiring from the 
post. 


Greater communication between par- 


ents and Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 
15 personnel concerning curriculum and 
school policies is needed in Dist. 15, ac- 
cording to members of the Palatine 
Township League of Women Voters. 


In a position statement issued by the 


league following the first half of a Dist. 
15 school survey study, members said 
the school district's publication, "Grape- 
vine," should include "more pertinent in- 
formation and the school board should 
encourage wider use of news releases." 


League members said they had "ex- 


pressed considerable concern at the dis- 
trict's record of communicating curricu- 
lum changes and pilot studies." Mrs. 
Nancy Krieble, chairman of the league 
study committee, suggested that the 
"Grapevine" be used to provide parents 
with more detailed information in these 
areas. 


"What we want is more descriptive 


and up to date information about the 
schools," Mrs. Krieble said. 


THE LEAGUE statement also sup- 


ported regularly informing parents of 
their children's achievement and apti- 
tude test scores, with the exception of 
IQ's. Such scores are currently available 
for parental knowledge only upon 
request. 


"Most districts send them out auto- 


matically to parents," Mrs. Krieble said. 
"We'd like to see that done here too." 


Greater uniformity in procedures be- 


tween the various Dist. 15 schools was 
also suggested by the league. 


"Individual principals seem to have 


been permitted great leeway in commu- 
nication with parents," Mrs. Krieble 
said, which has caused variations be- 
tween school buildings in parent-teacher 
rapport. 


Mrs. Krieble cited instances in several 


Dist. 15 schools where a continuous prog- 
ress instructional program for primary 
students is being used. However, she said 
such a program is not being used in all 
schools, and this decision has been left 
up to each principal. 


"A definite policy should be set up dis- 


trict wide outlining such programs," she 
said, so that less curriculum decision- ' 
making is left up to principals. 


THE LEAGUE also supported the 


adoption of an official written school 
board policy manual, including the 
board's current priorities and objectives, 
"as soon as is feasible." The policy 
should be subject to periodic review. 


The Dist. 15 board plans to adopt such 


a policy manual at the next board meet- 
ing June 7. 


The statement issued by the league is 


the result of a survey of the schools be- 
gun by the league in July 1970. Informa- 
tion for their study has been received 
from board members and principals and 
"they have been extremely cooperative,"

The league recently began the second 


phase of the study, which will investigate 
school programming curriculum and 
staffing.

Virginia Dodge Leaves Duties As Postmaster

When Virginia Dodge was named post- 


master of the office serving Arlington 
Heights, Elk Grove and Rolling Mead- 
ows, she said, "I am ready for my job. It 
will be my aim to give as good service 
as possible." 


After 36 years and one month in her 


job, she says, "It's never been hard for 
me to come to work in the morning. 
There's always work to do and always a 
challenge." 


However, after today, she will stop 


coming to work. Her voluntary retire- 
ment will become effective on Memorial 
Day. 


A reception for Mrs. Dodge will be 


held at the post office, 909 W. Euclid, Ar- 
lington Heights, from 3 to 5 pjn. today. 
The reception is open to the public. If all 
the people in the area served by the post 
office attend the reception, more than 
110,000 will be there. 


Operations from the Arlington Heights 


Post Office include branch offices in 
Rolling Meadows and Elk Grove Village 
which were established to "better serve 
the public," Mrs. Dodge said. 


WHEN MRS. DODGE was appointed 


postmaster, she was president of the 
Women's Division of the Wheeling Town- 
ship Regular Democratic Club and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was president. 
Since then, she has seen five more presi- 
dents take office and the post office itself 
has been relocated a number of times. 


The changing of the man in the White 


House hasn't affected the postmaster. 


"We have never felt any changes out 
here whatsoever," she said. In 1940, Mrs. 
Dodge qualified for the position under 
the new Civil Service. 


Mrs. Dodge was the first woman to 


serve as postmaster of the Arlington 
Heights office, according to the May 3, 
1935, issue of the Arlington Heights Her- 
ald. She still lives at the same address in 
the village that she lived at then. She 
and her retired husband, Thurman, have 
a daughter who lives in California. 


The Arlington Heights postmaster posi- 


tion is the largest operation headed by a 
woman in the state, she said. 


During her service, the post office op- 


erations have grown from a corps of 10 
employes to the present level of 291. 


THE AREA HAS exploded with 


growth, perhaps "too much growth, don't 
you think?" she asked. 


The present volume of mail handled by 


the post office totals more than 12.5 mil- 
lion pieces per month. During the Christ- 
mas rush season which lasts only about 
10 days, the volume is about 17 million, 
she said. 


The grey-haired woman, who declined 


to give her age, said she had never had 
any problems because of being a woman. 
She said her 'situation was "unique in

To Jayne Story 


On Saturday, many months of in- 


vestigation into the murder of Inverness 
horseman George Jayne resulted in the 
arrest of four suspects by various law 
enforcement agencies. 


These arrests were followed by plenty 


of coverage on TV and radio and in the 
newspapers. 


When Speakout asked people in Pala- 


tine and Rolling Meadows what they 
thought of all this coverage of the ar- 
rests, most said it was a little too much. 


Charles Peterson, 2057 Adams St., 


Rolling Meadows, echoed the majority 
opinion when he said it was just sensa- 
tionalism for the newspapers and other 
media to play up just one murder when 
there are so many murders committed 
each year. 


"There is more worthy news to pubbsh 


than this murder," he said. "Its OK to 
print stuff like this on the inside of a 
newspaper, but not on the front page." 


A Palatine woman who wished to re- 


main anonymous agreed with Peterson, 
stating that the murder didn't merit con- 
stant front page treatment. 


"It (the murder) doesn't deserve the 


treatment it is getting, "but that is news 
today," she complained. "The bad news 
gets on page one while the good news is 
buried on the last page." 


Robert Guss, 637 Wren Ave., Palatine, 


said it was up to an editor what gets the 
best coverage. He blamed the high inter- 
est in murders among the public for the 
story getting big play in the media. 


On the other side of the fence, some 


people said the current coverage of the 
Jayne murder and the arrests was just 
about right. Among them was Mrs. Nan- 
cy Sholl, 1273 N. Ashland Ave., Palatine, 
who describe the murder's news cov- 
erage as "adequate." 


"The news people are giving this story 


all the coverage it deserves," she said. 


She even agreed that the arrest of 


Silas Jayne was worthy of WGN-TV in- 
terrupting a movie for an announcement. 


Mrs. Sholl, who lives near the murder 


scene, said she agreed that the Palatine 
Police Dept, isn't getting the credit it de- 
serves, 


"When the crime was committed, they 


were right on the job trying their best to 
solve it," she said. "The Illinois Bureau 
of Investigation and the sheriff shouldn't 
be hogging all the credit now that arrests 
have been made." 


Mrs. Velda Harkins, 2108 Flicker Ln., 


Rolling Meadows, said she thought the 
coverage of the murder in the Herald, 
the only paper she reads, was about 
right. 


However, she disagreed that the story 


was important enough to interrupt a 
movie.

Park Dist 


The Peppertree Farms Homeowners 


Association has asked the Palatine Park 
District to annex the Peppertree Farms 
and Heatherlea subdivisions. 


Mieharl Stronberg, representing the as- 


sociation before the district's board of 
commissioners Tuesday, said his subdivi- 
sion would like to join Palatine since it 
"desperately needs recreation facilities 
for children." 


Peppertree Farms is currently in the 


Palatine Rural Park District, which 
Stronberg said is doing little to meet 
this neighborhood's needs. 


Stronberg also requested that Heather- 


lea be annexed by the district since it 
stands between his subdivision and dis- 
trict boundaries. By statute, the district 
can only annex areas it touches, thus 
necessitating the Heatherlea annexa- 
tion first. 


BOTH SUBDIVISIONS are 
located 


north of Palatine in an area bordered by 
Hicks Road on the east, Dundee Road on 
the north, Plum Grove Road on the west 
and Palatine village boundaries on the 
south. Both have been built recently and 
neither have any park sites. 


If the park district annexes Peppertree 


Farms, the association would like it to 
buy two lots in the subdivision and turn 
them into park sites. 


According to Stronberg, the lots are 


owned by Kaufman and Broad, the con- 
tractor who built the subdivision. They 
both have water drainage problems and, 
by Stronberg's admission, are over- 
priced. 


However, residents would like to turn 


the lots into parks since they are the last 
vacant tracts in the area. He pointed out 
that the $17,000 Peppertree Farms 
would generate in tax revenue to the 
district each year would be more than 
enough to pay for the lots over a five- 
year period. 


PARK COM. WALDON Degner told 


the association that the district has a pol- 
icy of not annexing new areas unless the 
village annexed it first. Stronberg said 
that the village would annex the subdivi- 
sion in five to ten years, but that resi- 
dents want into the park district now. 


At present, the village of Palatine is 


not considering Peppertree Farms for' 
annexation, due to the problem of water 
and sewerage in the area, he said. 


To get into the Palatine Park District, 


the residents of Peppertree Farms will 
have to petition out of the Palatine Rural 
Park District and then petition to get 
into the village district. In most cases, 
this is a lengthy process.

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Cuts Total $145,000 
Board Members 
Are Studying 
Proposed Budget 


Dist. 23 School Board members are 


studying a tentative budget proposed by 
district administrators at a special meet- 
ing Wednesday, for the 1971-72 fiscal 
year. 


T h e proposed budget shows ex- 


penditures of $1.401,731 in the education 
fund and $109,200 in the building fund. 
The education fund is $23,000 under last 
year's budget figure because of a reduc- 
tion in revenue, according to James 
Hendren, business manager. 


To compensate for the revenue reduc- 


tion in the education fund, the school 
board authorized budget cuts totaling 
$145.000 in March. To balance the educa- 
tion fund, Hendren said they have pro- 
posed a sale of $400,000 in tax anticipa- 
tion warrants (borrowing against up- 
coming tax revenue.) "in the building 
fund we are utilizing the working cash 
fund to supplement revenue." 


"We are counting on adopting the pro- 


posed budget on a tentative basis at our 
June 2 meeting," said Robert Le Forge, 
a school board member. "Our official 
budget hearing won't be held until July." 


THE DISTRICT is not legally required 


to adopt the budget for several months, 
but would like to adopt it early in order 
to borrow money early, explained Hen- 
dren. "We have been operating on a defi- 
cit budget and would like to be able to 
sell additional tax anticipation warrants

officials say his condition has been "im- 
proving."

Landscaping Due By Sunday 


Residents in "new town" Prospect 


Heights are still waiting for land sur- 
rounding a water tank at Lee Street and 
Old Willow Road to be landscaped. 


The Citizens Utility Co. is bound by a 


"consent agreement" to "screen the tank 
from surrounding homes with land- 
scaping." At a hearing last November 
Judge Nathfln Cohen of the Cook County 
Circuit Court told the utility company the 
landscaping must be in by this Sunday. 


Walter Larson, of the utility company, 


reported that the Klehm Nursery has 
contracted to do the landscaping by the 
court's deadline. Thursday, workmen 
were grading the land around the tank, 
which was recently painted green. 


Larson said construction on the tank is 


completed and the company is now test- 
ing it. Cook County Sheriff's police re- 


ported that Sunday night a "large quan- 
tity of water was i leaking from the over- 
flow pipe on the tank into the street." 
The police officer notified the utility 
company, which correced the problem 
two hours later. Since the incident, some 
residents have complained about the fact 
that the tank apparently does not have 
an automatic shut-off valve.' 


THE TANK SITE will be visited by 


Cohen to make sure that the construc- 
tion and landscaping conform to the 
court agreement. 


The settlement was reached among the 


utility company, the state's attorney and 
a local group called "Taxes and Prom- 
ises" (TAP) after six days of. testi- 
mony in court. The utility company filed 
suit against the county to revoke a "stop 
work" order issued by the Cook County 


Building Department. 


The order was issued after the county 


building department discovered the utili- 
ty company had apparently voilated the 
setback requirement of its permit. The 
front of the tank is eight feet too close 
to the street. 


TAP petitioned to intervene in the suit 


against the utility company. The group 
was formed a year ago, six weeks after 
the utility company began pouring a con- 
crete foundation for the tank. The home- 
owners termed the tank "a blight and a 
hazard" and claimed the utility company 
violated the requirement of its permit. 


The agreement called for building the 


tank 20 feet high rather than 32 feet as 
originally planned. It also states that all 
parties must waive the right of appealing 
the case. 


PHI A Reports 
75 Per Cent 
Work To Come 


A handful of people attended a meeting 


Wednesday to learn the progress of the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation (PHIA) in incorporating the pro- 
posed city of Prospect Heights. 


Jack Gilligan, chairman of the PHIA 


incorporation committee, reported that 
"75 per cent of our work is yet to be 
done. There are many aspects we 
thought would be readily soluble that 
turned out to take a little more work." 


Leaders of PHIA filed a petition to 


incorporate the City of Prospect Heights 
in the Cook County Circuit Court earlier 
this year. After several continuances, a 
court hearing to review the petition is 
now set for June 15. Approximately'nine 
objections to the incorporation proposal 
have been filed with the court. 


While waiting for a motion from the 


c o u r t on the petition, the PHIA 
leaders are working in several com- 
mittees to prepare for a new city govern- 
ment. The committees range from plan- 
ning to beautification. 


GILLIGAN SAID the group's goals are 


twofold. "We want to develop enough in- 
formation so the people can make their 
own decisions (at the time of a referen- 
dum). And we want to prepare detailed 
plans so that the new city government 
will have something to get started with." 


John Fedyski reported the plan com- 


mittee has held five meetings with local 
taxing districts and various civil organi- 
zations to determine their boundaries 
and prospective growth. "We are trying 
to find out how the city can aid these 
organizations. And we are outlining rea- 
listic services the city may require in the 
coming years." 


Eventually, the plan committee hopes 


to develop a long-range plan for devel- 
opment of the city and a city map depict- 
ing present zoning. 


The goal of the zoning committee, ac- 


cording to chairman Fred Darmstadt, 
"is to develop a zoning map and a set of 
ordinances that can be recommended to 
the new city officials. We want to protect 
the character of the community and best 
enhance its development." 


First, Darmstadt said the.committee 


has to "familiarize ourselves with the 
present zoning and land use. We also 
have to visit with surrounding commu- 
nities and study then: zoning ordinances. 
We want to develop a plan that will be 
harmonious to our community and the 
whole area." 


DARMSTADT SAID his committee is 


still in the organizing stage and has not 
been fully formed yet. 


Following a recommendation 
from 


PHIA member M a u r e e n Sandstrom, 
the committee chairmen said they will 
probably prepare written reports on their 
findings before the referendum.

A revised swimming pool ordinance 


will be drafted for Mount Prospect — 
one that "will provide for" pools rather 
than "discriminating against them." 


The new ordinance is being drafted at 


the request of the village's building com- 
mittee, the group currently considering 
changes in the present ordinance. 


According to the committee's chair- 


man, Trustee George Reiter, "We want 
an ordinance that will provide for pools 
in a safe, healthful manner — not one 
that discriminates against them. And we 
want to get this resolved as soon as pos- 
sible." 


Proposed changes in the ordinance 


were forwarded to the building com- 
mittee earlier this month from a zoning 
board of appeals committee. According 
to a zoning board official, it was the job 
of the zoning board's committee to "sub- 
mit recommendations 
concerning the 


writing of an ordinance which would al- 
low construction of above-ground swim- 
ming pools." 


According to Reiter the provisions in 


the current ordinance that deal with elec- 
trical devices near the pool are such that 
"there is no way any (portable) pool 
could meet them. Legally a man (in- 
stalling a portable pool) cannot comply 
with them." 


THE SWIMMING pool ordinance cov- 


ers ground level pools and portable pools 
as well. The ordinance defines a portable 
pool as one built above ground and being 
at least two feet deep, at all points. 


Reiter said the provisions of the cur- 


rent ordinance dealing with electrical de- 
vices near the pool rule out most por- 
table pools because pumps and filter 
mechanisms, run by electricity, are in- 
stalled adjacent to. the pool. Locating 
these next to the pool is prohibited by the 
ordinance. 


Reiter wants the ordinance changed to 


allow the mechanisms near the pool. He 
suggested the revised ordinance could re- 
quire that a device be intalled in the 
electrical system that would automatical- 
ly turn off the electric current in the 
event of any seepage ino the system. 
According to Reiter, Arlington Heights' 
swimming pool ordinance contains such 
a provision. 


Reiter also disagrees with the zoning 


board's recommendation 
that above- 


ground pools should be allowed only as a 
"special use" under the village's zoning 
laws. Reiter contends that "if the ordi- 
nance is strong enough, then we don't 
need this." Another building committee 
member, Trustee George Anderson, in- 
dicated, however, that there may still be 
a need for the "special use" designation 
and the resulting public hearing on any 


board tentatively adopted a revised staff- 
ing plan indicating Fairview would have 
approximately 20 students per class 
while Gregory would have about 24. Oth- 
er board members have not expressed 
their feelings on Floros recommenda- 
tions and have stressed the staffing plan 
is only tentative until final enrollment 
figures are reached.

Some children always seem to have 


more trouble than others. 


They may be unruly and unable to 


share or take turns, unable to accept any 
kind of organized group. 


Or they may be the quietest in the 


class — more than shy, withdrawn and 
always left out. 


The problems may go unnoticed at 


first, because every child seems at times 
to be unable to get along with anyone, or 
seems shy. 


But, for a certain number of children, 


the adjustment to social situations is 
more difficult, either because of chem- 
ical imbalances that make a child over- 
active or because of the way a child re- 
acts to emotional and social stress. 


If a child with behavior disturbances 


lives in one of the eight Northwest Subur- 
ban elementary school districts, he may 
be referred to a special program for 
help. 


WHEN A CHILD with a severe behav- 


ior problem is referred, the staff of the 
Northwest Suburban Special Education 
Organization (NSSEO) and the staff of 
the school referring the child decide 
what kind of help can do the most good, 
Sonja Clary, coordinator for NSSEO, ex- 
plained. 


For some children, a few hours a week 


with a psychologist from NSSEO may be 
the answer, but others need an environ- 
ment outside of regular school where 
they Co" -»t special attention, she said. 


For thi/ov, children NSSEO has special 


classes where they can overcome their 
behavior problems and then eventually 
return to their school. 


This year four such classes with a total 


of 30 children are run by NSSEO and 
housed in the First Methodist Church in 
Arlington Heights. Next year, the pro- 
gram will be housed in Dwyer School in 
Arlington Heights, provided rental of the 
building from Arlington Heights Dist. 25 
is approved by the ten-district coopera- 
tive. 


Dwyer Scnool is an eight-classroom 


building on a common lot with Westgate 
School Dist. 25 arranged to rent the 
building to NSSEO as part of a series of 
budget cuts following the defeat in 
March of a tax rate referendum. 


SINCE THE ANNOUNCEMENT about 


Dwyer, Mrs. Clary said, districts have 
been calling NSSEO with ever increasing 
numbers of children who may fit In the 
program. 


Next year, the program in Dwyer will 


have six to eight classes, she said. By 
law, there can be no more than eight 
students in the class for each teacher 
and teacher's aide. 


Children in the program were original- 


ly grouped by age this year, but as the 
teachers got to know the students, they 
were grouped by behavior, explained 
Caroline Stone, one of the teachers, so 
that "we can provide the best possible 
learning situation for each child." 


At the beginning of the year, Mrs. 


Stone said, she did not try to teach aca- 
demics very much, but instead worked 
on getting the children used to function- 
ing in a group. 


"At the beginning of the year they 


were constantly demanding the attention 
of myself and the aide," she said, "but 
now they are much better." 


AT FIRST, Mrs. Stone concentrated on 


games and other group activities and 
then gradually worked into academic 
subjects. 


All the children are of normal or high- 


er intelligence, but they often lag behind 
academically, she said. In her class 
there are now children who are working 
on reading readiness and others who are 
reading up to the sixth grade level. 


In addition, the children have gone on 


field trips, and taken part in activities 
like ice-skating and bowling and "any- 
thing we can think of that will be a social 
activity and give them some con- 
fidence," Mrs. Stone said. 


Each child in the program works with 


above-ground pool even with the revised 
ordinance. 


COMMITTEE MEMBERS also urged 


that procedures for annual voluntary in' 
spection of pools be set up by the village. 


The committee will consider the ordi- 


nance further when the new draft is 
ready. 


Village officials say there are few 


above-ground pools in the village. Peter 
Reten of the village's building depart- 
ment said, "we get a number of 
requests, but when I quote the ordinance, 
that usually ends it. Only about four or 
five out of 100 persist in their request. 
Most aren't that interested." 
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a psychologist as often as necessary, 
usuaUly several times a week, and mem- 
bers of the child's family also become 
involved," Mrs. Clary said. 


"One of the most imoprtant factors in 


dealing with the children is working with 
the parents. We need to deal with the 
total day for the child, not just the time 
he is in school," she said. 


The parents can thus be helped in their 


relationship with the child and can alert 
the teachers to behavior that crops up at 
home, she explained. 


THE CHILDREN are gradually put 


back into regular school situations on a 
part-time basis as they improve, Mrs. 
Clary said, and the goal is to return each 
child to regular classes in about two 
years. 


"If we made the right decision in put- 


ting them in the program, we feel we 
ought to be able to have made progress 
in two years," she said. 


This year is the second for the pro-

If, after two years, a chHd is not ready 
to return to regular classes, "We have to 
decide whether we feel he has im- 
proved," she said. 


Children may be sent back to regular 


classes part-time and remain in the pro- 
gram, she added.

Teichert said an office building and

cels of the driving range," said Gottlieb.

NSSEO Here For Aid Of Children 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Some children always seem to have 


more trouble than others. 


They may be unruly and unable to 


share or take turns, unable to accept any 
kind of organized group. 


Or they may be the quietest in the 


class — more than shy, withdrawn and 
always left out. 


The problems may go unnoticed at 


first, because every child seems at times 
to be unable to get along with anyone, or 
seems shy. 


But. for a certain number of children, 


the adjustment to social situations is 
more difficult, either because of chem- 
ical imbalances that make a child over- 
active or because of the way a child re- 
acts to emotional and social stress. 


If a child with behavior disturbances 


lives in'one of the eight Northwest Subur- 
ban elementary school districts, he may 
be referred to a special program for 
help. 


WHEN A CHILD with a severe behav- 


ior problem to referred, the staff of the 
Northwest Suburban Special Education 
Organization (NSSEO) and the staff of 
the school referring, toe child deckle 
what kind of help can do the most good, 
Sonja Clary, coordinator for NSSEO, ex- 
plained. 
For aome children, a few noun a week 


with a psychologist from NSSEO may be 
the answer, but others need an environ- 
ment outside of regular school where 
they can get special attention, she said. 


For those children NSSEO has special 


classes where they can overcome their 
behavior problems and then eventually 
return to their school. 


This year four such classes with a total 


of 30 children are run by NSSEO and 
housed in the First Methodist Church in 
Arlington Heights. Next year, the pro- 
gram will be housed in Dwyer School in 
Arlington Heights, provided rental of the 
building from Arlington Heights Dist. 25 
is approved by the ten-district coopera- 
tive. 


Dwyer School is an eight-classroom 


building on a common lot with Westgate 
School Dist. 25 arranged to rent the 
building to NSSEO as part of a series of 
budget cuts following the defeat in 
March of a tax rate referendum. 


SINCE THE ANNOUNCEMENT about 


Dwyer, Mrs. Clary said, districts have 
been calling NSSEO with ever increasing 
numbers of children who may fit in the 
program. 


Next year, the program in Dwyer will 


have six to eight classes, she said. By 
law, there can be no more than eight 
students in the class for each teacher 
and teacher's aide. 


Children in the program were original- 


ly grouped by age this year, but as the 
teachers got to know the students, they 
were grouped by behavior, explained 
Caroline Stone, one of the teachers, so 
that "we can provide the best possible 
learning situation for each child." 


At the beginning of the year, Mrs. 


Stone said, she did not try to teach aca- 
demics very much, but instead worked 
on getting the children used to function- 
ing in a group. 


"At the beginning of the year they 


were constantly demanding the attention 
of myself and the aide," she said, "but 
now they are much better." 


AT FIRST, Mrs. Stone concentrated on 


games and other group activities and 
then gradually worked into academic 
subjects. 


All the children are of normal or high- 


er intelligence, but they often lag behind 
academically, she said. In her class 
there are now children who are working 
on reading readiness and others who are 
reading up to the sixth grade level. 


In addition, the children have gone on 


field trips, and taken part in activities 
like ice-skating and bowling and "any- 
thing we can think of that will be a social 
activity and give them some con- 
fidence," Mrs. Stone said. 


Each child in the program works with 


a psychologist as often as necessary, 
usuallly several times a week, and mem- 
bers of the child's family also become 
involved," Mrs. Clary said. 


"One of the most imoprtant factors in 


dealing with the children is working with 
the parents. We need to deal with the 
total day for the child, not just the time 
he is in school," she said. 


The parents can thus be helped in their 


relationship with the child and can alert 
the teachers to behavior that crops up at 
home, she explained. 


THE CHILDREN are gradually put 


back into regular school situations on a 
part-time basis as they improve, Mrs. 
Clary said, and the goal is to return each 
child to regular classes in about two 
years. 


"If we made the right decision in put- 


ting them in the program, we feel we 
ought to be able to have made progress 
in two years," she said. 


This year is the second for the pro- 


gram and some children are being in- 
tegrated into regular classes, she said. 
If, after two years, a child is not ready 
to return to regular classes, "We have to 
decide whether we feel he has im- 
proved," she said. 


Children may be sent back to regular 


classes part-time and remain in the pro- 
gram, she added.

A revised swimming pool ordinance 


will be drafted for Mount Prospect — 
one that "will provide for" pools rather 
than "discriminating against them." 


The new ordinance is being drafted at 


the request of the village's building com- 
mittee, the group currently considering 
changes in the present ordinance. 


According to the committee's chair- 


man, Trustee George Reiter, "We want 
an ordinance that will provide for pools 
in a safe, healthful manner — not one 
that discriminates against them. And we 
want to get this resolved as soon as pos- 
sible." 


Proposed changes in the ordinance 


were forwarded to the building com- 
mittee earlier this month from a zoning 
board of appeals committee. According 
to a zoning board official, it was the job 
of the zoning board's committee to "sub- 
mit recommendations concerning the 
writing of an ordinance which would al- 
low construction of above-ground swim- 
ming pools." 


According to Reiter the provisions in 


the current ordinance that deal with elec- 
trical devices near the pool are such that 
"there is no way any (portable) pool 
could meet them. Legally a man (in- 
stalling a portable pool) cannot comply 
with them." 


THE SWIMMING pool ordinance cov- 


ers ground level pools and portable pools 
as well. The ordinance defines a portable 
pool as one built above ground and being 
at least two feet deep, at all points. 


Reiter said the provisions of the cur- 


rent ordinance dealing with electrical de- 
vices near the pool rule out most por- 
table pools because pumps and filter 
mechanisms, run by electricity, are in- 
stalled adjacent to the pool. Locating 
these next to the pool is prohibited by the 
ordinance. 


Reiter wants the ordinance changed to 


allow the mechanisms near the pool. He 
suggested the revised ordinance could re- 
quire that a device be intalled in the 
electrical system that would automatical- 
ly turn off the electric current in the 
event of any seepage too the system. 
According to Reiter, Arlington Heights' 
swimming pool ordinance contains such 
a provision. 


Reiter also disagrees with the zoning 


board's recommendation that above- 
ground pools should be allowed only as a 
"special use" under the village's zoning 
laws. Reiter contends that "if the ordi- 
nance is strong enough, then we don't 
need this." Another building committee 
member, Trustee George Anderson, in- 
dicated, however, that there may still be 
a need for the "special use" designation 
and the resulting public hearing on any 


above-ground pool even with the revised 
ordinance. 


COMMITTEE MEMBERS also urged 


that procedures for annual voluntary in- 
spection of pools be set up by the village. 


The committee will consider the ordi- 


nance further .when the new draft is 
ready. 


Village officials say there are few 


above-ground pools in the village. Peter 
Reten of the village's building depart- 
ment said, "we get a number of 
requests, but when I quote the ordinance, 
that usually ends it. Only about four or 
five out of 100 persist in their request. 
Most aren't that interested." 
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No Decision Made Yet On Charges

A series of minor bombings in Arling- 


ton Heights over the past 6 weeks was 
solved by Arlington Heights Police 
Wednesday night with the apprehension 
of three juveniles. 


The names of the juveniles, boys aged 


14 and 15, are being withheld because of 
their age. 


Two other juveniles, including a 15- 


year-old girl, were said to have knowl- 
edge of the bombings, but were not be- 
lieved to have participated. They were 
also released. 


L. W. Calderwood, police chief, said no 


decision has been made yet regarding 
possible charges against the youths. 


Calderwood said the youths are be- 


lieved to be responsible for 13 explosions. 


Det. Rodney Kath, police juvenile offi- 


cer, said the boys started the series of 
explosions by making 1%-inch bombs in 
sections of conduit pipe. 


POLICE REQUESTED the source of 


the explosive powder not be made public 
because they feared disclosure might en- 
courage further experimentation. The

Kath said the first bombs were set off

The first incident reported to police oc- 


curred at the home of Richard Schenck, 
412 S. Patton Ave., April 14. 


Schenck reported finding a 5-inch black 


powder bomb on the handle of his garage 
door that day. Police said the fuse to the 
bomb had been lit, but had gone out be- 
fore reaching the powder. 


•The most serious incident occurred 


May 15 at the home of Joseph Calderone, 
320 N. Patton Ave. 


Police said a bomb placed on a win- 


dowsill at the rear of the home exploded, 
blowing pieces of glass, window sill and 
interior trim into the home. No one was 
injured in the blast. An air conditioner in 
the window was also.said to be damaged. 
Calderone told police other explosions 
had occurred near his home May 7 and 
May 13 


POLICE SAID THE Calderone home 


was apparently picked by the youths be- 
cause of personal differences with Calde- 
rone's children. 


Also chosen as a prime target for the 


bombings was the home of Tom Wal- 
thouse, a coach and physical education 
instructor at Arlington High School. 


Walthouse told police 'his home at 226 


S. Reuter Dr., was the scene of bombings 
May 17 and May 24. He said the latter 
incident caused the bark to be blown out 
of the crotch of a tree of his property. He 
said he found a 4-inch section of pipe fol- 
lowing the explosion. 


Police said they pieced together the, 


story in interviews with the five youths.

When Virginia Dodge was named post- 


master of the office serving Arlington 
Heights, Elk Grove and Rolling Mead- 
ows, she said, "I am ready for my job, It 
will be my aim to give as good service 
as possible." 


After 36 years and one month in her 


job, she says, "It's never been hard for 
me to come to work in the morning. 
There's always work to do and always a 
challenge." 


However, after today, she will stop 


coming to work. Her voluntary retire- 
ment will become effective on Memorial 
Day. 


A reception for Mrs. Dodge will be 


held at the post office, 909 W. Euclid, Ar- 
lington Heights, from 3 to 5 p.m. today. 
The reception is open to the public. If all 
the people in the area served by the post 
office attend the reception, more than 
110,000 will be there. 


Operations from the Arlington Heights 


Post Office include branch offices in 
Rolling Meadows and Elk Grove Village 
which were established to "better serve 
the public," Mrs. Dodge said. 


WHEN MRS. DODGE was appointed 


postmaster, she was president of the 
Women's Division of the Wheeling Town- 
ship Regular Democratic Club and 


Franklin D. Roosevelt was president. 
Since then, she has seen five more presi- 
dents take office and the post .office itself 
has been relocated a number of times. 


The changing of the man in the White 


House hasn't affected the postmaster. 
"We have never felt any changes out 
here whatsoever," she said. In 1940, Mrs. 
Dodge qualified for the position under 
the new Civil Service. 


Mrs. Dodge was the first woman to 


serve as postmaster of the Arlington 
Heights office, according to the May 3, 
1935, issue of the Arlington Heights Her- 
ald. She still lives at the same address in 
the village that she lived at then. She 
and her retired husband, Thurman, have 
a daughter who lives in California. 


The Arlington Heights postmaster posi- 


tion is the largest operation headed by a 
woman in the state, she said. 


During her service, the post office op- 


erations have grown from a corps of 10 
employes to the present level of 291.

Government Class Via Videotapes?

Schoolchildren and adult residents of 


Arlington Heights may someday be able 
to learn about their local government 
through a series of videotapes if a plan 
by two teachers becomes reality. 


The two teachers from Thomas Junior 


High School, Dave Robinson and Richard 
Walker, presented a proposal to the pub- 
lic relations committee of the Village 
Board that the village provide funds for 
the project. 


The two would use closed-circuit tele- 


vision equipment owned by Arlington 
Heights Dial. 25 to produce six documen- 
taries on various taxing bodies within the 
village, including the village govern- 
ment, high school and elementary school 
districts and park district. 


When completed, the tapes will be used 


for a social studies unit on local govern- 
ment in the elementary schools and also 
will be available to the village for use 
with civic organizations, Walker said. 


"Our kids and our public not only don't 


know much about our government," he 
said, "but they have some very strong 
misconceptions." 


THE SCHOOL district has agreed to 


provide equipment for the project, but 
cannot afford to finance it, he said, and 
the teachers have a verbal commitment 
from the office of the State Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction for use of a mo- 
bile television unit owned by the state. 


To complete the six tapes during the 


summer, Walker and Robinson need 


about $4,000, which they requested from 
the village. 


The tapes will not answer all questions 


about the village, Walker explained, but 
can be used as background and to stimu- 
late discussion. "When the tape stops, 
the audience questions should start, or 
the tape's lousy." 


Trustee Alice Harms said she thought 


the idea was a good one because it would 
help educate the public. "Those of us 
who just went through this campaign re- 
alize the lack of understanding on how 
village government operates," she said. 


TRUSTEE DWIGHT Walton, who is 


committee chairman, said the proposal 
will be included on a list of ideas for 
public relations for the village and will 


be submitted to the village board for con- 
sideration. 


"I like the concept," Walton said, "and 


there is the possibility of a continuing 
library of tapes if the production can be 
worked out." 


In addition to the television proposal, 


the committee discussed procedures for 
making village board members available 
in village hall for complaints, publishing 
a newsletter and sending information to 
residents with water bills, among other 
things. 


The village board, Walton said, should 


decide on which of the things are most 
useful and then allocate money for them. 
"I think this time around we are trying 
to develop a coordinated public relations 
package," he said. 


Jayne Hearing May Be Postponed

Unexpected action by the Cook County 


Grand Jury could postpone a bond hear- 
ing this morning for the four defendants 
in the George Jayne murder case. 


Four men arrested last Saturday and 


charged with the Oct. 28, 1970, slaying 
are scheduled for a hearing before Crim- 
inal Court Judge Robert Sulski today. 


All four, including Jayne's 63-year old 


brother Silas, have been held at Cook 
County Jail without bond since the arrest 
by combined units of state, county and 
local police. But attorneys for the de- 
fense said yesterday it would not "sur- 
prise" them if the prosecution announced 
indictments for murder had been re- 
turned by the county grand jury, or that 
the case Is now under review by the jury, 
which would delay today's hearing. 


In addition to Silas, the owner of Jay- 


neville horse farm near Elgin, the de- 
fendants are Joseph LaPlaca, 48, of El- 
gin; Edwin Nefeld, 27. of Chicago 
Heights; and Julius Barnes, 37, of Chi- 
cago. 


ATTORNEYS FOR Jayne, LaPlaca 


and Nefeld expect grand jury action to 
Interfere with the bond hearing today. 
Barnes, the alleged triggerman, is still 
without legal representation, however. 


If the hearing does proceed, prosecutor 


Nicholas Motherway will rely heavily on 
testimony from the state's key witness, 
Melvin Adams, who has been linked to 
the murder conspiracy, 
, 


Adams owns the car seen at the mur- 


der scene on the night Jayne was shot at 
his 1918 Banbury Ln. home in Inverness. 
Authorities also found several thousand 
dollars in Adams possession upon ques- 
tioning. A finger print from one of those 
bills matches that of a defendant now in 
custody, police say. 


In addition, the .30 caliber rifle used to 


shoot Jayne was found hidden near 
Adams home in Posen, a south Chicago 
suburb.

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Tanks Brought Into Area ... 
Mosquito-Fighters Search Out Ponds 


by PATRICK JOYCE 


Through the long, dry spring, men with 


tanks of mineral oil strapped to their 
backs have been out fighting an unlikely 
enemy — the mosquito. 


While i»'i a bit early for most of us to 


be worrying about the pests, for the men 
of the Northwest Mosquito Abatement 
District, the Job of fighting mosquitoes 
reqires something just short of eternal 
vigilance. 


Donald Oemlck, a district scientist, 


found his first mosquito of the year in a 
puddle of melted snow on St. Patrick's 
Day. And since earlier this month, dis- 
trict crews have been spraying sealed 
mineral oil on ponds and puddles that 
are the breeding grounds for mosquitoes. 


What Oemick found was a mosquito 


larva, an early stage in the development 
of the mosquito, but it is the larva, not 
full grown mosquitoes, that are the 
primary target of the mosquito abate- 
ment district. 


DISTRICT CREWS are most visible 


when they go Into residential areas of the 
Northwest suburbs in the summer to 
spray airborne mosquitoes with in- 
secticides. However, most of their time 
is spent in out-of-the-way places, spray- 
ing mineral seal oil on mosquito breeding 
grounds. 


"The oil coats the water and the larva 


drowns in it, like a human would drown 
in water," according to Wilbur Mitchell, 
director of the mosquito abatement dis- 
trict. The oil does not barm other forms 
of life and it evaporates quickly after 
killing the mosquito larva, Mitchell said. 


In his office at 147 W. Ilintz Rd, 


Wheeling, Mitchell has a map of the dis- 
trict, which stretches from Hanover 
Park on the southwest to Park Ridge on 
the southeast to Wheeling on the north- 
east and Harrington on the northwest. 


The map is dotted with little colored 


areas, each a mosquito breeding ground. 
Beginning in April and continuing 
through the summer and into the fall, 
district work crews make the rounds of 
these areas. 


"THE DRIVERS GO to each spot once 


a week and check for larva," Mitchell 
said. "If they find them, they spray the 
area" 


The crews began making the rounds of 


the breeding grounds in April. Six crews 
are out now and in the summer the dis- 
trict, which has only 10 year-round em- 
ployes, will have enlarged its staff to 40. 


While the spraying of breeding grounds 


continues to be the main Job of the 
crews, some will spray airborne mos- 
quitoes later in the summer, while others 
are busy with the mosquito fish. 


The fish, according to Oemlck, is the

fight against mosquitoes. Oemick, an 
entomologist or scientist who specializes 
in the study of insects, raises the fish in 
a large wading pool in the district head- 
quarters in Wheeling. This summer he 
plans to place 3,000 of them in ponds 
where mosquitoes breed. 


OEMICK IS reluctant to be tto critical 


of other methods of controlling mos- 
quitos, but he said he has seen no evi- 
dence that either purple martins, a bird 
that is supposed to feed on mosquttos, or 
only an aid," said Mitchell. 


The little fish gobbles up larvae which 


float on the water surface but it is not 
effective enough to do the job alone. "It's 
praying mantises are effective. 


"We have a mosquito trap in Palatine 


near where a woman has praying man- 
tises and the number of mosquitoes has 
actually increased," Oemick said. "But 
that may have been because we stopped 
spraying there " 


Ten traps are spotted around the bor- 


ders of the district. They consist of a 
light bulb suspended over a metal cylin- 
der containing a fan. The bulb and fan 
goes on at night. Mosquitoes fly to the 
light and are sucked into the container. 


Oemick studies the insects to deter- 


mine what species are in the area and 
where the m9squitoes are concentrated. 


Since mosquitoes can carry diseases 


such as heartworm, which infects dogs, 
and malaria, Oemick thinks it is impor- 
tant to keep track of them. Although it is 
not a serious problem, Oemlck points out 
that cases of malaria have been reported 
in Cook County. 


HE SPENDS MUCH of his time peer- 


ing at the insects under his microscope 
and raises some in his home. The scien- 
tist even shows a certain affection for

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'Not A Good Enough Package9 
Offer Misses Cost Of Living Rise 


by LEON SHURE 


"This simply is not a good enough 


wage package." 


This was the comment of a spokesman 


for the executive board of the Dist. 207 
Teachers Association, following the exec- 
u t i v e board's unanimous decision 
Wednesday night to recommend rejection 
of the 1971-72 wage package proposal ap- 
proved Monday night by members of the 
Dist. 207 board of education. 


The wage offer does not meet the rise 


in the cost of living and will leave Dist. 
207 in a non-competitive position, the 20 
member executive board decided, the 
spokesman said. 


Board of education spokesmen, in pub- 


lic statements, said this is not true. 


The proposed wage package approved 


unanimously by the school would cost the 
district $453,892 more in 1971-72 than the 
$8,931,700 of the 1970-71 teacher salary 
budget, an approximate 5 per cent in- 
crease. 


THE PROPOSED wage package, de- 


veloped through 10 board-teacher nego- 
tiation meetings, would raise salaries for 
beginning teachers by 2.5 per cent, from 
$8.000 to $8,200, and teachers would re- 
ceive rakes ranging from $533 to $870. 


Proposed teacher salary raises include 


the 2.5 per cent increase of the whole 
salary schedule and the extra money 
teachers receive by having one more 
year of experience, so that the total 
teacher raise is about 5 per cent. 


The 1970-71 teacher salary budget in- 


creased beginning teacher salaries from 
$7.400 to $8,000, a seven per cent in- 
crease, which, with the salary step in- 
crease for a year's experience, gave 
teachers an approximately 11 per cent 
raise, according to Karl Miller, president 
of the teacher's association. 


Dist. 207 is now running at a deficit of 


more than $3 million and board members 
say the "financial crisis" will require a 
tax rate referendum tbis fall. 


Miller said the proposed schedule does 


not "provided reasonable compensation 
in comparison to neighboring districts 
that have already settled." 


EVANSTON TOWNSHIP High School 


district teachers have settled for a start- 
ing s a l a r y of $8,475, Oak Park 
t e a c h e r s have settled $8,500, and 
Deerfield-Highland Park, also $8,500, he 
said. 


During 1970-71, Maine teachers were in 


the bottom half in pay of the 10 surround- 
ing school districts. The Maine school 
district is falling behind further, he said. 


"Without competitive salary, it will be 


difficult to attract capable people," he 
said. 


The teacher's negotiating team mem- 


bers have said they would not support 
any raise less than 6 per cent, Miller 
said. 


The 2.5 per cent raise does not meet 


the estimated 5.9 per cent cost of living 
raise over the last year, according to the 
executive board of the teachers associ- 
ation. 


THE BOARD of education's figure of 


a 5.08 per cent salary increase, includes 
the salary increment, Miller said. 


The executive board feels the district 


has the money to meet the six per cent 
raise requests and that this would not 
put a "severe strain" on the school dis- 
trict. 


William Wuehrman, board of education 


president and head of the board's nego- 
tiating team, told the Herald that the 
teacher association may have violated 
board-teacher procedural agreement on 
negotiations by making public their opin- 
ions prior to the teacher vote. 


He said the board feels that the wage 


proposal would keep Dist. 207 in a com- 
petitive position in hiring teachers. The 
Maine school district had more teacher 
applications last year than any of the 
surrounding 10 districts, he said.

Wuehrmann said. "Even without changes 
in the current salary schedule, the in- 
debtedness will increase for the 1971-72 
school year. Unfortunately it appears 
there will be no significant .increase (if 
any) in financial support from the state 
level. 


"However, the board is striving to 


maintain both a quality staff and pro- 
gram which compares favorably with 
area schools having a significantly high- 
er per pupil tax baxe.

"We are also making every effort to 


increase compensation for professional 
services at a rate equal to the rise in the 
cost of living. 


"We feel the wage proposal we are 


now submitting to the Teachers' Asso- 
ciation acocmplishes these purposes," 
Wuehrmann said. 


District figures indicate that the cost of 


living from 4967 through the 1970-71 
school year rose by 18.2 per cent, while 
starting salary has increased 36.6 per 
cent. 


IN FUTURE ACTIONS concerning 


wage negotiations, Miller said the execu- 
tive board will meet with teachers at the 
four schools before Friday's June 4 vot- 
ing. 


If the teachers reject the wage pack- 


age, the association will not support a 
teacher vote during the summer months, 
the executive board decided. 


The board-teacher association procedu- 


ral agreement indicates that if no 
agreement is reached, three alternatives 
are open: mediation, a fact-finding com- 
mittee, or binding arbitration.

A two-story, $10 million commercial 


center featuring an indoor mall and spe- 
cialty shops is scheduled as the first 
building in the redevelopment of Des 
Plaines' downtown business district. 


The new building will provide 65,000 


square feet of rental space on each floor, 
and a 40,000-square foot air conditioned 
mall, according to Dennis Stevens, archi- 
tect for the Des Plaines Redevelopment 
Association. 


Stevens said the new commercial 


structure will be located in the block 
bounded by the present Ellinwood Street 
alley, Lee Street, Prairie Avenue and 
Center Street. 


Speaking before a noon meeting yester- 


day of the Des Plaines Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry, Stevens said down- 
town merchants will be asked this July 
to make rental commitments for space in 
the new building. 


The facility is planned as the first 


phase of downtown commercial renewal, 
he explained, so merchants now located 
in blocks scheduled for redevelopment 
will be able to move into it and avoid 


any interruptions of their businesses. 


CONSTRUCTION OF THE new center 


is slated to begin in spring of 1972, with a 
completion date sometime in the sum- 
mer of 1973, Stevens said. 


Stevens also told the chamber of com- 


merce redevelopment officials will ask 
the city to purchase a portion of the Chi- 
cago and North Western Railway right 
of way between Lee and Pearson streets. 


That area, plus a portion of what is 


now Ellinwood Street, would be used for 
parking during redevelopment, providing 
space for 125 cars. The move is needed 
to replace parking spaces that would be 
lost during the initial stage of renewal 
downtown, he said. 


Stevens, of Erickson and Stevens, Inc., 


emphasized 
redevelopment 
officials 


"don't want to put anybody out of busi- 
ness" and said they are paying close at- 
tention to the problems of relocating 
businesses in the affected area. 


He also said that to be successful 


downtown renewal will require the par- 
ticipation and commitment of local busi- 
nessmen. "People in the financial world 


believe we're going to have to do what- 
ever we can achieve locally," he said. 


Mayor Herbert Behrel told the cham- 


ber gathering that despite slow progress 
and setbacks in the last five years, down- 
town redevelopment is now at the point 
where a timetable for renewal is being 
drawn up.

"In my opinion, there's only one way 


for Des Plaines to go and that's up," 
said the mayor, referring both to the 
progress of downtown renewal and the 
need downtown for taller, more econom- 
ically feasible buildings. 


JAMES PAROUBEK, president of the 


redevelopment association, also acknowl- 
edged the slow progress in the five years 
since renewal efforts were launched 
here. 


He pointed out, however, that while 


there has been little commercial rebuild- 
ing downtown so far, construction on the 
fringes of the downtown area, completed 
and in progress, now totals $7 million. 


"We believe a very strong reversal will 


take place in the latter part of this year 


and continue throughJ4l975," Paroubek 
said.

He also announced' thatfjredevelopment 


officials have entered the'ifinal stages of 
negotiations with the C&NW for use of 
the railroad's right-of-way air rights in 
the downtown area. 


Paroubek said an all day seminar is 


planned for July to explajjkthe progress 
of the downtown renewal program.'He 
indicated that officials have several sig- 
nificant announcements to,'make at that 
time.

Since 1965 the Army has been the 
agency responsible for the Community 
Counseling Center in Des Plaines, the 
only such center in the Northwest sub- 
urbs which helps families and people 
with professional social workers. 


Social work in the suburbs? 


According to the social workers who 


now staff the Community Counseling 
Center, the suburbs have their own set of 
problems, their own sets of ills which 
only competent, professional skill can 
match. 


WHEN THE present Center was still in 


the planning stages, investigators found 
that marital problems ranked first in im- 
portance among troubled families, child 
guidance was the second problem, per- 
sonality adjustment was the third and 
problems of adolescence was the fourth 
problem of troubled families. 


Other families were seeking help in fi- 


nancial assistance, alcoholism, vocation- 
al guidance and advice about health.

homemakers told of her situation to a 
group of clergymen. 


The woman had been hospitalized for 


18 weeks with severe depression. "I 
couldn't talk.

a hospital. Atfer the baby was born, the 
Community' Center placed an experi- 
enced homemaker with the woman and 
her children daily. Later, the woman 
said flatly that the service provided by 
the Center was the crucial difference to- 
ward her recovery. 


One month ago tomorrow, the Center 


publicly launched a desperate drive for 
additional funds for its continuation in 
the Northwest suburbs. 


the Center were asked to return to their 
congregations with a plea for contribu- 
tions from church budgets. 


THE CENTER'S search for help is 


based on its severe financial crisis which 
grew out of the recent freeze on the allo- 
cation of all township funds, and the gen- 
eral state of the national economy. 


"I don't know of any charitable in- 


stitutions which are not desperate for 
funds," said Miss Mary Young, Devel- 
opment Director of the Salvation Army's 
Suburban Project. 


"It may have been worse in the Depr- 


ession but I don't think so, because the 
feeling was different and there at least 
was the attitude that people were pulling 
together." 


get through anything." To Miss Young, 
getting through means raising about 
$15,000 to keep the Center alive for an 
additional year. That figure would allow 
the Center to continue servicing the 
whole Northwest suburban area without 
cutting back on part-time, semi-profes- 
sional or professional help. 


Anticipated growth of the suburban 


communities now served by the Center 
shows a continuous need for more family 
counseling, according to social workers. 
The Community Counseling Center treats 


virtually every family or individual who 
seeks help. 


If a person cannot be helped at the 


Center, he is referred to various other 
agencies which specialize in particular 
areas of concern. 


The Center does not serve just indigent 


families of the suburbs. Families and in- 
dividuals are asked to contribute to the 
costs of the service. No one is turned 
away.. .but a person does not have to be 
on welfare to receive the aid of the coun- 
seling center.

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A small campsite sat nestled in the 


trees and bushes near a small open field 
and swamp. A lean-to and sleeping bag, 
several books, and a campfire were the 
only signs of civilization. 


It sounds much like a scene from the 


1840s which prompted the poet-essayist 
Henry David Thoreau to write "Walden's 
Pond." The naturalist's book was a criti- 
cism of the materialism of the social or- 
der based on his experiences from living 


at the pond in Concord, Mass., for two 
years. 


This campsite, though, was located in 


Busse Woods in Ned Brown Forest Pre- 
serve near Arlington Heights Road in 
Elk Grove Township. The lane camper 
was Kris Borgias, 17, a student at Elk 
Grove High School. 


Borgias lived at the site in the sun, 


wind, and rain for five chilly days this 
week, experiencing the same exuberance 


with nature that Thoreau did more than 
100 years ago. 


HE WROTE some poetry while there, 


sitting under the lean-to and listening to 
the birds in the early morning sun, very 
much like Thoreau must have done. Now 
that the experience is over he plans to 
write a journal, perhaps much like 
Thoreau's. 


And although he gives Thoreau credit 


for the idea of leaving civilization and 


Maryville School Is A 'Dead Issue' 


A proposal calling for the state to build 


a school to accommodate dependent chil- 
dren living at Maryville Academy in Des 
Plaines is a dead issue, according to 
Dlst. 26 Supt. Winston Harwood. 


There are new people in the district, 


and in the state offices that will have to 
start all over again (to resolve the Mary- 
vllle situation)," said Harwood, who will 
retire this summer. 


One year ago, Harwood. in behalf of 


the district, submitted a bill to the legis- 
lature which would have permitted Sie 
Illinois School 
Building Commission 


(ISBC) to finance construction of addi- 
tional classrooms for wards of the state 
on a priority basis. After the bill was 
defeated by a House committee, Har- 
wood and the bill's sponsor, Rep. Eu- 
gene Schltckman (R-Arlington Heights) 
decided to kill the bill. 


Since Catholic Chartities announced it 


could no longer afford to educate the 
Maryville children in 1968, the more than 


300 children 
have attended district 


schools. The district is reimbursed 100 
per cent by the state for all tuition costs 
incurred in educating the dependent chil- 
dren. 


Approximately 125 Maryville children 


are attending district schools outside of 
the academy while ISO are attending the 
district's River Road School in the 
academy. According to school officials 
the children at the River Road School 
require more individualized attention. 


THE INDIVIDUALIZED attention at 


River Road School includes an "intake" 
class and a behavior modification pro- 
gram. The intake class is used to test and 
place children. The program publicly re- 
wards children who behave well by giv- 
ing them points which may be exchanged 
to buy supplies and toys in a "school 
store." 


The arrangement for the Maryville 


children is a "good one," according to 
Harwood. But is is not ideal. It has been 


Teachers Council Moves 
To Endorse The Referendum 


A resolution supporting the Elk Grove 


township Elementary School Dist. 59 ref- 
erendum June 12 was passed by the Dist. 
59 Teachers Council Executive Board. 


Before proposing the resolution Tues- 


day Robert Beaupre, council president, 
said the teachers had discussed the ref- 
erendum at length earlier and were go- 
ing "to back the referendum 100 per 
cent." 


The referendum is for a 21-cent tax in- 


crease In the education fund and a 6-ccnt 
Increase In the building fund. If the ref- 
erendum Is approved It will provide just 
enough revenue to meet the proposed 
budget for the 1971-72 school year, ac- 
cording to school officials. 


The additional revenue Is needed to 


maintain the present education level in 
the district, officials have said. 


The budget Includes no new programs 


or expansion other than accommodations 
for an estimated 400 more students than 
the It.SOS in the district this year. 


The district has 20 schools In portions 


of Elk Grove Village. Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect and Des Plaines. 


Final Concert Set 


Maine North High School will conduct 


its final band concert of the school year 
at 8 p.m tonight In the school, 9511 Har- 
rison St.. Des Plaines. 


Musical selections will be played in the 


intermediate, cadet and concert bands. 


The budget includes pay increments for 


the 527 teachers and funds for an addi- 
tional 24 teachers to accommodate the 
expected increase in enrollment. How- 
ever it does not include any cost of liv- 
ing increase for teachers, which is pres- 
ently being negotiated by the teachers 
council with the board of education. 


Beaupre said that despite the fact that 


the referendum included nothing for in- 
creased teachers salaries, the teachers 
felt it was necessary to have the referen- 
dum approved to provide a "quality edu- 
cation."

He said the teachers would not work 


actively to "put pressure on the public" 
to approve the tax increase. 


The Teachers Council, in conjunction 


with the newly formed Educators for Po- 
litical Action group, will be campaigning 
for the referendum by contacting educa- 
tors living in the district and seeking 
their support. Beaupre estimated that 
there are about 1,000 educators living in 
the district. He said he feels the educa- 
tional quality of the district affects more 
than the children in the schools and their 
parents. 


He said, "I feel the referendum is im- 


portant to everyone," saying that if it 
failed people would lose their jobs in the 
district and the property values in the 
area would go down. 


The Teachers Council in the past has 


not passed any resolutions either sup- 
porting or opposing a district referen- 
dum.

the hope of Harwood and some school 
board members to integrate all of the 
Maryville children into district schools 
outside of the academy. "This is my phi- 
losophy," said Harwood, "but new dis- 
trict personnel may feel differently." 


"I believe you can't house all of the 


Maryville children who you feel don't fit 
into the regular district education pro- 
gram by themselves in a single building. 
One of the outcomes of the district edu- 
cating these children should be that they 
are benefited by association with other 
children." 


To accomplish these goals, Harwood 


proposed that the children be isolated in 
one or two classrooms in each of the 
regular schools. "They would be in a self 
contained room for their regular class 
work, yet they would be with the other 
children in music and physical education 
classes and during lunch and playground 
activities." 


If all of the River Road School children 


were integrated into the regular schools, 
the district would need more classrooms 
or a new school. 


HARWOOD THEORIZED that his pro- 


posal was turned down because the 
"state is pressed for funds, and our situ- 
ation is tolerable." 


The situation may worsen, however, 


because the River Road School is an old 
facility and does not meet the require- 
ments of the Illinois Life Safety Code. 
When the district took charge of the 
Maryville children's education, the state 
gave the district five years to bring the 
River Road School up to the code. 


Harwood predicted that the state will 


extend the time in which the district 
must upgrade River Road School, ad- 
ding, "where else can we put the chil- 
dren?" 


Harwood recently made a trip to 


Springfield to discuss the Maryville situ- 
ation. "We discussed a bookkeeping 
procedure concerning the $5,000 rent we

He says he has 
loved camping since he was five years 
old. 


W H E N S T U D E N T S in Richard 


Calisch's American studies class were 
asked to do a special project for the Eng- 
lish course, he combined camping with 
the fine arts. After studying Thoreau ear- 
lier in the year, Kris decided to imitate 
the man for his project. 


A coordinator of the high school's 


ecology club, Kris also is an active mem- 
ber of the singing group, the "Folk." 
Formerly known as "The Holy Con- 
spirators" and "The Brothers and Sis- 
ters." The group of teenagers performs a 
guitar Mass for Queen of the Rosary 
Catholic Church in Elk Grove Village 
and other engagements hi the area. 


His friends from the group and others 


came to visit him while he stayed in the 
preserve. Although his experience con- 
firmed his commitment to the out- 
doors, Kris said it was great to see 
people once in a while. 


"When you are away from them like 


that it makes you appreciate them more, 
he said. "You get thirsty for seeing a 
person." 


Nonetheless he had plenty of time to 


be alone, doing some reading, writing 
and thinking. 


"You'd think you'd run out of things to 


do but you're busy, getting wood or 
cleaning up," he said. 


Kris cooked his food while in the 


woods, eating eggs, smokie links, pan- 
cakes and canned foods. 


His future plans include attending col- 


lege (he's a junior in high school) and 
becoming a forester. When he does, he 
foresees living outdoors quite often. 


Meanwhile, he said, "I'm glad to get 


home and sleep in a bed."

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Compulsive Gamblers Share Hopes, Strengths

"I'm Herm and I'm a compulsive 


gambler." 


"Hi. Herm," answer the other com- 


pulsive gamblers who gather weekly at 
Gamblers Anonymous (GA; to share 
their experiences, strenghts and hopes to 
help solve their common problem. 


Herm has been attending GA meetings 


for nine week*. "I figure I'm clean since 
the day Arlington Park opened this year. 
I used to go three and four times a week 
to the track. I could leave the track with 
$5,000, but the money would go into a 
separate account ray wife didn't know 
about. I never paid the loan companies 
with it." he said. 


Since coming to GA he can stay away 


from the track, he's eliminating his debts 
and his ulcer no longer bothers him, 
Herm said. 


GA has a single requirement for mem- 


bership: the desire to stop gambling. 
There are no dues or fees and it is not 
allied with any sect, denomination, poli- 
'tlcs, organization or institution. Started 
in Los Angeles in 19S7, GA now has about 
ISO chapters throughout the United 
States, Canada, Great Britain and Aus- 
tralia with more than 5,000 members. 


GA estimates there are more than 6 


million compulsive gamblers in the 


• United States, The organization, pat- 
terned after Alcoholics Anonymous, re- 
gards compulsive gambling as an illness, 
progressive in its nature, which can nev- 
er be cured, but arrested. 


The GA concept is that the compulsive 


gambler is a sick person who can recov- 
er if he will follow to the best of his abili- 
ty, a simple 12-point recovery program. 


Valuation Jumps 
In 2 Districts 


High School Dists. 211 and 214 have 


both experienced increases in their total 
assessed valuation this year, statistics 
released from the Conk County clerk's 
office show.

secure. Since I came to GA 17 months 
ago, it's a new life all the way around. 
It's real living now." 


Bill, a member for only two months, 


said he'd been gambling since he was 14. 
His debts now total $300,000 and there 
were once 84 subpoenas issued against 
him. He has a degree in finance, but his 
gambling reduced him to being a profes- 
sional thief. He said he's trying to solve 
his problems now and has his first legiti- 
mate job since 1968, thanks to GA. 


John said he'd been a gambler for 30 


or 35 years. "I worked two jobs, some- 
times three, for about 12 years to keep 
going," he said. He said he'd been to 
psychiatrists, counselors and priests for 
help, but couldn't stop until he came to 
GA. 


John said he stopped coming to GA a 


while back because he thought his addic- 
tion had ended. He thought he could con- 


trol his gambling. He.said he'd been 
working overtime to accumulate money 
to pay bills. But when he collected his 
checks, instead of paving the bills, he 
gambled and lost it all. 


"I couldn't drive my car to work today 


because I have no money for gas. My 12- 
year-old son has a paper route and he 
gave me the money to come here 
tonight," John said. He vowed he'd be 
back next week. 


Steve is 24 and Tuesday was his first 


GA meeting. He said his parents aren't 
speaking to him, his wife is ready to 
leave him. "I got $800 income tax refund 
and went to Vegas as soon as I could. 
That's when my mother called GA." 


Joel had been coming to GA for eight 


months. "I think about gambling every 
day. I want to, but I can't handle it. I've 
been gambling for 21 years. Regardless 
of what I must do, I'll combat it." 


Not all the GA members are money 
losers. Ray, a GA member for one year, 
said, "I can't remember the last time I 
lost in poker. It was probably nine years 
ago. I never had to go in debt." 


He told of winning $28,000 in a gin 


game and being unhappy with himself 
for not making the stakes higher. "There 
are a lot of things you can lose besides 
money," he said, alluding to family dis- 
cord. 


Another member said he was not in 


debt. "I came here because I was tired 
of wasting time. Gambling is a big waste 
of time. You can never win enough. The 
most painful part of it is that people re- 
spond to the problem, but not to your 
feelings. I have great fears for the fu- 
ture. What's going to replace my gam- 
bling. It could be worse," he said.

SUBURBAN LIVING 


by ELEANOR RIVES 


When visitors to an art fair exclaim, 


"Wow' What a relief!", chances are they 
are viewing the creations of artist Kurt 
Mager. 


Mager's works in brass relief are 


eloquent in their simplicity, dynamic and 
forceful, thoroughly contemporary in 
their ancientness. He has a rare com- 
bination of abilities: the talent of a fine 
artist and the craftsmanship of a prac- 
tical technician who knows how to deal 
with metal. 


Mager utilizes only the most unso- 


phisticated of materials — brass, stone 
and wood — yet their variations are tre- 
mendous. In his hands, brass strips take 
on form, come to life. The rhythm and 
forcefubiess of his design is all Mager. 


Each finished piece is made entirely of 


brass strips standing in relief on a slate 
or wood background. "Wood is a happy 
marriage between the art and the 
frame," he said. "Like what a good 
dress can do for a lady." 


FOR SUBJECT matter, he turns to 


prehistoric cave drawings, to medieval 
history, to epic religious scenes. 


Kurt Mager (pronounced "Mahgger") 


came to the United States with his wife, 
Sofie, from the Black Forest of Germany 
in 1955. In 1962 they settled in Des 
Plaines. They have three children: 
Chris, 13; Monica Dee, 11; and Stefanie 
Anne, 9. As his profession, Mager illus- 
trates technical write-ups for a German 
machine manufacturer. 


Although he did not begin brass relief 


work until 1963, he has always enjoyed 
working with metal, particularly brass. 
He began making brass frames for cof- 
fee tables, experimenting with the idea 
of inlays in brass. But lack of tools and 
equipment discouraged him. 


HE BEGAN BRASS relief as an art 


form, using a simple design, a stone age 
cave drawing of a prehistoric bison. For 
a while it hung in his living room. Then 
he gave it away. Then another. And still 
others. All to friends. 


Mager began working with more com- 


plex designs, but still utilized cave draw- 
ing type sketches. 


"I love the simplicity of their design," 


he said. "Some are so perfect, so modern 
and contemporary — they should not be 
modified in any way." 


His "Early Egyptian Dancing Girls" 


was a present to his wife. "She gave me 
a girl, I gave her this," he said, pointing 
to the wall. 


RECENTLY HE ventured into a field 


of greater magnitude: large, elaborate 
brass relief pieces for executive offices 
and conference rooms. One such piece is 
displayed in the Atlantis Airlines office 
in the John Hancock Building. He is cur- 
rently working on two other pieces, and 
eager to start a third — a dynamic de- 
piction of two knights dueling in tourna- 
ment. 


His most difficult piece was his rendi- 


tion of Columbus' ship, the "Santa 
Maria." He spent between 80 and 90 
hours completing it. But the one he en- 
joyed doing most was the simplest, "The 
Crucifixion." 


When Mager begins a new work of art, 


he researches his subject in many books, 
usually sketches the design himself, 
sometimes uses the help of Another art- 
ist. 


"THEN I MUST 'think brass'," he 


said. "What fines must be removed? 
Modified? What will be free-standing? 
Where will the invisible connections be?" 


If, for example he is depicting a horse, 


every bone and muscle must be ex- 
pressed in small simple lines. 


When he is satisfied with the design, he 


has ft blown up to various sizes photo- 
graphically to choose the most suitable. 
Then he decides which of two brass strip 
widths he will use. Seldom does he use 
more than one width in one relief. 


His tools and equipment are simple: 


pliers of all sizes and kinds, a vise, a 
file, a propane gas torch for soldering, a 
pan of water. 


USING THE approved design as a 


guide, Mager follows the fines with a 
small section of brass stripping, clipping 
it off at each break in the line, and shap- 
ing it with pliers and vise. When he has 
three shaped strips, he solders them to- 
gether with silver wire and the blow- 
torch. He continues this method until the 
lines of the entire design have been cov- 
ered and all continuous lines soldered to- 
gether into one piece. Then both contin- 
uous pieces and free standing pieces 
must be equipped with obscure metal 
hooks which will attach the design to the 
wood or slate background. 


A rugged frame by Randall Voelker of 


Algonquin completes the work of art. 
"He has a way of blending the frame to 
the subject and background with remark- 
able effect," stated Mager. 


Kurt Mager belongs to both the Des 


Plaines and Mount Prospect Art 
Leagues, has exhibited in art fairs, li- 
braries and hospitals. His month-long ex- 
hibit in Northwest Community Hospital 
last year was most successful. His works 
range in price from the simplest, the 
small bison, at $65, to the more complex 
pieces such as the "Santa Maria" at $280 
to the larger, more expensive and elabo- 
rate works for business offices. 


FOLLOWING CLOSELY behind his fa- 


ther, young Chris Mager, a junior high 
student, has created a few small pieces, 
beautiful in their simplicity, such as his 
rendition of Christ bearing the cross. He 
has his own workbench, his own tools. 
Mostly he turns out peace symbols and 
pendants, attractive and original both in 
design and in their use of brass. The de- 
signs are his own. The letters of "Love," 
"Peace," "Truth," for example, are sty- 
lized to fit into an oval or circle, with 
striking effect. 


Will he go into this field? "I'll probably 


take it up," he said. "But it takes so 
much time, I'm going into art in high

Ruminations while peeking over newly- 


planted vegetable gardens: 


Let milk cartons water your plants. 


Punch a small hole on each of the four 
sides of a one-gallon milk carton, close to 
the bottom. Bury the container between 
the peppers or tomatoes (or whatever) 
with just the neck protruding. 


Fill the jug with a garden hose twice a 


week and provide the root systems with 
plenty of water. This method is more ex- 
pedient than attempting to soak the 
ground for long periods in order to reach 
the roots. 


Plant rows north and south to get best 


benefit of sun and help prevent shading 
of smaller plants by larger ones. 


Leave plenty of room for tomatoes, as 


well as pumpkins, squash, cucumbers, 
melons and other vine crops. 


YOU'LL GET higher quality garden 


vegetables if you don't let weeds com- 
pete for moisture, nutrients, water and 
light. Severe competition from weeds 
may result in low quality vegetables. 
Growth stress causes fiber to develop in 
such vegetables as lettuce, beans, chard 
and spinach — all grown for their imma- 
ture plant parts. 


Mulching or smothering weeds is the 


best control method. Mulching prevents 
light from reaching the weed seedlings 
and ultimately results in the death of 
weeds. A cheap mulch is wet newspapers 
or paper rolls held down with grass clip- 
pings. 


An additional point in favor of mulch- 


ing is that weed control lasts longer than 
when weeds are removed by cultivation. 
Mulching also conserves moisture, stabi- 
lizes soil temperatures, and keeps clean 
the above-ground edible plant parts, thus 
preventing disease. 


IF YOU SPADE or plow your garden 


when the soil is wet, you may have prob- 
lems all season long. Soil that is too wet 
when you work it will become cloddy and 
that can mean limited root development 
in your garden crops. If the soil breaks 
and crumbles easily when you form a 
soil ball in your hands, the soil is dry 
enough. If it sticks to the hoe, rake or 
shovel, it's too wet to work.

No item in the antique world is so mis- 


understood as cut glass and its many 
near relatives and copies. Often a dear 
soul will show me her prized "cut glass 
creamer and sugar or fruit bowl which 
belonged to her mother, and whicn is 
still perfectly good except for a few nicks 
and chips around the edges. "How much 
is it worth?" she asks. "I saw one just 
like it at the antique show for — " and 
she names a high price. 


This is where I search my brain for a 


combination of tact and honesty, usually 
a painful combination. If I tell her the 
truth, that it isn't really cut glass at all, 
and that even if it were, it has almost no 
value due to the poor condition, she will 
be hurt, or worse, suspicious. If I tell her 
it's very nice and a valuable collectible, 
I deceive her. 


The process of cutting heavy lead crys- 


tal glass with a rotating abrasive wheel 
has been known for centuries, but it was 
in America for a very short period 
( w h i c h can almost be pinpointed 
from the years 1880-1914) that the best, 
most artistic, fiery and heavy cut glass 
was made, and which is valuable today. 
It was known as the Brilliant Period. 
Cutters were genuine artists and were 
lured and sought from company to com- 
pany for their skill. 


What many people call cut glass is a 


lesser imitation, in which the pattern is 
pressed into the molten glass, to be fin- 
ished by hand, a much cheaper process. 
Some are etched with acid, or a com- 
bination of cutting, pressing and etching. 
Good cut glass was never cheap, but the 
imitations were sold in hardware and 
"dime" stores for very little. 


Brilliance in good cut glass is caused 


by the content of the lead, as well as the 


final hand polishing, with pumice or a 
wood wheel to give sparkle. Its many 
faceted surfaces break up the light like 
the facets on a diamond. Any good old 
cut glass contains 35 per cent to 45 per 
cent lead. Therefore, it is very heavy, 
and a pressed piece or a newer reproduc- 
tion will not be so heavy. Some larger 
fine Brilliant Period pieces are as much 
as a half inch thick on'the uncut sur- 
faces. It was very susceptible to nicks 
and flakes, and even changes in tem- 
perature would cause it to crack. 


Prices- are determined by whether a 


piece is "signed" (bears the maker's 
trademark, which was made by pressing 
a rubber stamp down on a pad saturated 
with a special-acid formula, then trans- 
ferred to the glass, where it left a semi- 
permanent grayish mark.) A signed 
piece may bring double an unsigned one 
since it can be positively identified with 
the period. Pattern is important, too. Or- 
dinary designs such as pinwheel, hobstar 
and pineapple are not so desirable as 
strawberry, geometries and the famous 
"Russian cut" which looks like Daisy 
and Button. A piece with a flat cosmos- • 
like flower acid-etched, even though it 
may have some cutting, is common. 


As with any collectible, 
educated 


fingers and eyes are a requisite, and-this 
can be accomplished by visiting shops, 
shows and collections. The Corning Glass 
Museum at Corning, N. Y., or the Toledo 
Museum of Glass, Toledo, Ohio, are two 
places to put on your itinerary if your 
summer vacation includes those areas.

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Man Is Battling The Summer Enemy-The Mosquito 


by PATRICK JOYCE 


Through the long, dry spring, men with 


tanks of mineral oil strapped to their 
backs have been out fighting an unlikely 
enemy — the mosquito. 


While It's a bit early for most of us to 


be worrying about the pests, for the men 
of the Northwest Mosquito Abatement 
District, the job of fighting mosquitoes 
reqires something just short of eternal 
vigilance. 


Donald Oemick, a district scientist, 


found his first mosquito of the year in a 
puddle of melted snow on St. Patrick's 
Day. And since earlier this month, dis- 
trict crews have been spraying sealed 
mineral oil on ponds and puddles that 
are the breeding grounds for mosquitoes. 


What Oemick found was a mosquito 


larva, an early stage in the development 
of the mosquito, but it is the larva, not 
full grown mosquitoes, that are the 
primary target of the mosquito abate- 
ment district. 


DISTRICT CREWS are most visible 


when they go Into residential areas of the 
Northwest suburbs in the summer to 
spray airborne mosquitoes with in- 
secticides. However, most of their time 
is spent In out-of-the-way places, spray- 
ing mineral seal oil on mosquito breeding 
grounds. 


"The oil coats the water and the larva 


drowns in It, like a human would drown 


in water," according to Wilbur Mitchell, 
director of the mosquito abatement dis- 
trict. The oil does not harm other forms 
of life and it evaporates quickly after 
lulling the mosquito larva, Mitchell said. 


In his office at 147 W. Hintz Rd., 


Wheeling. Mitchell has a map of the dis- 
trict, which stretches from 
Hanover 


Park on the southwest to Park Ridge on 
the southeast to Wheeling on the north- 
east and Harrington on the northwest. 


The map is dotted with little colored 


areas, each a mosquito breeding ground. 
Beginning 
in 
April 
and 
continuing 


through the summer and into the fall, 
district work crews make the rounds of 
these areas. 


"THE DRIVERS GO to each spot once 


a week and check for larva," Mitchell 
said. "If they find them, they spray the 
area." 


The crews began making the rounds of 


the breeding grounds in April. Six crews 
are out now and in the summer the dis- 
trict, which has only 10 year-round em- 
ployes, will have enlarged its staff to 40. 


While the spraying of breeding grounds 


continues to be the main job of the 
crews, some will spray airborne mos- 
quitoes later in the summer, while others 
are busy with the mosquito fish. 


The fish, according to Oemick, is the 


"only effective biological agent" in the 
fight against mosquitoes. Oemick, an 
entomologist or scientist who specializes 


in the study of insects, raises the fish in 
a large wading pool in the district head- 
quarters in Wheeling. This summer he 
plans to place 3,000 of them in ponds 
where mosquitoes breed. 


OEMICK IS reluctant to be tto critical 


of other methods of controlling mos- 
quitos, but he said he has seen no evi- 
dence that either purple martins, a bird 
that is supposed to feed on mosquitos, or 
only an aid," said Mitchell. 


The little fish gobbles up larvae which 


float on the water surface but it is not 
effective enough to do the job alone.'"It's 
praying mantises are effective. 


"We have a mosquito trap in Palatine 


near where a woman has praying man- 
tises and the number of mosquitoes has 
actually increased," Oemick said. "But 
that may have been because we stopped 
spraying there." 


Ten traps are spotted around the bor- 


ders of the district. They consist of a 
light bulb suspended over a metal cylin- 
der containing a fan. The bulb and fan 
goes on at night. Mosquitoes fly to the 
light and are sucked into the container. 


Oemick studies the insects to deter- 


mine what species are in the area and 
where the m9squitoes are concentrated. 


Since mosquitoes can carry diseases 


such as heartworm, which infects dogs, 
and malaria, Oemick thinks it is impor- 
tant to keep track of them. Although it is

not a serious problem, Oemick points out 
that cases of malaria have been reported 
in Cook County. 


HE SPENDS MUCH of his time peer- 


ing at the insects under his microscope 
and raises some in his home. The scien- 
tist even shows a certain affection for 
the insects, even though he agrees that 
they are a nuisance. 


He is quick to ask visitors to look into 


his miscroscope at one species "a beau- 
tiful mosquito" that looks like it has tiny 
jewels on its body. 


Abatement Dist. Can't Spray Within Village Limits 


The Northwest Mosquito Abatement 


District will be prohibited from spraying 
Schaumburg, but will be permitted to 
conduct other methods of control in- 
cluding larvacide. 


Terms of an ordinance, modeled on 


that recently adopted in Palatine, ban 
the mosquito spraying previously con- 
ducted at regular intervals and impose a 


maximum $500 fine for each offense. 


Separate fines are also imposed by the 


ordinance for each additional day the 
abatement district conducts spraying. 


Although amended from its original 


draft, the ordinance limits only the mos- 
quito abatement district from spraying 
or fogging their property.

A series of minor bombings in Arling- 


ton Heights over the past 6 weeks was 
solved 
by Arlington Heights 
Police 


Wednesday night with the apprehension 
of three juveniles. 


The names of the juveniles, boys aged 


14 and 15, are being withheld because of 
their age. 


Two other juveniles, including a 15- 


year-old girl, were said to have knowl- 
edge of the bombings, but were not be- 
lieved to have participated. They were 
also released. 


L. W. Calderwood, police chief, said no 


decision has been made yet regarding 
possible charges against the youths. 


Calderwood said the youths are be- 


lieved to be responsible for 13 explosions. 


Det. Rodney Kath, poGce juvenile offi- 


cer, said the boys started the series of 
explosions by making Hi-inch bombs in 
sections of conduit pipe. 


POLICE REQUESTED the source of 


the explosive powder not be made public 
because they feared disclosure might en- 
courage further experimentation. The 
pipe used reportedly was gathered by 
rummaging through refuse piled along 
village streets during Clean Up Week. 


Kath said the first bombs were set off 


between homes in the neighborhood and 
at Pioneer Park, 


The first incident reported to police oc- 


curred at the home of Richard Schenck, 
412 S. Patton Ave.. April 14. 


Schenck reported finding a 5-inch black 


powder bomb on the handle of his garage 
door that day. Police said the fuse to the 
bomb had been lit, but had gone out be- 
fore reaching the powder. 


The most serious incident occurred 


May IS at the home of Joseph Calderone, 
320 N. Patton Ave. 


Pi ice said a bomb placed on a win- 


dowslll at the rear of the home exploded, 
blowing pieces of glass, window sill and 
interior trim into the home. No one was 
Injured in the blast. An air conditioner in 


the window was also said to be damaged. 
Calderone told police other explosions 
had occurred near his home May 7 and 
May 13 


POLICE SAID THE Calderone home 


was apparently picked by the youths be- 
cause of personal differences with Calde- 
rone's children, 


Also chosen as a prime target for the 


bombings was the home of Tom Wal- 
thouse, a coach and physical education 
instructor at Arlington High School. 


Walthouse told police his home at 226 


S. Reuter Dr., was the scene of bombings 
May 17 and May 24. He said the latter 
incident caused the bark to be blown out 
of the crotch of a tree of his property. He 
said he found a 4-inch section of pipe fol- 
lowing the explosion. 


Police said they pieced together the 


story in interviews with the five youths.

Describing these products as contain- 


ing a "derivative of nerve gas," Larsen 
cited extreme dangers when the strips 
are hung in homes and indicated he will 
bring back some suggestions to limit 
the sale of noxious type substances in 
Schaumburg.

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Officials Concerned About Even One Dropout 
Dropout Rate At Maine High Schools Low 


student disenchantment with - 


the nation's school structure continues to 
rise, studies show that the dropout rate 
in Maine Township high school Dist. 207 
remains low. A recently completed sur- 
vey indicates that only 3 per cent of 
Maine students withdrew from school 
last year compared to a national dropout 
rate of 30 per cent. In Illinois the overall 
dropout rate is 25 per cent. 


A study by Merlin Schultz, coordinator 


of pupil personnel services for Dist. 207, 
shows that during the 1969-70 school year 
328 of the 10.579 students attending the 
four Maine high schools dropped out of 
school. This 3 per cent rate, the study 
hows, while low, is a slight increase over 
the district's dropout rate of 2.8 per cent 
for the previous year, and a 1964-65 rate 
of 2 per cent. 


Maine East High School's enrollment 


last year was 3,910 with 132 students 
withdrawing. At Maine West, the total 
enrollment was 3,375, with 119 students 
classified as dropouts. At Maine South, 
the total enrollment was 3,294 with 77 
withdrawing. Of the total number, 143 
dropouts were girls and 185 were boys. 
There were 114 seniors. 112 juniors, 77 
sohpomores, and 25 freshmen among the 
dropouts. 


THE MAJORITY OF Maine students 


dropping out of school said lack of inter- 
est and failure to adjust to the high 
school were their primary reasons for 
leaving. Many also said the general so- 
cial unrest of the country had an unsettl- 
ing effect on them, making them less in- 
terested in remaining in school until 
• graduation. 


Daniel Schrieber. director of the Nat- 


tional Education Association (NEA) proj- 
ect on dropouts. lists many other reasons 
why students leave school, such as read- 
Ing retardation, grade retention, subject 
failure, low intelligence, crowded schools 
and poor self-image. 


AN ENCOURAGING FACT brought out 


by the Dist. 207 survey showed that 
about one-third of the Maine students 
who quit school subsequently reentered 
high school or completed graduation re- 
quirements, Eighty of last year's 328 
dropouts returned to one of the Maine 
high schools this year (about 40 later 
dropped out again). 18 entered another 
high school system, and 21 graduated in 
summer school or through correspond- 
ence courses. Another 24 of the 328 drop- 
outs are involved in some type of educa- 
tion, and are going to trade schools, 
vocational high schools or are taking cor- 
respondence courses. Of the remainder, 
25 have entered the military services, 28 
girls married, four students are ill,"more 
than 100 are employed full-time, eight 
are working on a part-time basis and 24 
are unemployed. 


Although the dropout rate in Dist. 207 


is low compared with national levels, the 
school board, administration, counselors 
and teachers consider it a matter of con- 
cern that the number of young people 
leaving the Maine high schools before 
graduation is rising slowly. 


Richard Short, Dist. Supt., recently de- 


scribed the dropout situation as "social 
dynamite." He stated that, "Not only do 
the individuals lose when they quit high 
school, but our country is the worse for 
it. If our country is to have the necessary 
talent available to surmount the many 
economic, social and political problems 
besetting us, it wilt require the max- 
imum participation in the education pro- 
cess on the part of all citizens." 


RALPH FROST, assistant superintend- 


ent, sai'cl. "We, as professional educators 
and American citizens, cannot console 
ourselves with Maine's low dropout rate. 
Even one dropout concerns us and we 
cannot forsake our obligation to make 
every effort to contact the dropout and 
urge him to continue his schooling. 
Through our counseling staffs we at-

from school. At a later date the coun- 
selor contacts the student and encour- 
ages him to continue his formal educa- 
tion. The school' administration works 
closely with high school correspondence 
schools to assist any student who is

forced to leave school temporarily keep 
up with his Studies and credits. The 
Maine Township High Schools' 'Adult 
Evening School Program is utilized by 
many dropouts to secure the necessary 
credits for a high school diploma. 


ACCORDING TO Schultz, there is ade- 


quate evidence to support the fact that 
'potential dropouts can be spotted in ele- 
mentary school. "Danger signals that 
parents might look 'for are persistent 
mischief-making, the necessity of a stu- 
dent repeating a grade, a marked decline 
in the quality of work after reaching high 
school, constant demand for too much at- 


tention, and a continual 'picked on' feel- 
ing," he said. Schultz suggested that so- 
lutions to the vexing dropout problem lie 
in parent and teacher encouragement of 
young people; school help in career plan- 
ning; close association with school coun- 
selors; school assistance in vocational 
placement, and in the promotion of coop- 
erative work-study education programs. 


Clyde Watson, principal at Maine 


South High School, feels that the in- 


fluence of a teacher cannot be under- 
estimated. In speaking of the dropout 
problem, Watson said, "The holding pow- 
er of a high school is closely identified 
with the quality of the teaching staff. 
Here in the Maine high schools each 
member of our faculty has been care- 
fully chosen not only for a high degree of 
competency in his own field, but also for 
a real understanding and concern for the 
needs and desires of our young people."

Indianapolis 500 could not have been cho- 
sen. 


For the first time since 1950 the Me- 


morial Day activities from the Old Brick- 
yard will be brought to the living rooms 
of millions of Americans via the magic 
of television, 


And with all of the speed gathered in 


this year's race and with its long list of 
excellent drivers, this year's Indy 500 
could he the best of them all. 


Acliiflly. the race will not be held on 


Memorial Day this year, but, instead, on 
Saturdiiy. The race will not be carried 
live nti television but will be shown on 
video-tape replay Saturday night at 7:30 
Chicago time on WLS-TV (Channel 7). 


"This is a very interesting venture that 


ABC sports has undertaken," said Chan- 
nel 7 sports director Bill Frink. "This 
will be the first time that an auto race 
will be shown in prime time and it will 
be interesting 10 see what kind of ratings 
we will get. 


"If the ratings are high it would show 


how much interest there is in auto racing 
and It could be the start of something. If 
we do well in the ratings, I'm quite sure 
we would have the Indy 500 on again 
next year and other prime time racing 
as well." 


The Indianapolis 500 itself runs close to 


three hours but ABC sports plans to edit 
its video-tape replay to two hours from 
'•30p.m. tn 9:30 p.m. 


"ABC plans to show the highlights of 


the race." Frink said, "Actually, three 
hours, especially in prime time, would 
run a bit loo long for the average viewer 
and might become boring."

Randall, St. John Top Area Hopes 
In State Track And Field Feature 


Maine East's Rick Randall and Maine 


West's Jack St. John are expected to be 
the area's featured performers today and 
tomorrow in the state track and field 
championships at the University of Illi- 
nois' Memorial Stadium. 


Randall recorded the best district mile 


of 4:13.9 and will run in the preliminaries 
today at approximately 3:05 p.m. The top 
12 milers by time will then advance to 
the finals on Saturday at 2:10 p.m. 


St. John had the state's fourth best two 


mile time of 9:14. He will run in the fast 
heat of the two mile Saturday at 12:30 
p.m. 


Eight of the 14 records in the Illinois 


championships will be in perilous posi- 
tions when a record 856 athletes from 252 
schools converge on Memorial Stadium 
for the 77th renewal of the state's prep 
extravaganza. 


Defending champion Evanston, which 


qualified 13 individuals and both relay 
teams, appears to be the team to beat, 
but Chicago Englewood, Lombard Glen- 
bard East, East Moline and Alton pose 
serious threats. 


Five defending titlists return, while a 


large number of place winners last 
spring are back. 


Evanston's sensational sprinter How- 


ard Jones and New Lenox Lincoln-Way's 
Dave Merrick head the list of potential 
champions. Jones won the 100-yard and 
220-yard dashes last year and will defend 
both. Merrick breezed to the two-mile 
victory in record time last year and is 
considered the favorite in both the mile 
and two-mile this season. Under a 
change in rules by the Illinois High 
School Association, distance runners will 
be allowed to compete in both the mile 


500 package to the viewer. 


Designated to handle the television an- 


nouncing for the race are Chris Schenkel, 
Bill Flemming and Chris Economaki. 


It is hoped from this writer that Schen- 


kel, whose selection was one or Ar- 
ledge's poorer moves of the year, will 
keep his talking to a minimum (or turn 
off his microphone altogether) and allow 
Flemming and Economaki, who have 
done a creditable job with Wide World of 
Sports auto racing, dominate the air- 
waves. 


Schenkel has not been on the auto rac- 


ing scene yet this year and, even with an 
ardent cram course, will not have the 
intricate knowledge of the sport as his 
two cohorts. 


Flemming has followed the auto racing 


trail all season and is a better-than-ade- 
quate racing announcer and keeps the 
viewer abreast with the action. 


The strength of this broadcasting team 


will be Economafci who is, without a 
doubt, the best in his field. Economaki is 
an editor of a racing magazine so he 
knows the key questions to ask in the pits 
and can converse with the drivers and 
the pit crews on an intelligent basis. 


One of Economaki's main assests is 


that he will not "lose" the viewer with 
technical talk. If he should mention a 
breakdown in a car, he makes ample ex- 
planations to let the viewer know what is 
going on. For .instance, if Economaki 
mentions that so-and-so's magneto expe- 
rienced failure, he will tell you what a 
magneto is (a vital portion of the ignition 
system). 


Getting back to the race itself, this 


should be quite an exciting affair. 


No less than 11 drivers in the race 


have broken the track record in quali- 
fying with Peter Revson leading the way 
— breaking the old record by better than 
seven miles per hour. 


Three of the top four qualifiers in the 


race — Revson, Mark Donohue and 
Denis Hulme — all drive McLaren-Of- 
fenhausers. 


The McLaren cars have been awe- 


somely fast in practice and in qualifying 
but it is questioned whether or not that 
these cars can stand the wear and tear 
of the 500-mile race. It has also been re- 
ported that if Saturday turns out to be a 
hot day (forecasts have the tempera- 
ture around 80 degrees for race day), the 
McLaren cars will be affected by the 
heat more than the others. 


The opinion here is that the McLaren 


cars arc too light, too delicate and too 
prone to be affected by the heat to end 
up in Victory Lane. 


If this prediction turns out to be true, it 


still leaves an impressive list of those 
who could win including past Indy 500 
winners Bobby Unser, Al Unser, A. J. 
Foyt and Mario Andretti. 


All of these drivers possess the experi- 


ence, the know-how and the speed to take 
auto racing's greatest prize. 


But there has been one driver who has 


been quite overlooked in pre-race eval- 
uations who possesses the same qualities. 


All that has prevented him from win- 


ning two of the last three Indy SOO's has 
been a string of bad luck. 


It would be fitting if finally good luck 


shined down upon him for a change. 


He drives a Mongoose-Ford. 
He rated as the seventh best qualifier 


in time trials last week which certainly 
puts him in condition. 


He is an able veteran, an able driver.

common forms in which you probably 
have a breakdown or tear in the muscles 
and tissues that hold your intestines in 
the abdominal cavity Through a hole or 
tear a portion of the small intestine slips 
out of the abdominal cavity This is what 
you feel 


I am not very enthusiastic about cush- 


ions or other devices used to apply ex- 
ternal pressure to a hernia In almost 
every instance the proper medical ap 
preach is a surgical repair 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I read your column 


regarding the enlargement of the pros- 
tate gland My brother has a similar 
condition and the doctor said it is malig- 
nant Do you advise an operation in this 
case' 


Dear Reader — A decision to operate 


or not depends on the total picture of the 
patient 
Sometimes there are enough 


complications associated with the prob- 
lem to rule out surgery In addition to 
doing surgery on the prostate gland it- 
self when a cancer is present, sometimes 
the testicles are removed and a female 
hormone is administered 


All of these measures are designed to 


decrease the growth of prostate tissue 
and any tumors that may have developed 
from the dissemination of the malignan- 
cy to other parts of the body if any 
have 


Whethei or not these measures are 


necessary must be judged on the basis of 
a comprehensive medical examination 
Proper adequate treatment early enough 
often produces a marked remission in 
the malignancy and gives a person many 
years of useful hie 


I would like to emphasize however 


that most enlarged prostate glands are 
not malignant but cause trouble by 
blocking off urine flow from the bladder
